Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  John  Trumbull,  Thomas  C.  Brown- 
ell, Timothy  Pitkin,  John  S.  Peters,  William  W.  Ellsworth,  Thomas 
Day,  Thomas  Robins,  Daniel  Burhans,  Thomas  Hubbard,  Isaac  Toucey, 
Nathaniel  S.  Wheaton,  George  Sumner,  Roger  M.  Sherman,  William 
T.  Williams,  Martin  Wells,  Joseph  Battell,  William  Cooley,  Thomas  H. 
Gallaudet,  Thomas  S.  Williams,  Eli  Todd,  Walter  Mitchell,  George  W. 
Doane,  Samuel  B.  Woodward,  S.  H.  Huntington,  Samuel  W.  Dana, 
James  Gould,  Samuel  A.  Foote,  Nathan  Johnson,  Hawley  Olmsted, 
Benjamin  Trumbull,  John  Hall,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  forever  here- 
after, a body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  So- 
ciety, and  by  that  name,  they,  their  associates  and  successors  shall  and 
may  have  perpetual  succession ; shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  four 
million  dollars ; and  may  have  a common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter 
at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of  future 
members ; may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws  and 
regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or  the  laws 
of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government  of  said 
Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a year  for  the  choice  of  a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House 
in  Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 
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ARTICLE  I.  MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  impor- 
tant public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a brief  personal  sketch  of  the 
applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least 
two  active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the 
reason  for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  pro- 
posed for  membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Whenever  a vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  City  of  Hartford,  and  two  dol- 
lars if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted 
to  the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a life  member  by  paying 
at  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a condition  for  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay 
the  same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be 
deemed  a withdrawal  from  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  II.  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Recording  Secretary,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  on  Finance,  and  on 
Monthly  Papers,  each  to  consist  of  three  members.  The  Committee  on 
Finance  may  with  the  Treasurer  select  any  Trust  Company  that  it  may 
see  fit,  to  assist  the  Treasurer  in  the  work  of  his  office.  Only  active 
members  resident  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to  office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  com- 
mittees ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a member  ex  officio  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the 
Library,  Publication  and  Finance ; shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee ; and  shall  deliver  or  provide 
for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership ; and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  a member  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance;  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  re- 
ceive all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money 
made  to  the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Standing  Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee 
may  otherwise  direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a true  and  faithful  account 
of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts 
of  the  Society ; and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited 
statement  thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a full 
report  of  his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the 
condition  of  the  Library. 
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The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 

Section'  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applica- 
tions as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission. 
No  applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by 
said  Committee  during  a meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  Library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  pur- 
chases for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from 
time  to  time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society’s  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a notice  for  a meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a notice  for  a meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee,  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  IV.  DONATIONS  AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a duplicate  of  the  same. 
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All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  delivered 
on  his  written  order.  But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so  re- 
claimed or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE  V.  LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library ; and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Publication. 

ARTICLE  VI.  PUBLICATION  FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  and  all  special  donations  and 
subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  constitute  a Publication 
Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of  such  publications  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII.  ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a regular  meet- 
ing held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 
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We  have  closed  another  year  in  the  life  of  this  Society,  a 
year  marked  by  no  outstanding  achievements,  but  one  of 
steady  growth  of  our  library.  The  past  twelve  months,  as 
every  year,  the  library  has  been  enriched  by  the  acquisition 
of  numerous  valuable  manuscripts  of  historical  and  genea- 
logical interest.  This  is  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  report  of 
the  Librarian. 

With  the  November,  1934  number,  the  Bulletin  of  the 
Connecticut  Historical  Society  was  born.  It  is  a quarterly, 
and  is  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Society.  This  publication, 
consisting  of  four  pages,  starts  in  a small  and  modest  manner. 
Our  hope  is  that  eventually,  through  gifts,  the  income  from 
funds  for  publication  purposes  will  so  increase  as  to  enable 
the  Society  to  issue  a much  larger  Bulletin,  and  thus  make 
available  for  general  use  some  of  the  material  in  our  library. 

The  last  complete  list  of  former  officers  of  the  Society  was 
published  in  the  year  1889.  It  did  not  include  those  who  had 
fdled  the  office  of  Librarian,  an  omission  of  probably  the  most 
important  officials.  This  year,  a new  list  has  been  prepared 
from  our  records  by  Mr.  Bates,  and  is  made  a part  of  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Society.  It  will  be  found  following  his 
report. 

From  May  1st,  until  the  end  of  the  Tercentenary  celebra- 
tion in  the  Fall,  the  Society  will  offer  a series  of  exhibits  of 
manuscripts,  imprints,  engravings,  portraits  etc.  Mr.  Bates, 
who  is  in  charge  of  these  exhibits,  describes  them  fully  in  his 
report. 

During  the  past  year  sixteen  (16)  of  our  members  have 
died,  seven  (7)  have  resigned,  and  some  have  been  dropped 
from  the  list.  Twenty-one  (21)  new  members  have  been 
admitted.  Of  our  present  membership  of  five  hundred  and 
twenty-one  (521),  four  hundred  and  ninety-four  (494)  are 
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active  members,  of  which  thirty  (30)  are  members  for  life; 
twenty-two  (22)  ex-officio,  of  whom  one  (1)  is  an  active 
member;  four  (4)  honorary;  and  two  (2)  corresponding 
members,  of  whom  one  (1)  is  also  an  active  member. 

In  my  last  report,  I pointed  out  the  desirability  of  an 
increased  membership,  and  the  advantages  to  the  Society 
which  would  ensue.  May  I again  urge  that  you  keep  this  in 
mind  and  endeavor  to  interest  your  friends  in  this,  your 
Society. 

Death  has  taken  from  us  the  following  members  during  the 
year  which  has  just  closed,  with  the  exception  of  some  whose 
decease  has  not  before  been  reported : 

Miss  F.  Inez  Baldwin,  a life  member  of  this  Society  since 
January  5,  1932,  died  in  Oswego,  New  York,  Septem- 
ber 7,  1934.  She  was  born  in  Oswego,  a daughter  of 
David  and  Emiline  (Turner)  Baldwin  of  that  city,  and 
was  educated  in  the  schools  there.  In  1895  she  gradu- 
ated from  the  Oswego  Normal  School.  Miss  Baldwin 
was,  for  many  years,  a teacher  in  the  schools  in  Brook- 
lyn, New  York,  but  had  been  retired  for  several  years 
before  her  death.  Throughout  her  life  she  was  actively 
interested  in  social,  religious  and  literary  affairs.  Of  her 
immediate  family,  only  one  sister,  Mrs.  Charlotte 
Woodruff,  and  a brother,  Henry  C.  Baldwin,  both  of 
Oswego,  survive  her. 

Lucius  Barnes  Barbour,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  was 
born  February  1,  1878  in  Hartford,  a son  of  General 
Lucius  Albert  Barbour,  who  was  born  in  Indiana,  and 
Harriet  Barnes,  born  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  of  his  home  city,  and  gradu- 
ated from  the  Hartford  Public  High  School  in  the 
year  1896.  Entering  Yale  College,  he  graduated  there 
in  the  class  of  1900.  Mr.  Barbour  became  interested 
in  military  affairs  when  he  enlisted  in  Troop  B,  Con- 
necticut National  Guard  in  1911.  From  this  organiza- 
tion he  transferred  to  Company  K,  First  Connecticut 
Infantry,  and  in  1916  was  commissioned  its  Captain. 
In  1917  he  was  appointed  on  the  staff  of  General 
Crowder,  Provost  Marshal,  in  Washington,  where  he 


served  for  fifteen  months.  Later  he  was  Major  in 
command  of  the  First  Company  Governor’s  Foot 
Guard,  and  was  Quartermaster  General,  with  the  rank 
of  Brigadier  General,  on  the  staff  of  Governor  Lake 
of  Connecticut.  February  6,  1906,  he  became  a mem- 
ber of  this  Society,  and  from  May,  1914  to  the  time 
of  his  death  was  a valued  member  of  the  Library  Com- 
mittee. His  interest  in  genealogy  was  inherited  from 
his  father  who  was  an  eager  collector  of  old  records. 
The  son  followed  in  his  father’s  footsteps  and  com- 
pleted an  exhaustive  collection  of  the  vital  records  of 
the  State.  In  addition,  Mr.  Barbour  was  indefatigable 
in  copying  cemetery  inscriptions  throughout  the  State. 
The  Barbour  Collection  of  Gravestone  Inscriptions  is  a 
monument  to  his  industry.  In  1911,  he  was  appointed 
Examiner  of  Public  Records,  and  due  to  his  energetic 
and  tactful  performance  of  the  duties  of  that  office, 
the  Town  records  of  the  State  are  in  a high  degree  of 
order  and  security.  October  2,  1901,  he  married  in 
Hartford,  Charlotte  Cordelia  Hilliard  of  Hartford,  who 
was  born  in  Manchester,  Connecticut,  a daughter  of 
Elisha  Clinton  Hilliard  and  Alice  Cordelia  White.  They 
had  two  children,  a daughter,  Mrs.  Moreau  Brown  of 
New  York  City,  and  a son,  Lucius  Hilliard  Barbour 
of  Hartford,  all  of  whom  survive  him.  Mr.  Barbour 
died  July  29,  1934  at  his  summer  home  in  Saybrook, 
Connecticut. 

George  Meade  Bond,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  who  be- 
came a member  of  this  Society,  December  4,  1923,  was 
born  July  17.  1852,  in  Xewburyport,  Massachusetts,  a 
son  of  Daniel  George  Bond  and  Wilhelmina  Kruger  of 
that  city.  His  father  was  a native  of  Newburyport, 
and  his  mother  was  born  in  Holland.  After  the  death 
of  his  father  in  1854  the  family  moved  to  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan  where  he  received  his  early  schooling,  and 
where  he  served  his  apprenticeship  as  a machinist.  In 
1876  he  entered  Stevens  Institute  of  Technology  and 
graduated  there  with  the  degree  of  mechanical  engineer 
in  1880.  Mr.  Bond  was  widely  known  as  an  inventor 
and  an  authority  on  standardization  of  measurements, 
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and  it  was  during  his  senior  year  at  college  that  his 
work  in  this  field  began.  At  this  time  he  became  asso- 
ciated with  William  A.  Rogers  who  was  professor  of 
astronomy  at  Harvard  University  and,  after  gradua- 
tion, as  assistant  to  Professor  Rogers  he  designed  cer- 
tain mechanical  instruments  which  enabled  the  astron- 
omer to  conduct  his  investigations  more  efficiently.  In 
July,  1880,  Mr.  P>ond  moved  to  Hartford  and  entered 
the  employ  of  the  Pratt  & Whitney  Company  where 
his  work  was  that'  of  establishing  standards  for  the 
present  system  of  measurements  for  the  accurate  inter- 
changeability in  machine  construction.  His  inventions 
are  found  throughout  the  world.  He  was  a member, 
and  served  in  office,  in  many  scientific  and  learned 
societies.  His  Alma  Mater  conferred  on  him  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Engineering  in  1921,  and  in  1927  . he 
received  the  honorary  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
from  Trinity  College.  Mr.  Bond  died  in  Hartford, 
January  6,  1935.  He  never  married,  and  left  no  close 
relatives. 

Charles  Sidney  Bottomley,  of  Rockville,  Connecticut, 
Vice  President  of  the  Hockanum  Mills  Company,  who 
became  a member  of  this  Society,  March  7,  1922,  died 
at  his  home,  January  6,  1934.  He  was  born  July  16, 
1866  in  Shelf,  near  Bradford,  England,  a son  of 
William  Bottomley  and  Elizabeth  Lister,  both  of  whom 
were  born  in  Shelf.  Mr.  Bottomley  came  to  this 
country  in  1886,  and  for  eleven  years  was  associated 
in  business  with  his  brother  in  Camden,  New  Jersey. 
In  May,  1897  he  moved  to  Rockville  where  he  became 
designer  for  the  American  Mills  Company.  Three 
years  later  he  accepted  the  same  position  with  the 
Hockanum  Mills  Company  and,  by  successive  stages, 
rose  in  that  company  to  become  Vice  President  and  a 
Director.  He  was  prominent  in  many  of  the  local  pub- 
lic and  financial  institutions,  active  in  politics,  and  a 
foremost  supporter  of  his  church.  His  wife,  who  was 
Miss  Lucy  Mary  Pickering  of  Camden,  New  Jersey, 
survives  him  as  does  also  one  daughter,  Mrs.  William 
Skinner  of  Holyoke,  Massachusetts. 
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George  Haskell  Burt;  ^vho  became  a member  of  this 
Society,  February  1,  1921,  died  in  Hartford,  Connecti- 
cut, October  30,  1934.  He  was  born  in  Amity,  Maine, 
June  10,  1857,  a son  of  Samuel  George  Burt  and  Sarah 
Foster  Haskell  both  of  whom  were  born  in  New  Salem, 
Massachusetts.  When  he  was  but  one  year  old  his 
father  died  and  his  mother  moved  to  Hartford  where, 
after  receiving  his  education,  Mr.  Burt  entered  the 
employ  of  Charles  B.  Haskell,  wholesale  produce  dealer. 
His  banking  career  began  at  the  age  of  twenty,  when 
he  was  made  teller  for  the  banking  firm  of  George  P. 
Bissell  and  Company.  In  1889  he  became  cashier  of 
the  State  Bank,  later  the  State  Bank  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, and  advanced  to  become  President  in  1920.  At 
the  time  of  the  merger  of  his  bank  and  the  Phoenix 
National  Bank  in  1926,  he  was  made  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  new  bank,  the  Phoenix  State 
Bank  and  Trust  Company.  Mr.  Burt  was  also  Presi- 
dent of  the  Hartford  County  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Company,  and  a director  in  many  of  the  financial  and 
business  institutions  of  the  city.  He  married  in 
Middletown,  Connecticut  on  October  14,  1880,  Mary 
Murdoch  who  was  born  in  Middletown,  a daughter  of 
Thomas  Murdoch  and  Jane  Martin  of  that  city.  She 
died  August  21,  1931  in  Hartford.  He  is  survived  by 
their  only  child,  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Burt  of  West 
Hartford. 

Frank  Butler  Gay,  a son  of  Alfred  and  Jane  (Thrall) 
Gay  of  East  Granby,  Connecticut,  was  born  there 
November  15.  1856,  and  died  Tune  15,  1934  in  West 
Hartford,  Connecticut.  His  father  was  born  in  Granby, 
and  his  mother  in  Windsor.  Connecticut.  He  began 
his  studies  in  the  schools  of  East  Granby,  and  on  his 
removal  to  Harttord  in  1873,  he  pursued  his  educa- 
tion by  studying  history,  philosophy  and  languages 
under  tutors.  \\  bile  the  formal  part  of  his  education 
ended  at  this  time,  his  entire  life  was  devoted  to  the 
acquisition  of  knowledge.  In  the  year  1917,  Trinity 
College  conferred  on  him  the  honorary  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts.  Mr.  Gay  began  his  business  life  with 
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the  Hartford  Courant  where  he  worked  setting  type 
and  writing  copy,  and  became  a proof  reader.  In  1876, 
at  the  age  of  twenty  years,  he  was  made  superintend- 
ent of  the  Wadsworth  Atheneum  building,  and  the 
following  year  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the 
Young  Men’s  Institute,  which  is  now  the  Hartford 
Public  Library.  For  a short  time  he  was  assistant  to 
the  editor  of  the  New  Britain  Herald  and  then,  in 
October,  1883,  he  was  called  to  the  Watkinson  Library 
as  assistant  to  Dr.  J.  Hammond  Trumbull,  and  was  later 
appointed  librarian,  which  position  he  held  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  In  1909,  he  was  appointed  curator  of  the 
Wadsworth  Atheneum  collections,  to  which  was  later 
added  the  collections  of  the  Morgan  Memorial,  and  two 
years  later  he  became  director  and  executive  head  of 
the  Atheneum.  On  his  resignation  from  this  office  in 
1927,  he  was  given  the  title  of  director  emeritus,  , and 
was  elected  a trustee.  Mr.  Gay  became  a life  member 
of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  December  4,  1883. 
As  the  successor  of  William  I.  Fletcher  he  was  made 
Librarian  of  the  Society,  February  5,  1884,  and  con- 
tinued as  such  until  December  31,  1892.  He  held  the 
office  of  Recording  Secretary  from  February  5,  1884  to 
May  26,  1896,  and  served  on  the  Library  Committee 
from  May  29,  1888  to  May  25,  1897.  His  services  to  the 
Society  during  these  many  years  as  officer,  friend  and 
advisor  are  of  incalculable  value.  On  'November  22, 
1893,  Mr.  Gay  married  Miss  Jennie  Huldah  Marsh 
who  was  born  in  Hartford  on  April  8,  1863,  a daughter 
of  Major  Seth  Edwards  Marsh  and  Mary  Ann  Marsh, 
a second  cousin  of  the  same  family  name,  of  Hartford. 
He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  two  daughters.  Miss 
Constance  Marsh  Gay  and  Mrs.  William  H.  Wiley. 

Dr.  Roger  Marvin  Griswold,  of  Kensington,  Connecticut, 
one  of  our  members  since  January  4,  1921,  died  in  his 
home,  April  28,  1935.  Born,  September  13,  1852  in 
Brooklyn.  New  York,  a son  of  Dr.  Rufus  White 
Griswold  and  Esther  E.  (Hammond)  Griswold,  Dr. 
Griswold  came  of  a long  line  of  physicians,  a family 
tradition  which  is  now  being  carried  on  by  his  son, 
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Dr.  M.  H.  Griswold  of  Berlin,  Connecticut.  Dr.  Gris- 
wold was  educated  at  Phillips  Academy  in  Andover, 
Massachusetts,  and  during  the  year  1873-1874  studied 
in  the  Medical  School  of  Yale  University.  He  then 
entered  the  Medical  School  of  New  York  University 
where  he  received  his  degree  in  1875.  For  a time  he 
practiced  his  profession  in  Manchester  and  Portland, 
Connecticut,  and  in  Providence,  Rhode  Island  until,  in 
1902,  he  settled  in  Kensington.  For  many  years  he 
served  the  Town  of  Berlin  as  medical  examiner  and 
health  officer,  represented  the  Town  in  the  State  Legis- 
lature, and  in  addition  produced  numerous  writings  on 
the  results  of  his  research  work  in  medicine.  His  wife, 
who  was  Rebecca  Eddy  Norton  of  Kensington,  died  in 
1927.  A son  and  one  daughter  survive  him. 

Alfred  Lyman  Holman,  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  died  there 
June  21,  1934.  He  was  born  in  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
December  28,  1854,  a son  of  Edwin  Holman  and  Sarah 
Elizabeth  Hemenway.  On  November  25,  1885  he  mar- 
ried, in  Chicago,  Lucy  Cecile  Hall  (nee  Woodruff)  of 
East  Hartford,  Connecticut,  who  was  a daughter  of 
Henry  Erastus  and  Almeria  Sophia  (Hall)  Woodruff. 
Her  parents  died  when  she  was  very  young,  and  she 
was  adopted  by  her  uncle,  the  Rev.  E.  Edwin  Hall, 
and  baptized  with  his  name.  They  had  two  daughters, 
Cecile  Alexandrine  who  married  Alfred  M.  Beale  of 
Canada,  and  Doris  Elizabeth  who  married  Lawrence 
C.  Brodribb  of  Chicago,  both  of  whom  survive  him. 
Mr.  Holman  was  one  of  the  most  proficient  genealogists 
in  this  country.  His  last  contribution,  which  appeared 
in  the  July,  1934  number  of  The  American  Genealogist, 
was  the  valuable  article  on  the  wife  of  Thomas3  Brad- 
ford. He  was  the  editor  of  the  Hinsdale  Genealogy 
(1906),  the  Ryerson  Genealogy  (1916),  and  compiler 
of  the  Felt  and  Allied  Familities  (1921),  the  Ancestry 
of  F.  A.  Hardy  (1923),  the  Blackman  and  Allied  Fami- 
lies (1928),  and  the  Laflin  Genealogy  (1930).  He  was 
long  a reader  of,  and  frequent  correspondent  to  the 
genealogical  department  of  the  Boston  Evening  Tran- 
script, and  a member  of  the  Society  of  Mayflower 
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Descendants  of  Illinois,  the  Illinois  Historical  Society, 
and  of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society,  to  which  he 
was  admitted,  November  11,  1924, 

William  Fowler  Hopson,  a native  of  Watertown,  Conn., 
but  long  a resident  of  New  Haven,  died  at  his  home 
there  February  13,  1935  at  the  age  of  eightv-five  years. 
At  an  early  age  he  showed  an  aptitude  for  drawing 
and  was  apprenticed  to  a wood  engraver  in  Hartford. 
He  continued  his  apprenticeship  in  New  Haven  and 
later  moved  to  New  York  where  he  did  much  wood 
engraving  for  various  books,  including  2500  blocks  for 
illustrations  in  a new  edition  of  Webster’s  Dictionary. 
In  1892  he  turned  his  attention  to  engraving  bookplates 
upon  copper.  This  he  made  his  future  life  work,  en- 
graving more  than  two  hundred  excellent  plates,  nearly 
all  of  which  were  so  designed  as  to  express  the  owner’s 
personality,  European  trips  during  his  later  years 
gave  him  much  enjoyment  and  he  had  a host  of  friends 
in  England  for  some  of  whom  he  engraved  plates.  His 
was  a kindly  nature  and  he  was.  beloved  by  all  who 
knew  him.  His  work  has  been  shown  at  many  exhibi- 
tions, both  in  this  country  and  abroad.  At  the  time  of 
his  death  he  stood  foremost  among  American  bookplate 
engravers.  Several  brochures  came  from  his  pen,  in- 
cluding a memorial  to  Charles  William  Sherborn,  the 
noted  English  engraver,  and  several  publications  issued 
by  the  Rowfant  Club  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  of  which  he 
was  a member.  He  joined  this  Society  on  March  1, 
1904.  His  first  marriage  in  1871  was  to  Mary  T.  Allen 
of  New  Haven.  After  her  death  he  married  in  1899 
Ada  M.  Carter  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  who  survives  him, 
as  does  a son  by  his  first  marriage. 

Everett  Edward  Lord,  who  became  a member  of  this 
Society,  February  3,  1931,  died  in  New  Haven,  Con- 
necticut, July  3,  1934.  He  was  born  in  the  family 
homestead  in  Killingworth,  Connecticut  on  April  24, 
1856,  a son  of  Benjamin  Lord,  who  was  born  in 
Killingworth,  and  Antonette  Case,  whose  birthplace  was 
Bloomfield,  Connecticut.  Air.  Lord  was  a descendant 
of  Abraham  Pierson,  first  president  of  Yale  College. 


While  still  a youth,  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Sar- 
gent Company  of  New  Haven.  As  his  interest  in  art 
developed  he  turned  to  designing  memorials  and 
memorial  tablets  for  this  company,  to  which  work  he 
devoted  much  of  his  time.  Mr.  Lord  was  an  anti- 
quarian of  note,  being  especially  conversant  with  the 
past  of  Middlesex  and  New  Haven  counties.  When 
the  Harkness  Memorial  Quadrangle  of  Yale  University 
was  constructed  he  contributed  a stone  from  the  old 
mills  which  had  been  operated  by  his  grandfather.  In 
his  younger  days  he  represented  Killingworth  for  one 
term  in  the  General  Assembly.  A brother,  Chester  C. 
Lord,  survives  him. 

Spencer  Percival  Mead,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  who 
became  one  of  our  members,  November  1,  1921,  died 
in  New  York  City  on  January  7,  1935.  He  was  born 
March  23,  1863  in  Greenwich,  Connecticut,  his  parents 
being  Isaac  Howe  Mead  and  Mary  Elizabeth  Mead, 
whose  maiden  name  was  also  Mead.  He  never  married. 
Mr.  Mead  acquired  his  early  education  in  the  Green- 
wich Academy,  and  his  legal  training  in  the  New  York 
Law  School.  Although  by  profession  a practicing  mem- 
ber of  the  New  York  Bar,  much  of  his  interest  was 
devoted  to  historical  and  genealogical  matters.  He 
wrote  and  published  The  History  and  Genealogy  of  the 
Mead  Family,  and  a History  of  the  Town  of  Green- 
wich. He  also  left  six  or  more  unpublished  books,  in 
typewritten  form,  containing  church,  vital,  probate,  land 
and  cemetery  records  of  the  Town  of  Greenwich,  repre- 
senting the  work,  at  intervals,  extending  over  twenty 
or  thirty  years. 

Rev.  Edwin  Knox  Mitcheix,  D.D.,  scholar  and  theologian, 
who  became  a life  member  of  the  Connecticut  Histori- 
cal Society.  April  4.  1899,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  in 
Hartford.  Connecticut  on  October  5,  1934.  He  was 
born  December  23.  1853  in  Locke,  Ohio,  a son  of 
Spencer  and  Harriett  ( Howard)  Mitchell.  His  father’s 
birthplace  was  Granville.  Ohio,  and  that  of  his  mother 
Carlisle.  Ohio.  Doctor  Mitchell  graduated  from  Mari- 
etta College  with  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in 
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1878,  and  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  from 
the  same  institution  in  1881.  In  1896,  his  Alma  Mater 
conferred  on  him  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity.  After  completing  his  studies  for  his  master’s 
degree,  he  entered  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
New  York  City  where  he  graduated  in  1884.  He  then 
spent  several  years  in  travel  in  Europe,  and  study  at 
three  of  the  German  universities.  From  18S6  to  1890 
he  was  pastor  of  the  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church  in 
St.  Augustine,  Florida,  and  again  resumed  his  studies 
in  Germany,  and  travel  for  a period  of  two  years.  On 
his  return  from  abroad  in  1892  he  was  called  to  the 
chair  of  Graeco-Roman  and  Eastern  Church  History 
by  President  Chester  D.  Hartranft  of  the  Hartford 
Seminary  Foundation  who  was  gathering  around  him 
young  men  of  ability.  Vitally  interested  in  his  work, 
Doctor  Mitchell  achieved  great  success  in  his  teaching, 
and  especially  so  with  his  more  advanced  students.  Fie 
was  a trustee  of  Marietta  College  from  1894  to  1910, 
served  two  terms  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Park 
Commissioners  of  Hartford,  at  one  time  President  of 
the  Hartford  Council  of  Churches,  director  of  the 
Charity  Organization  Society,  'and  President  of  the 
Hartford  Golf  Club  in  1909.  He  also  was  a member 
of  many  other  educational  and  civic  boards  and  com- 
mittees. His  was  a most  varied  and  useful  life.  In 
January,  1887,  Doctor  Mitchell  married  Hetty  Mar- 
quand  Enos  of  Brooklyn,  New  York.  They  had  two 
sons  and  one  daughter,  all  of  whom  are  living. 

John  Felt  Morris  was  born  in  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
October  29,  1877,  and  died  in  his  home  in  West  Hart- 
ford, October  9,  1934.  His  father,  John  E.  Morris, 
was  born  in  Springfield.  Massachusetts,  and  was  Secre- 
tary of  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company  of  Hart- 
ford. Mary  Pamelia  F'elt,  who  was  born  in  New  York 
City,  was  his  mother.  His  early  education  was  gained 
in  the  public  schools  of  his  home  city,  and  he  graduated 
from  the  Hartford  Public  High  School,  where  he  was 
one  of  the  prominent  schoolboy  athletes  of  the  State, 
in  1897.  Later  he  attended,  for  a short  time,  the 
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Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  Entering  the 
Hartford  Trust  Company,  he  remained  in  the  employ 
of  that  bank  and  its  successor,  the  Hartford-Connecti- 
cut  Trust  Company,  for  twenty-five  years,  when  he  was 
obliged  by  ill  health  to  retire.  Mr.  Morris  was  admitted 
to  this  Society,  October  27,  1908.  From  May  23,  1911 
to  May  27,  1924  he  gave  his  services  generously  to  the 
Society  as  its  Treasurer.  His  term  of  office  covered 
a period  during  which  the  endowment  increased  greatly, 
and  the  demands  on  his  time  were  not  inconsiderable. 
These  duties  were  conscientiously  and  punctilliously 
performed.  For  forty-nine  years  the  finances  of  the 
Society  were  entrusted  to  the  hands  of  members  of  the 
Morris  family.  His  great  uncle,  Jonathan  Flynt 
Morris,  was  Treasurer  from  January  5,  1875  to  Janu- 
ary 30,  1899,  and  was  followed  in  that  office  by  John 
E.  Morris,  the  father  of  John  Felt  Morris,  who  served 
until  May  23,  1911,  at  which  time  the  office  passed  to 
his  son.  On  June  26,  1909,  in  Hartford,  Mr.  Morris 
married  Miss  Caroline  Throop  Huntington  who  was 
born  in  Lebanon,  Connecticut,  February  7,  1877,  a 
daughter  of  William  Huntington  and  Caroline  Eliza- 
beth Saxton  of  that  place.  His  wife  and  three  children, 
Eleanor  Huntington  Morris,  Daniel  Bontecou  Morris 
and  John  Lincoln  Morris,  survive  him. 

George  Smith  Palmer,  of  New  London,  Connecticut,  re- 
tired manufacturer  and  patron  of  the  arts  and  educa- 
tion, died  at  his  home  in  Lake  Wales,  Florida  on 
January  23,  1934.  He  was  born  March  20,  1855  in 
Montville,  Connecticut,  one  of  seven  children  of  Elisha 
Hurlbut  Palmer  and  Ellis  Loomis  of  that  town.  His 
father,  who  was  born  in  Montville  on  June  23,  1814 
and  died  there  January  17,  1895,  was  a leading  citizen 
in  the  community,  and  served  in  both  the  Connecticut 
House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate.  His  mother 
was  born  December  27,  1816,  and  died  January  9,  1893. 
Mr.  Palmer  was  first  educated  in  the  Montville  district 
school  and  the  Norwich  Free  Academy,  and  on  gradu- 
ation from  the  latter  he  entered  Yale  College  where 
he  received  his  degree  in  1878.  He  then  returned  to 
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Montville  and  entered  the  employ  of  the  firm  of  Palmer 
Brothers,  which  was  founded  by  two  of  his  older 
brothers.  In  time  he  became  _a  member  of  the  firm, 
and  subsequently  was  made  its  President,  which  position 
he  held  until  a few  years  before  his  death.  Few  per- 
sons are  privileged  to  live  a life  of  as  varied  and  ex- 
tended usefulness  as  he  did.  There  was.  no  affair  of 
civic  worth  in  his  home  city  in  which  he  was  not  inter- 
ested and  active.  He  gave  of  his  time  and  money  gen- 
erously. He  served  as  Park  Commissioner,  was  for 
many  years  President,  and  a liberal  supporter,  of  the 
Associated  Charities,  and  was  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee which  successfully  raised  the  funds  for  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association  building.  He  was  a trustee 
of  the  Norwich  Free  Academy,  and  of  the  Backus  Hos- 
pital of  Norwich,  Connecticut,  also  a trustee  of  the 
Northfield  Academy  at  East  Northfield,  Massachusetts, 
to  which  he  gave  a building.  The  Palmer  Memorial 
School  was  given  to  the  town  of  Montville  by  him  and 
his  brothers  in  memory  of  their  .father.  Mr.  Palmer’s 
outstanding  work  in  the  field  of  education  was  in  con- 
nection with  the  Connecticut  College.  He  was  one  of 
the  early  sponsors  of  the  movement  to  have  that  insti- 
tution located  in  New  London,  and  was  chairman  of 
the  group  which  raised  sufficient  endowment  to  bring 
this  about.  He  and  his  wife  gave  to  the  college  the 
Palmer  Memorial  Library  together  with  funds  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  building  when  future  needs  demand 
it.  He  became  a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
1918,  and  was  elected  its  chairman  in  1921,  from  which 
position  he  resigned  October  8,  1931.  On  his  resigna- 
tion, the  office  of  honorary  chairman  was  created  and 
he  was  appointed  to  it.  This  he  retained  to  the  time 
of  his  death.  On  December  7,  1920,  Mr.  Palmer  be- 
came a member  of  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society, 
and  was  a Vice  President  of  the  Society  from  May  27, 
1924  to  May  24,  1932.  He  was  long  a member  of  the 
New  London  County  Historical  Society  where,  at  vari- 
ous times,  he  filled  many  offices,  and  was  its  President 
from  March  23,  1916  to  September  20,  1921.  A lover 
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of  art  and  literature,  he  gathered  together  valuable  col- 
lections of  paintings,  rare  volumes  and  antique  Ameri- 
can furniture.  In  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art,  in 
New  York  City,  is  to  be  found  the  Palmer  Collection  of 
furniture.  Mr.  Palmer’s  first  wife  was  Ida  A.  Cooke 
whom  he  married  December  10,  1879  in  Norwich,  Con- 
necticut. She  was  born  in  Preston,  Connecticut  on 
August  10,  1855,  and  died  in  Norwich,  June  6,  1896. 
They  had  one  child,  a son,  Howard  Palmer  who  sur- 
vives him.  On  September  17,  1901  he  married,  in 
Geneseo,  New  York,  Neva  Fenno  who  was  a daughter 
of  Willis  Washington  and  Anna  Jeanne  (Clark)  Fenno. 
Three  daughters  by  this  marriage  and  his  wife  are 
living. 

Mrs.  Mary  Danforth  Pease,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
widow  of  Charles  A.  Pease  who  was  well  known  in 
business  circles  in  this  city,  died  in  her  home  here  on 
March  31,  1935.  She  was  born  August  23,  1862  in 
Hartford,  her  parents  being  John  W.  Danforth  and 
Mary  Gaylord  of  that  place.  Mrs.  Pease  joined  this 
Society,  December  6,  1927.  What  it  stands  for  and 
represents  was  only  one  of  her  varied  interests  and 
activities.  She  was  one  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Hartford  Orphan  Asylum,  a member  of  the  Ruth 
Wyllys  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution,  and  of  the  Musical  Club  of  Hartford.  A 
brother,  Joseph  W.  Danforth  of  East  Orange,  New 
Jersey,  survives  her. 

Winchele  Smith,  a resident  of  Farmington,  Connecticut, 
who  joined  the  Society,  December  7,  1920,  died  at  his 
home  June  10,  1933.  He  was  born  April  5,  1871  in 
Hartford,  Connecticut.  His  parents  were  William 
Brown  Smith,  who  was  a grandnephew  of  John  Brown 
the  abolitionist,  and  Virginia  Thrall,  both  of  whom 
were  born  in  Bloomfield,  Connecticut.  He  was  one  of 
six  brothers  and  sisters,  among  whom  was  Dr.  Oliver 
C.  Smith  who  was  a prominent  surgeon  of  Hartford. 
Educated  in  his  home  schools,  Mr.  Smith  graduated 
from  the  Hartford  Public  High  School  in  1893.  In 
1924,  Trinity  College  conferred  on  him  the  .honorary 
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degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters.  Mr.  Smith  married  jin 
the  year  1895,  Grace  Spencer  of  Troy,  Pennsylvania, 
who  died  in  Southern  France,  October  20,  1932.  For 
forty  years  he  was  actor,  playwright  and  producer, 
twelve  of  which  he  was  an  actor  appearing  under  the 
management  of  Mr.  Frohman.  His  greatest  success  as 
playwright  was  in  1917  with  “Lightning”  which  ran  for 
three  years,  creating  a record.  Through  early  failures 
and  extravagant  success  he  remained  the  same,  preserv- 
ing his  sense  of  proportion  and  kindly  nature. 

Alfred  Spencer,  Jr.,  a resident  of  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
was  born  in  Suffield,  Connecticut,  October  29,  1851, 
and  died  there,  in  the  house  where  he  was  born,  Sep- 
tember 12,  1934.  He  became  a member  of  the  Society, 
March  3,  1908.  His  parents  were  Alfred  Spencer  and 
Caroline  Frances  Reid  of  Suffield  where  the  family 
lived  in  the  old  homestead.  His  mother  was  born 
in  Colchester,  Connecticut.  When  twenty-one  years  of 
age  he  entered,  as  a clerk,  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Suffield,  and  twenty  years  later,  in  1891,  he  resigned  to 
become  cashier  of  the  Aetna  National  Bank  of  Hart- 
ford. In  1899  he  was  made  President  of  that  bank, 
and  continued  as  President  of  the  Hartford-Aetna 
National  Bank  after  the  consolidation  of  his  bank  with 
the  Hartford  National  Bank.  With  a subsequent  con- 
solidation he  became  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Hartford  National  Bank  and  Trust 
Company,  a position  which  he  held  until  January,  1934. 
For  over  four  years  Mr.  Spencer  was  President  of  the 
Hartford  Clearing  House  Association,  and  was  instru- 
mental in  the  formation  of  the  Hartford  Chapter, 
American  Institute  of  Banking.  His  banking  career 
covered  a period  of  almost  sixty-two  years,  forty  of 
which  were  spent  in  Hartford.  On  October  14,  1879, 
Mr.  Spencer  married  Miss  Ella  N.  Nichols  of  Suffield 
who  died,  November  29,  1931.  She  was  a daughter  of 
Francis  Nichols  and  Mary  S.  Pomeroy.  Two  sons 
survive  him. 

James  Hazleton  Tallman,  admitted  to  membership  Octo- 
ber 4,  1892,  for  many  years  identified  with  the  life  of 
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Hartford,  Connecticut  as  lawyer,  investment  broker  and 
chairman  of  the  West  Middle  School  District  Com- 
mittee from  1887  to  1901,  died  in  that  city,  June  14, 
1934.  His  father  was  the  Rev.  Thomas  Tallman,  born 
in  Middle  Haddam.  Connecticut,  pastor  of  the  Congre- 
gational Church  in  Scotland,  Connecticut  where  Mr. 
Tallman  was  born,  June  3,  1847.  His  mother,  Frances 
M.  Hazleton,  was  born  in  Haddam,  Connecticut.  Mr. 
Tallman  prepared  for  college  at  Williston  Academy, 
Easthampton,  Massachusetts,  and  from  there  he  entered 
Yale  College  in  1863  and  graduated  in  1867,  thirty  years 
after  the  graduation  of  his  father  from  the  same  insti- 
tution. After  an  interval  of  a year,  he  spent  one  year 
studying  in  the  Harvard  Law  School,  and  then  entered 
the  office  of  the  law  firm  of  Welch  and  Shipman  of 
Hartford.  He  was  later  admitted  to  the  Connecticut 
State  Bar,  and  practiced  his  profession  until  188L  when, 
with  George  W.  Moore  and  James  B.  Moore,  he  formed 
the  partnership  of  George  W.  Moore  & Company,  in- 
vestment brokers  in  farm  mortgages.  His  active  busi- 
ness career  continued  until  the  year  1923.  In  1873, 
he  married  Alice  E.  Graves,  daughter  of  Thomas  E. 
Graves  of  Boston,  who  died  June,  1905.  They  had 
three  daughters,  Mrs.  Edgar  B.  Burr  and  Mrs.  C. 
Brewster  Brainard,  both  of  Hartford,  who  survive  him, 
and  Mrs.  Marion  T.  Ellis  who  died  in  1930. 

Edward  Pay  son  Wilcox,  of  West  Winsted,  Connecticut, 
became  a member  of  this  Society,  November  4,  1902. 
He  was  born  September  2,  1841  in  Honolulu,  Hawaii, 
a son  of  Abner  Wilcox  and  Lucy  Eliza  Hart  who  were 
missionaries  there  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  of  the  Congregational  Church.  His 
father  and  mother  were  born  in  Harwinton  and  Cole- 
brook.  Connecticut  respectively.  His  death  took  place 
in  \\  insted,  Connecticut  July  23,  1934,  in  his  ninety- 
third  year,  the  last  of  eight  brothers.  There  were  no 
sisters.  His  early  schooling  was  had  in  Honolulu, 
preparatory  to  his  study  of  engineering  in  the  Sheffield 
Scientific  School  of  Yale  University,  where  he  was  a 
student  during  the  academic  year  1861-1862.  He  is 
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listed  as  a non-graduate  of  the  class  of  1863.  About 
the  year  1884,  he  settled  in  Winsted  where,  for  a short 
time,  he  engaged  in  banking.  Subsequently  he  formed 
connections  with  several  manufacturing  corporations, 
and  this  was  his  occupation  until  he  retired  from  active 
business  affairs  twenty-five  years  before  his  death. 
Mr.  Wilcox  was  much  interested  in,  and  a student  of 
local  history  and  genealogy,  in  both  of  which  he  was 
an  authority.  His  fund  of  information  in  both  fields 
was  extensive.  December  30,  1874,  he  married  Mary 
Pitkin  Hinsdale  Rockwell,  of  Winsted,  who  died  Octo- 
ber 18,  1914.  They  had  no  children.  His  nearest 
surviving  relatives  are  two  nephews  and  four  nieces, 
one  of  whom,  Miss  Elsie  Wilcox  of  Honolulu,  was  the 
first  woman  senator  in  the  Hawaiian  Legislature,  where 
she  is  still  a member. 

The  attendance  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society 
shows  a slight  average  decrease.  This  tendency  is  found  very 
generally  in  other  places  at  this  time,  and  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  persons  who  come  to  these  meetings  has  remained 
almost  static,  reflects  the  high  qualities  of  the  papers  read  on 
those  occasions. 

October  2nd,  Miss  Frances  H.  Johnson  of  Hartford,,  read 
a paper  on  “Music  Vale  Seminary.”  From  the  founding  of 
this  school  of  music  in  Salem,  Connecticut  by  Mr.  Orrand 
Whittelsey  in  1835,  she  traced  its  history  through  the  forty 
years  of  its  existence  to  the  death  of  its  founder.  The  first 
school  of  its  kind  in  this  country,  its  list  of  students  included 
young  ladies  from  points  as  far  apart  as  the  Southern  States 
and  Nova  Scotia. 

November  6th,  a paper  entitled  “Puritan  and  Cavalier; 
Connecticut  and  South  Carolina ; Theodore  Dwight  Weld  and 
Angelina  Grimke”  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Sherrod  Soule,  D.D. 
of  Hartford.  Rev.  Theodore  Dwight  Weld  was  a son  of 
Ludovicus  Weld  of  Hampton,  Connecticut.  Fie  became  an 
ardent  supporter  of  the  anti-slavery  movement,  and  when 
making  an  address  on  this  subject  in  Charleston,  South  Caro- 
lina met,  and  later  married,  Angelina  Grimke  who  belonged 
to  a prominent  slave  holding  family.  In  full  sympathy  with 
his  cause,  her  life  was  devoted  to  her  husband’s  work. 
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December  4th,  Albert  C.  Bates,  Librarian  of  the  Society, 
spoke  on  “The  Expedition  of  Sir  Edmund  Andros  to  Con- 
necticut in  1687.”  His  paper,  to  a great  extent,  was  prepared 
from  information  contained  in  a document  recently  presented 
to  the  Society,  and  outlined  the  daily  itinerary  of  the  party  of 
seventy-six  persons  from  Boston  to  Hartford  and  thence  to 
Fairfield,  and  its  return. 

January  8th,  the  Rev.  Charles  L.  Biggs  of  Guilford,  Con- 
necticut presented  a paper  on  ’'When  George  Whiteheld 
passed  through  New  Haven.”  He  described  Whitefield’s  early 
life  in  England,  his  first  two  journeys  through  the  Atlantic 
seaboard  states  from  Georgia  to  Maine,  and  how  his  preach- 
ing aroused  the  enthusiasm  of  the  people  and  was  denounced 
by  the  established  churches. 

February  5 th,  a paper  entitled  “Count  Rum  ford”  was  read 
by  Professor  Henry  A.  Perkins,  Sc.D.,  of  Trinity  College. 
Benjamin  Thompson,  born  in  Woburn,  Massachusetts,  was, 
from  boyhood,  interested  in  the  natural  sciences  and  chemistry. 
He  rose  to  high  rank  in  the  British  army  during  the  War  of 
the  Revolution,  and  later  received  many  honors  and  titles  from 
European  countries  in  recognition  of  his  scientific  achieve- 
ments. 

March  5th,  President  Remsen  B.  Ogilby,  LL.D.  of  Trinity 
College,  spoke  on  the  subject  “Rapid  Transit  Between  Boston 
and  New  York  One  Hundred  Years  Ago.”  He  described  the 
turnpike  between  Worcester,  Massachusetts  and  Norwich, 
Connecticut,  which  was  part  of  the  short  route  from  Boston 
to  New  York,  and  was  traveled,  via  Worcester  to  Norwich 
by  stage  coach,  and  from  there  by  boat  to  New  York.  This 
effected  a saving  in  time  of  about  two  days  over  the  route 
through  Hartford. 

April  2nd,  a paper  upon  “Return  Jonathan  Meigs”  was  read 
by  Hey  wood  H.  Whaples  of  Farmington,  Connecticut.  The 
part  played  by  the  subject  of  this  paper  in  the  Lexington 
Alarm,  the  expedition  against  Quebec,  the  expedition  against 
Long  Island,  the  storming  of  Stony  Point,  and  how  he 
attained  the  rank  of  Colonel,  was  narrated. 

May  7th,  Roland  Mather  Hooker,  of  New  Haven,  Connecti- 
cut, described  in  a paper  entitled  “The  Colonial  Trade  of 
Connecticut,”  how  that  trade  expanded  from  small  beginnings, 
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and  its  changing  courses,  in  which  was  laid  the  foundations  for 
greater  things. 

Dr.  William  Ward  Knight  of.  Hartford,  who  was  a member 
of  this  Society,  died  December  4,  1923.  In  his  will  he  left 
the  following  provision : 

“Second.  Should  Hugh  P.  Toner,  of  said  Hartford, 
survive  me,  I give,  devise  and  bequeath  to  United  States 
Security  Trust  Company,  a duly  authorized  corporation 
having  its  office  in  said  Hartford,  the  sum  of  Eight 
Thousand  (8,000)  Dollars,  in  trust,  to  invest  and  reinvest 
at  its  discretion,,  free  from  restriction  to  trust  invest- 
ments, and  to  pay  over  the  net  income  therefrom  to  the 
said  Hugh  P.  Toner  in  monthly  or  quarterly  payments 
during  his  life.  Should  he  not  survive  me,  or  on  his  death 
after  my  own,  I give  and  bequeath  said  sum  of  Eight 
Thousand  (8,000)  Dollars,  or  said  trust  fund  as  consti- 
tuted at  the  time  being,  to  The  Connecticut  Historical 
Society,  to  be  used  for  its  general  uses  and  purposes/’ 

After  the  death  of  the  life  tenant,  this  legacy  of  Eight 
Thousand  Dollars  came  into  our  possession  on  May  2,  1934. 
As  stated  in  the  will,  the  income  from  this  gift  is  to  be  applied 
to  general  expenses. 

Our  property  on  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Buckingham 
Streets  has  been  filled  in  where  the  houses,  which  have  been 
demolished,  stood,  and  the  ground  graded  and  seeded.  In 
view  of  the  bad  condition  of  the  double  house  on  Buckingham 
Street,  the  last  of  the  buildings  on  this  tract,  it  has  been 
decided  to  remove  this  also.  If  this  building  were  retained,  a 
very  considerable  outlay  would  be  necessary,  and  still  the 
matter  of  profitable  rental  would  be  problematical. 

No  change  in  the  financial  situation,  as  regards  a new  home 
for  the  Society,  has  taken  place  during  the  year.  We  have 
the  land,  we  have  the  nucleus  for  a good  building  fund,  but 
we  lack  the  income  for  general  purposes  with  which  to  main- 
tain such  a place.

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librarian’s  Report. 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Another  twelve  months  has  rolled  around  and  it  is  again 
time  to  review  the  activities  of  the  Library  for  the  year  now 
ending.  They  have  in  general  pursued  an  even  tenor,  differing 
but  little  from  previous  years.  Queries  of  our  readers,  both 
historical  and  absurd,  have  been  answered  when  possible. 
New  accessions  of  books  and  manuscripts  have  been  cata- 
logued and  listed  and  Miss  Kidder  has  done  considerable  other 
cataloguing. 

One  event  which  has  contributed  perhaps  more  than  any 
thing  else  during  the  year  to  the  welfare  of  the  library  and 
the  convenience  of  the  librarians  is  the  erection  of  two  steel 
stacks  containing  about  650  feet  of  shelving.  This  addition 
gives  space  for  shelving  numerous  books  and  magazines  which 
had  been  piled  on  floor  and  ledges,  as  well  as  for  the  future 
growth  for  a limited  time.  The  addition  of  this  shelving, 
together  with  our  steady  if  not  phenomenal  growth,  has 
necessitated  considerable  rearrangement  of  our  books  with  the 
result  that  they  are  now  more  readily  available  for  use.  This 
new  shelving  will  serve  our  needs  for  two  or  three  years  to 
come  and  then  the  problem  of  what  to  do  with  new  accessions 
will  again  have  to  be  faced,  and  the  answer  to  the  problem 
will  be  more  difficult  than  before.  It  should  not  be  forgotten 
that  we  now  have  above  five  hundred  boxes  of  books  in 
storage  and  so  not  available  for  use. 

The  number  of  readers  during  the  year  ending  April  30th 
was  3924.  This  is  a slight  decrease  from  the  figures  for  the 
previous  year,  but  more  than  the  average  for  the  last  five 
years. 

During  the  year  we  have  inaugurated  the  publication  of  a 
Bulletin.  Two  numbers  consisting  of  four  pages  each,  have 
been  issued  and  another  will  appear  within  a few  days.  It 
has  been  the  purpose  in  issuing  these  to  keep  the  members 
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informed  as  to  the  activities  of  the  Society  and  of  accessions 
that  are  of  special  interest.  In  each  issue  we  have  also  printed 
an  early  letter  or  document  of  historical  importance.  A num- 
ber of  congratulations  have  been  received  upon  the  issue  and 
the  appearance  of  these  Bulletins.  There  has  been  no  other 
publication  during  the  year  except  the  Annual  Report,  a 
pamphlet  of  sixty-six  (66)  pages,  which  was  issued  in  July. 

Unusual  opportunities  have  permitted  the  acquiring  during 
the  year  of  more  than  the  average  number  of  genealogies. 
They  are  of  the  families  of  Amory,  Andrews  (2),  Averill,

Coleman’s  Notes  on  the  Formation  of  the  Fundamental  Orders 
and  his  Mr.  Ludlow  Goes  for  Old  England;  Lewis’s  History 
of  the  Bay  Path;  Fletcher’s  New  England  in  Transition  at 
Colchester;  Vital  Records  and  Diary  of  William  Watson  of 
Hartford;  Life  of  Peter  Lung;  Orcutt’s  History  of  Derby; 
Kirby’s  Reports  of  cases  judged  in  the  Supreme  Court,  a third 
volume,  from  his  manuscripts;  Lincoln’s  History  of  Windham 
County ; The  American  Genealogist ; Geer’s  History  of  the 
Hartford  Theological  Seminary. 

Other  publications  of  interest  include  John  Cotton’s  Way 
of  Life,  London,  1641  ; Alice  -Morse  Earl’s  China  Collecting 
in  America;  Letters  of  Members  of  Congress,  Vol.  VII,  for 
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which  series  this  Society  furnished  much  material;  Plan  of 
the  Connecticut  Western  Reserve;  Bigelow’s  History  of 
Stowe,  Vt. ; The  Life  of  Captain  John  Underhill;  The  Long 
Trail  of  the  Brothertowns ; Story  of  the  Meeting  House  of 
the  First  Church  in  East  Haddam;  Memoirs  of  the  Connecti- 
cut Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Vol.  X ; publications  of 
the  States  Historical  Society.  Four  additions  have  been  made 
to  our  collection  of  18th  century  Connecticut  imprints.  They 
are  of  the  years  1772,  1781,  1799  and  1800. 

Among  other  items  of  interest  that  have  come  to  the  Society 
may  be  mentioned  two  cases  of  photographs  of  eighty-eight 
old  houses  in  the  town  of  Windsor,  which  were  presented  by 
Newton  C.  Brainard ; a piece  of  the  old  Charter  Oak  tree 
which  had  belonged  to  DeWitt  C.  Pond  and  previously  to 
James  B.  Hosmer,  was  received  from  Mrs.  Frances  Pond 
Little  of  New  York;  Howland  Pell  of  Fort  Ticonderoga  sent 
us  a bolt  from  the  war  galley  ‘‘Trumbull”  which  was  wrecked 
in  the  lake  near  that  place  after  the  Battle  of  Valcour  Island 
in  October  1776;  another  relic  of  the  Revolutionary  War  is  a 
lamp  made  from  wood  of  the  “Royal  Sauvage”  which  was 
sunk  at  the  battle  of  St.  John’s  in  June  1775,  the  gift  of  Paul 
Yorgensen;  a handsome  mahogany  cradle,  formerly  in  the 
family  of  Asaph  Willard,  the  engraver,  was  received  from 
Henry  S.  White  of  Vassar  College;  Mrs.  Carl  Stoeckel  of 
Norfolk  has  sent  us  two  pairs  of  knee  breeches  which  were 
formerly  the  property  of  Rev.  Thomas  Robbins,  the  first 
Librarian  of  this  Society.  We  purchased  a collection  of  about 
250  envelopes  issued  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  War.

The  manuscripts  received  from  Francis  Gilman  are  of  much 
historical  value  and  interest.  The  Gilman  family  has  been 
an  important  one  in  Norwich  for  a long  period  and  these 
papers  indicate  their  numerous  activities.  The  list  of  them 
which  is  here  printed  gives  a very  imperfect  idea  of  their 
value  and  importance.  The  gift  received  from  William  H. 
Putnam  consists  of  manuscripts  which  had  long  been  the 
property  of  the  Brinley  family,  now  resident  in  Philadelphia. 
The  papers  among  them  relating  to  the  Connecticut  Society 
of  the  Cincinnati  have  to  do  with  the  disbanding  of  the 
Society  in  1804  and  the  distribution  of  its  funds  among  the 
families  entitled  to  receive  them.  These  papers  supplement 
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the  official  record  books  and  correspondence  of  that  Society 
which  have  been  in  our  possession  for  more  than  a century. 
The  other  papers  in  Mr.  Putnam's  gift  include  correspondence 
of  the  Terry  family  and  of  Governor  John  Cotton  Smith  at 
about  the  period  of  the  War  of  1812  and  a number  of  militia 
rolls  of  that  time.  These  papers  also  supplement  correspond- 
ence of  Governor  Smith  already  in  the  Society’s  possession. 
Mrs.  Sylvester  P>.  Butler  has  continued  her  welcome  gifts  of 
copies  of  and  abstracts  from  the  early  records  of  New  London 
and  Groton.  These  contain  much  that  is  of  interest  relating 
to  that  section  of  the  state.  The  document  presented  by  Mr. 
Potter  gives  interesting  details  not  previously  known  of 
Andros’  expedition  to  Connecticut  in  1687  to  take  over  the 
government  of  the  colony.  Mr.  Greenaway’s  paper  is  the 
first  sketch  to  be  written  of  the  history  of  the  early  Hartford 
Library  Company,  the  predecessor  of  the  present  Public 
Library. 

The  genealogical  manuscripts  received  from  Mrs.  Perry 
are  valuable  additions  to  our  library.  The  Goodell  genealogy 
compiled  by  the  late  Mrs.  Julia  H.  A.  Goodell  is  extensive  and 
complete  and  other  manuscripts  received  with  it  are  of  inter- 
est, particularly  the  copy  of  the  diary  of  Darius  Fitch  giving 
an  account  of  his  settlement  in  Vermont.  The  record  kept  by 
Mrs.  Rebecca  Rogers,  midwife,  of  North  Branford,  is  of 
much  genealogical  interest  as  it  records  the  birth  of  more 
than  1350  children  between  1775  and  1801. 

In  connection  with  the  Tercentenary  of  Connecticut,  which 
is  being  celebrated  this  year,  the  Tercentenary  Commission 
appointed  by  the  Governor  under  authority  of  the  General 
Assembly  has  issued  a medal  in  observance  of  the  occasion. 
Five  thousand  of  these  medals  were  struck,  the  first  200  of 
which  are  serially  numbered.  Congress  authorized  the  issue 
of  a Connecticut  commemorative  tercentenary  half  dollar 
which  was  placed  on  sale  by  the  Commission  on  April  22nd. 
The  issue  of  this  half  dollar  has  given  a new  impetus  to  the 
collecting  of  coins  in  this  vicinity.  A commemorative  postage 
stamp  of  the  three  cent  denomination  was  also  authorized  by 
Congress  and  was  first  placed  on  sale  in  Hartford  on  April 
26th,  the  anniversary  of  the  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  first 
General  Court  in  Connecticut.  This  Society  has  perhaps  a 
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special  interest  in  this  stamp,  for  your  librarian  was  the  first 
to  advocate  (in  March  1934)  the  placing  of  a picture  of  the 
Charter  Oak  on  the  Connecticut  stamp  and  continued  to  urge 
that  design  until  its  adoption. 

On  February  5th  the  members  of  the  recently  organized 
Hartford  Numismatic  Society  met  in  our  rooms  by  invitation 
of  your  librarian  and  were  shown  a portion  of  our  collection 
of  United  States  coins.  This  was  the  first  time  that  the  collec- 
tion, the  formation  of  which  is  due  in  large  part  to  our  late 
member,  Newman  Hungerford,  has  been  shown  to  any  group. 
Those  who  were  present  expressed  appreciation  of  the  collec- 
tion and  also  surprise  at  its  extent.  Your  librarian,  however, 
knows  that  many  speciments  are  still  needed  in  order  to  have 
the  collection  approach  completion,  and  that  with  the  limited 
and  lessened  income  from  the  Hungerford  Fund  little  can  be 
done  besides  keeping  up  with  the  current  issues  as  they 
appear.  The  collection  does  not  include  the  gold  coins  of  the 
country.  Each  coin,  with  some  minor  exceptions,  has  been 
listed  on  a card  and  a record  made  of  its  source  and  of  the 
price  paid  for  each  one  purchased.  A few  duplicates  have 
been  disposed  of  during  the  year. 

As  a part  of  the  state’s  Tercentenary  commemoration,  the 
Society  is  making  six  special  exhibits  of  selections  from  its 
many  treasures.  These  exhibits,  commencing  May  first,  will 
each  be  continued  for  one  month.  As  planned,  they  will  be 
as  follows : Connecticut  maps  and  maps  by  Connecticut 

engravers ; Examples  of  prints  by  Connecticut  artists  and  of 
Connecticut  subjects;  Connecticut  bills  of  credit  and  coins; 
Manuscripts  of  Connecticut  interest;  Publications  by  Con- 
necticut authors;  Examples  of  Connecticut  imprints  of  the 
eighteenth  century.  It  is  planned  to  show  a choice  selection 
but  relatively  small  number  of  items  in  each  exhibit,  as  our 
space  and  facilities  do  not  permit  of  an  extensive  display. 

A small  descriptive  catalogue  of  each  exhibit,  giving  notes 
of  interest  about  each  item  shown,  will  be  printed  and  for 
sale  at  a small  price.  A similar  catalogue  of  our  permanent 
exhibit  of  paintings  will  be  issued.  The  Watkinson  Library 
will  unite  with  the  Society  in  several  of  these  exhibits. 

The  printed  accessions  during  the  year  are:  by  gift  256 
volumes,  495  pamphlets,  74  miscellaneous;  by  purchase  229 
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volumes,  481  pamphlets,  118  miscellaneous;  making  a total 
of  485  volumes,  976  pamphlets,  192  miscellaneous,  and  a 
grand  total  of  1653  items,  exclusive  of  manuscripts.  The 
purchases  are  credited  as  follows:  Robbins  fund  122  volumes, 
223  pamphlets;  Permanent  general  fund  72  volumes,  251 
pamphlets;  Brainard  fund  10  volumes,  one  pamphlet;  Russell 
fund  nine  volumes,' one  pamphlet;  Hoadly  fund  six  volumes, 
five  pamphlets;  Boardman  fund  five  volumes,  one  pamphlet; 
Barbour  fund  five  volumes.

may  have  perpetual  succession ; shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  four 
million  dollars ; and  may  have  a common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter 
at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of  future 
members ; may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws  and 
regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or  the  laws 
of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government  of  said 
Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a year  for  the  choice  of  a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House 
in  Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly.

ARTICLE  I.  MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  impor- 
tant public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a brief  personal  sketch  of  the 
applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least 
two  active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the 
reason  for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  pro- 
posed for  membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership, 
with  the  exception  that  during  the  period  from  the  regular  meeting  in 
May  of  each  year  to  the  first  day  of  the  following  September,  the 
Standing  Committee  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Membership,  elect  any  applicants  to  membership. 

Whenever  a vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present.  \\  henever  there  shall  be  found  one  ballot  in  the  Standing 
Committee  against  an  applicant  for  admission,  this  application  shall  be 
presented  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  if  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be  renewed,  and  the 
applicant  may  be  admitted  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  City  of  Hartford,  and  two  dol- 
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lars  if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted 
to  the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a life  member  by  paying 
at  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a condition  for  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay 
the  same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be 
deemed  a withdrawal  from  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  II.  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be -chosen,  shall  be,  a President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Recording  Secretary,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  on  Finance,  and  on 
Monthly  Papers,  each  to  consist  of  three  members.  The  Committee  on 
Finance  may  with  the  Treasurer  select  any  Trust  Company  that  it  may 
see  fit,  to  assist  the  Treasurer  in  the  work  of  his  office.  Only  active 
members  resident  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to“office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  com- 
mittees ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a member  ex  officio  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the 
Library,  Publication  and  Finance ; shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide 
for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society ; shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  a member  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance;  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  re- 
ceive all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money 
made  to  the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Standing  Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee 
may  otherwise  direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a true  and  faithful*  account 
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of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts 
of  the  Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited 
statement  thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a full 
report  of  his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the 
condition  of  the  Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applica- 
tions as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission. 
No  applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by 
said  Committee  during  a meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  Library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  pur- 
chases for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from 
time  to  time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society’s  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a notice  for  a meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a notice  for  a meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  HI.  MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 
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Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  IV.  DONATIONS  AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  delivered 
on  his  written  order.  But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so  re- 
claimed or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE  V.  LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Publication. 

ARTICLE  VI.  PUBLICATION  FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  application  fees,  and  all  special 
donations  and  subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  consti- 
tute a Publication  Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of 
such  publications  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII.  ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a regular  meet- 
ing held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 
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The  past  year  has,  I feel,  been  one  of  progress  for  the 
Society.  The  close  of  the  year  shows  an  increase  in  our 
membership,  a sound,  if  not  affluent,  state  of  our  finances,  and 
a steady  growth  of  the  library  and  museum. 

During  the  year  eighteen  of  our  members  have  been  re- 
moved by  death,  and  nine  have  resigned.  Forty-three  new 
members  have  been  added,  which  is  a marked  increase  over 
recent  years.  Our  present  membership  of  five  hundred  and 
twenty-eight,  an  increase  of  eleven  over  a year  ago,  is  consti- 
tuted as  follows : five  hundred  and  one,  of  whom  twenty-nine 
are  life  members,  are  active  members;  twenty-one  ex-officio; 
four  honorary;  and  twTo  corresponding  members. 

This  increase  in  the  enrollment  must  be  gratifying  to  all. 
Recently  a form  of  Application  for  Membership  has  been  sent 
to  each  member  with  the  suggestion  that  they  be  used  to  bring 
about  a much  larger  organization.  During  the  year  Article  I, 
Section  3 of  the  By-Laws  was  amended  so  as  to  enable  the 
election  of  newT  members,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  between 
the  stated  meetings  in  May  and  October. 

The  following  have  died  during  the  year: 

George  Bueee  Aevord  of  West  Hartford,  a member  of  the 
Society  since  January  4,  1921,  died  March  1,  1936  in 
Nassau,  Bahama  Islands.  He  wras  born  in  Torrington, 
Connecticut,  March  29,  1871,  a son  of  Charles  H.  and 
Almira  B.  Alvord.  After  graduation  from  Yale  Col- 
lege in  1895,  Air.  Alvord  engaged  in  manufacturing  in 
his  native  city  where  he  filled  a prominent  and  useful 
place  in  the  community. 

Wiluam  Stanton  Andrews,  born  December  11,  1853  in 
Clinton,  Connecticut,  and  for  more  than  sixty  years 
identified  with  the  banking  interests  of  Hartford,  died 
there  February  17,  1936.  Mr.  Andrews  became  a 
member  February  7,  1911. 
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Danford  Newton  Barney,  financier,  philanthropist,  and 
wise  and  useful  citizen,  a member  since  May  23,  1905, 
died  at  his  home  in  Farmington,  February  23,  1936. 
Born,  January  10,  1859  in  Berlin,  Connecticut,  a son  of 
Danford  Newton  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  (Brandegee) 
Barney,  he  was  taken  by  his  family,  at  an  early  age,  to 
Farmington  where  he  resided  during  the  remainder  of 
his  life.  Mr.  Barney  was  a graduate  of  Yale  College 
in  the  class  of  1881.  In  May,  1890  he  married  Laura 
Baldwin  Dunham  of  Hartford. 

Clarence  Winthrop  Bowen  of  Woodstock,  a life  member, 
died  there  November  2,  1935.  He  joined  this  Society, 
May  2,  1882,  and  since  May,  1912  had  been  one  of  its 
Vice  Presidents.  Mr.  Bowen  was  born  May  22,  1852 
in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  was  graduated  from  Yale 
College  in  the  class  of  1873.  As  author,  and  foreign 
correspondent  for  the  press,  he  led  a life  full  of  variety 
and  interest.  Later  he  developed  a strong  interest  in 
history,  and  published  several  works,  the  chief  of  which 
is  “The  History  of  Woodstock”  in  six  volumes. 

J.  Cleveland  Capen,  a member  since  February  4,  1902, 
died  at  his  home  in  Bloomfield  on  June  13,  1935.  He 
was  born  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  April  28,  1843. 

George  Albert  Conant,  well  known  to  many  through  his 
office  of  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Hartford 
County,  died  August  23,  1935  in  Hartford.  He  was 
bom  in  Ithaca,  New  York,  June  27,  1856,  a son  of 
Albert  A.  and  Amanda  (Crittenden)  Conant.  After 
graduating  from  Amherst  College  in  the  class  of  1878, 
he  studied  law  and  settled  in  Hartford.  In  1894  he  was 
•appointed  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  and  held  that 
office  until  he  retired  in  1925.  Mr.  Conant  became  a 
member  of  the  Society,  November  15,  1910. 

Sidney  Winter  CroFut,  born  October  17,  1847  in  Ossining, 
New  York,  died  in  Hartford,  Tune  12,  1935.  He  be- 
came a member  December  7,  1920.  In  early  life  engaged 
in  insurance  in  New  York  City,  Mr.  Crofut  later  moved 
to  Danielson,  Connecticut  where  he  was  prominent  and 
active  in  business  and  civic  affairs.  In  1895  he  was 
appointed  Bank  Commissioner  of  the  State,  and  became 
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a resident  of  Hartford,  where  he  later  engaged  in  bank- 
ing. For  thirty  years  he  served  the  Society  for  Savings 
in  an  official  capacity,  and  was  Vice  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  bank  at  the  time  of  his  retirement. 
His  wife,  who  was  Lucy  E.  Marcy,  and  a daughter, 
Florence  S.  M.  Crofut,  survive  him. 

George  Seymour  Godard  for  thirty-six  years  State  Libra- 
rian of  Connecticut,  eminent  historian  and  archivist,  died 
February  12,  1936  in  Hartford.  Mr.  Godard  was  born 
in  Granby,  Connecticut,  June  17,  1865,  his  parents  being 
Harvey  Godard  and  Sabra  Livinia  Beach  of  that  place. 
In.  1892  he  graduated  from  Wesleyan  University,  from 
which  institution  he  received  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Literature  in  1916,  and  was  graduated  from 
the  Divinity  School  of  Yale  University  in  1895.  From 
the  time  Mr.  Godard  joined  this  Society,  November  1, 
1898,  his  council  and  help  was  freely  given  towards 
promoting  its  interests. 

L.  Belle  Gortox  of  Hartford,  a member  since  November 
15,  1910,  died  there  February  13,  1936.  She  was  born 
January  22,  1864  in  Liberty,  New  York,  a daughter  of 
Stephen  and  Lydia  Vietch  (McCormick)  Gorton. 

Alfred  Emil  Hammer,  a life  member  who  was  admitted 
May  2,  1905,  died  at  his  home  in  Branford,  May  9, 
1935.  Born  March  8,  1858  in  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
he  removed  at  an  early  age  to  Branford  where  he  was 
identified  with  manufacturing  and  banking  interests 
throughout  his  life.  He  served  in  both  the  lower  and 
upper  houses  of  the  State  Legislature. 

Orra  Eugene  Monnette,  a life  member,  admitted  May  28, 
1929,  was  born  in  Dallas  Township,  Crawford  County, 
Ohio,  April  12,  1873,  his  parents  being  Mervin  Jere- 
miah Monnette  and  Olive  Adelaide  Hull.  He  was 
graduated  from  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  in  1895, 
B.A.,  and  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  from 
the  Lincoln  Memorial  University  of  Harrogate,  Ten- 
nesee  in  1930.  He  came  from  a family  of  bankers,  and 
although  he  practiced  law  for  a time,  banking  became 
his  chief  interest.  He  was  a director  and  official  of 
banks  in  Toledo,  Ohio,  and  later  of  banks  .in  Los 
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Angeles,  California,  to  which  city  he  removed  in  1907. 
Mr.  Monnette  had  great  enthusiasm  and  industry  as  an 
amateur  genealogist,  and  his  “First  Settlers  of  Ye 
Plantations  o.f  Piscataway  and  Woodbridge”  in  seven 
volumes  is  an  important  contribution  to  New  Jersey 
genealogy.  He  died  in  Los  Angeles,  February  22,  1936. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hart  Jarvis  (Beach)  Robinson,  a mem- 
ber since  May  27,  1913,  who  was  born  November  3, 
1869  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  died  at  her  home  in 
West  Hartford,  March  7,  1936.  A daughter  of  Cyprian 
Nichols  Beach  and  Hetty  Hart  Jarvis  of  Hartford,  she 
married,  June  30,  1895,  Charles  Leonard  Frost  Robin- 
son of  New  York  City.  A leader  in  philanthropic  and 
humane  work,  and  in  civic  affairs,  Mrs.  Robinson  filled 
a prominent  place  in  her  community. 

Robert  T.  Smith  of  Hartford,  a son  of  E.  T.  and  Kathe- 
rine (Barker)  Smith,  was  born  December  31,  1869  in 
Hartford,  Connecticut,  and  died  there  September  12, 
1934.  He  became  a member  of  the  Society,  April  3, 
1923. 

Robert  J.  Sullivan  of  West  Hartford,  joined  this  Society 
November  3,  1925.  He  was  born  in  Hartford,  Con- 
necticut on  October  20,  1879,  and  died  in  New  York 
City,  July  19,  1934.  Mr.  Sullivan,  who  was  a leading 
authority  on  casualty  insurance,  was  a Vice  President 
of  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company  at  the  time  of 
his  death. 

Dwight  Wallace  Tracy,  born  May  28,  1886  in  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  died  there  March  22,  1936.  In  1904  he 
was  graduated  from  Yale  College,  and  from  the  Medi- 
cal School  of  Johns  Hopkins  University  in  1909,  fol- 
lowing which,  he  spent  several  years  in  medical  study 
abroad.  Dr.  Tracy  became  a member,  April  1,  1924. 

Hon.  Frank  Bentley  Weeks,  a member  since  January  3, 
1911,  born  January  20,  1854  in  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
died  at  his  home  in  Middletown,  October  2,  1935.  He 
was  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Connecticut  in 
1908,  and  on  the  death  of  the  Governor,  March,  1909, 
succeeded  to  that  office.  Governor  Weeks  took  an 
active  interest  in  political  and  civic  affairs  in  his  home 


city,  and  was  a director  in  many  corporations.  He  was 
a trustee  and  generous  benefactor  of  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity, from  which  institution  he  received  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1909. 

Charles  Thomas  Welles  of  Putnam,  who  was  born  April 
23,  1846  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  died  in  St.  Peters- 
burg, Florida,  August  16,  1935.  The  greater  part  of 
his  life  was  spent  in  Hartford  where  he  was  at  one  time 
president  of  the  City  Bank,  and  where  he  married  Edith 
Wilder  Smith,  September,  1891.  Mr.  Welles  was  a life 
member  of  the  Society  to  which  he  was  admitted, 
January  5,  1892. 

John  Asher  Wilcox,  who  became  a member  April  3,  1923, 
died  May  8,  1935  in  Bloomfield,  and  was  of  the  fourth 
generation  to  occupy  the  family  homestead  there.  He 
was  born  in  Bloomfield,  Connecticut,  August  15,  1866, 
a son  of  John  and  Susan  (Wright)  Wilcox. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  has  endeavored  to  pre- 
sent papers  on  interesting  topics  at  our  regular  meetings.  The 
average  attendance  this  year  at  these  meetings  shows  an 
increased  interest  on  the  part  of  our  members. 

October  1st,  the  Rev.  Roscoe  Nelson  read  a paper  on  “Elihu 
Burritt”  which  dealt  largely  with  the  efforts  made  by  Burritt, 
both  in  this  country  and  abroad,  for  universal  peace. 

November  12th,  E.  Stanley  Welles  took  as  his  subject  “The 
Origin  of  the  Fundamental  Orders.”  From  their  origin  in 
the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  as  early  as  1630,  in  time  these 
principles  were  brought  to  Connecticut  by  the  settlers  from 
Massachusetts. 

December  3rd,  an  interesting  talk  was  given  by  Mrs.  Alfred 
Howe  Terry  on  “Old  Houses  of  Connecticut.”  Pier  talk  was 
illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  and  dealt  with  types  of  construc- 
tion and  decoration,  both  exterior  and  interior. 

January  7th,  Professor  Irwin  Alfred  Buell,  Ph.D.,  spoke  on 
the  “Religious  Backgrounds  of  the  Early  New  England 
Settlers.”  He  outlined  the  growth  and  doctrines  of  the  dif- 
ferent Protestant  sects  in  Europe,  and  showed  what  of  these 
doctrines  were  brought  to  America  and  the  changes  made  in 
them  by  the  early  settlers. 

February  4th,  the  Rev.  Arthur  Adams,  Ph.D.,  read  -a  paper 
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entitled  “Rev.  John  White.”  Mr.  White  was  a resident  of 
Dorchester,  England,  and  so  far  as  known  never  came  to 
America.  He  was  much  interested  in  the  settlement  of  New 
England,  and  because  of  this  interest  and  his  association  with 
what  was  known  as  the  Dorchester  Company,  he  has  been 
called  the  founder  of  Massachusetts. 

March  3rd,  Miss  Mary  Helen  Kidder,  our  Assistant  Li- 
brarian, presented  a paper  on  “The  Sisters  Smith  of  Glaston- 
bury, Intellectuals,  Rebels  and  Cranks,”  which  was  based  on 
a diary  of  one  of  these  sisters.  She  gave  a sympathetic  bio- 
graphical sketch  of  the  Smith  family,  showing  the  unusual 
ability  of  the  sisters  and  particularly  their  activities  against 
slavery  and  for  woman  suffrage. 

April  7th,  Colonel  Francis  Parsons  spoke  on  “Henry 
Augustin  Beers : scholar,  teacher  and  poet,”  under  whom  he 
had  sat  as  a student  at  Yale  College.  The  paper  contained 
reminiscences  of  Professor  Beers,  and  showed  the  personality 
of  that  modest  and  great  scholar. 

May  5th,  Charles  Rufus  Harte  gave  an  illustrated  talk  on 
“Connecticut’s  Iron  Industry.”  His  detailed  account  of  the 
industry  from  its  beginning  in  this  State  led  to  the  more 
extensive  and  important  operations  in  the  western  part,  in 
Salisbury  and  the  vicinity. 

Gifts  and  accessions  to  the  library  and  museum,  received 
during  the  year,  are  given  in  detail  by  the  Librarian  in  his 
report.  I would,  however,  like  to  call  attention  to  some  of 
these  gifts. 

Continuing  the  work  he  has  done  in  restoring  those  portraits 
in  our  collection  which  need  care,  George  Dudley  Seymour, 
Esquire,  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  of  the  Society,  has  had 
three  more  put  in  good  condition  during  the  year.  This  is 
one  of  our  numerous  needs  which  is  generously  being  taken 
care  of  by  Mr.  Seymour. 

In  May,  1935  the  Society  received  the  gift  of  a portrait  of 
Mrs.  Jane  Hosack  (1743-1828),  from  the  late  Mrs.  Helen 
(Raymond)  Collins  of  Hartford.  The  portrait  was  painted 
by  John  Trumbull,  and  is  a valuable  addition  to  our  collection. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1935,  the  Society  received 
the  Dr.  Reynold  Webb  Wilcox  Collection  which  was  pre- 
sented by  his  wife  Grace  Clarkson  Wilcox  of  Princeton,  New 
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Jersey.  The  collection  comprises  four  family  portraits,  valu- 
able sets  and  single  pieces  of  English  porcelain,  old  glass  and 
pewter,  silver,  furniture,  decorations  received  by  Dr.  Wilcox, 
a large  number  of  books,  and  other  items.  This  collection 
forms  a most  welcome  and  valuable  addition  to  our  museum, 
and  that  part  of  it  which  is  suitable,  has  been  placed  on  per- 
manent exhibition  in  cases  purchased  for  that  purpose. 

May  I also  call  your  attention  to  the  new  form  in  which 
the  Treasurer’s  Report  is  presented.  Effort  has  been  made 
to  simplify  and  make  the  report  more  concise,  thus  enabling 
the  reader  readily  to  understand  the  precise  condition  of  our 
finances. 

The  question  of,  and  desire  for  a building  of  our  own, 
where  our  library  and  museum  can  be  adequately  housed  and 
displayed,  is  ever-present.  The  Finance  Committee  has  given 
the  matter  careful  consideration  in  an  effort  to  devise  some 
way  by  which  a portion  of  such  a building  could  be  erected 
at  once,  reserving  a part  of  the  building  fund  with  which  to 
complete  it  in  the  future,  and  in  the  meantime  furnish  the 


necessary  income  to  meet  expenses.  At  the  present  time  this 
does  not  seem  to  be  advisable  as  the  income  available  for 
maintenance  would  be  insufficient.  The  chief  need  of  the 
Society  is  additional  endowment,  the  income  from  which  can 
be  applied  to  general  expenses.

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librarian’s  Hcport. 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

The  time  has  again  arrived  when,  pursuant  to  the  By-Laws, 
“The  Librarian  . . . shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society, 
make  a full  report  of  his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past 
year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  Library.”  In  addition  to 
details  which  are  to  be  found  later  in  this  report,  it  may  be 
stated  that  several  sections  have  been  rearranged,  some  cata- 
loguing and  shelf  listing  has  been  done,  and  the  books  in  our 
main  library  room  and  some  other  sections  have  been  checked 
over,  with  the  result  that  one  small  volume  could  not  be  found. 
The  fact  that  the  position  of  custodian  has  been  formally 
merged  with  that  of  librarian  causes  this  report  to  assume 
somewhat  the  character  of  a museum  report.  Yet  as  most  or 
all  of  the  various  articles  mentioned  have  an  historical  interest, 
they  come  within  the  province  of  this  society. 

As  to  the  condition  of  the  library,  it  can'  only  be  again  stated 
that  we  are  in  a terribly  crowded  condition.  There  is  almost 
no  room  for  growth  and  not  sufficient  space  to  properly 
arrange,  shelve,  case  and  display  the  books  and  historical  ob- 
jects that  we  already  have.  Additional  funds  for  our  new 
building  and  to  provide  for  running  expenses  of  the  society 
and  for  publishing  are  sorely  needed. 

It  is  desired  at  this  time  to  accord  full  credit  to  our  assistant 
librarian,  Miss  Kidder,  for  her  efficient  and  faithful  work, 
not  forgetting  to  mention  also  our  careful  and  accurate 
stenographer,  Marjorie  Ellis. 

The  work  of  the  library  was  interrupted  and  our  rooms 
closed  during  practically  the  whole  of  three  days,  Saturday 
to  Tuesday,  March  21,  23,  24,  by  lack  of  heat  and  light,  due 
to  the  extraordinary  flood  caused  by  the  rise  of  the  Connecticut 
River  to  the  unprecedented  height  of  thirty-seven  and  one- 
half  abovb  low  water  mark,  more  than  seven  feet  above  the 
level  of  any  previous  record.  A number  of  photographs  show- 
ing flooded  streets  in  the  city  have  been  secured  and  it  is  hoped 
that  our  members  will  contribute  others,  which  will  be  pre-

served  as  a lasting  record  of  Hartford’s  greatest  catastrophe. 

The  number  of  our  readers  during  the  year  was  3795.  This 
is  a slight  decrease  from  the  number  during  the  previous  year. 
It  appears  that  the  weather  has  considerable  to  do  with  the 
patronage  of  the  library  and  a long  spell  of  unpleasant 
weather  reduces  to  a marked  extent  the  number  of  readers. 

As  the  Society’s  contribution  towards  recognition  and  com- 
memoration of  the  Connecticut  Tercentenary  during  1935,  we 
made  the  six  exhibits  which  were  announced  in  last  year’s 
report.  Beginning  on  May  first,  each  was  continued  for  one 
month.  The  Watkinson  Library  united  with  this  Society  in 
several  . of  the  exhibits.  The  number  of  persons  who  visited 
these  exhibits  was  estimated  to  be  nine  hundred.  A catalogue 
of  each  of  the  six  exhibits  and  a seventh,  giving  a list  of  the 
Society’s  more  than  125  paintings,  was  published.  They  are — 
Connecticut  Bills  of  Credit  and  Coins,  1709-1788;  Publications 
by  Connecticut  authors ; Examples  of  Connecticut  imprints  of 
the  18th  century;  Examples  of  prints  by  Connecticut  artists 
and  of  Connecticut  subjects;  Connecticut  maps  and  maps  by 
Connecticut  engravers ; Manuscripts  of  Connecticut  interest ; 
List  of  paintings  and  miniatures. 

These  catalogues  are  not  mere  lists,  but  contain  much  his- 
torical information  and  numerous  descriptive  notes  which  give 
them  a permanent  value,  as  well  as  showing  what  are  some  of 
the  treasures  which  the  Society  possesses.  Copies  may  be  had 
at  fifteen  cents  each  or  the  series  of  seven  for  one  dollar. 
These  catalogues,  the  Quarterly  Bulletin  and  the  Annual 
Report  are  the  only  publications  during  the  year. 

A large  number  of  family  memorials  and  articles  of  interest 
have  been  received  during  the  year.  So  many,  in  fact  that  it 
is  not  possible  here  to  give  a full  account  of  them.  The  largest 
and  most  important  of  these  presentations  was  that  received 
from  Mrs.  Grace  Clarkson  Wilcox  of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  widow 
of  Dr.  Reynold  Webb  W ilcox.  This  gift  included  a portrait 
of  \ incent  Meigs  Wilcox  (1828-  ),  a native  of  Madison, 

Conn,  and  a resident  of  New  York  City,  and  one  of  his  wife 
Catharine  Millicent  (Webb)  Wilcox  (1832-1860),  a native  of 
East  Guilford,  Conn.,  both  painted  by  MacGregor;  a portrait 
of  Reynold  Webb  (1791-1856),  a physician  of  East  Guilford, 
and  a portrait  of  Jehiel  Meigs  (1777-1812),  a native  of  East 
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Guilford  and  resident  of  Savannah,  Georgia  and  of  Madison, 
which  was  painted  in  Savannah.  Accompanying  these  were 
several  sets  and  a number  of  single  pieces  of  Spode,  Stafford- 
shire and  other  English  china ; a lustre  teapot  and  sugar  bowl ; 
platter  and  plates  of  pewter;  bottles,  decanter  and  large  flip 
glass ; a set  of  three  candelabra ; watches ; numerous  badges 
and  medals  of  sundry  military  organizations  and  societies;  a 
sterling  silver  trophy  twenty  inches  in  height;  silver  pitcher 
and  tray  of  repousse  work;  table  silver,  several  guns,  and 
two  handsome  old  chairs  dating  from  about  1760. 

From  Rulef  C.  Schanck  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  in  the  name  of 
his  deceased  wife,  Leona  Lucy  (Fisher)  Schanck,  was  received 
an  embroidered  and  painted  picture  made  by  Mrs.  Schanck’s 
grandmother,  Lucy  Kirby  Beckley,  in  1814;  a painted  minia- 
ture of  Seth  Beckley  (1775-1802),  of  Beckley  Quarter,  Berlin, 
Conn.;  silver  watch,  rings,  silhouettes,  fans,  sampler,  and 
Seth  Beckley ’s  Masonic  certificate  and  Masonic  apron. 

From  Mrs.  Ruth  (Jenkins)  Spies  of  Hartford  a pillow  case, 
towels  and  a blanket,  all  homespun  and  made  by  the  donor’s 
ancestors,  residents  of  Burlington,  Conn. 

From  the  late  Emily  R.  Goyt  of  Hartford  a carved  box 
eighteen  inches  in  length,  made  from  wood  of  the  Charter 
Oak,  which  was  presented  to  Daniel  Wadsworth  by  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb  Asylum,  Hartford,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the 
founders.  Also  a brooch  of  gold  and  black  enamel  with  gold 
lettering,  which  formerly  belonged  to  Faith  the  wife  of  Daniel 
Wadsworth.  It  contains  under  glass  a lock  of  grey  and  brown 
hair,  presumably  that  of  Daniel  Wadsworth.  In  gold  letters 
on  the  enamel  are  the  words  “In  Memory  of.”  This  is  pre- 
sumed to  have  been  originally  a mourning  ring  worn  by  Mrs. 
Wadsworth  in  memory  of  her  husband. 

From  Jane  W.  Stone  of  Hartford  a square  of  black  satin 
cloth  bearing  the  Pitkin  coat-of-arms  in  the  form  of  a hatch- 
ment. The  arms  and  mantling  are  outlined  with  paint  and 
portions  of  them  have  been  worked  with  colored  silks  and 
silver  thread  and  a threaded  needle  is  still  attached  to  the 
piece.  Numerous  threads  of  various  colored  silks  accompany 
the  hatchment.  This  unfinished  embroidery  was  the  work  of 
Jerusha  Pitkin  of  East  Hartford,  born  in  1736  and  married  to 
Joshua  Wells  of  East  Hartford  in  1760.  Jerusha  was  the 
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daughter  of  Colonel  Joseph  Pitkin  and  the  work  is  believed  to 
have  been  done  when  she  was  a young  girl.  The  Society 
possesses  a painting  of  Mary  (Lord)  the  wife  of  Colonel 
Pitkin  and  also  a painting  of  Elisha  Lord,  her  brother.  The 
embroidery  came  to  Miss  Stone  from  her  relative  Mrs.  Sarah 
(White)  (Lee)  (Saunders)  Mortimer  of  Cambridge,  Mass., 
a former  member  of  this  Society. 

From  Homer  W.  P>rainard  of  Hartford,  small  profile  paint- 
ings of  Sylvester  Goff  (1804-1885)  of  Chatham,  Conn,  and 
his  wife  Sarah  Worthington  (1809-1851). 

From  the  late  L.  Belle  Gorton  of  Hartford,  a former  mem- 
ber af  this  Society,  a chair  of  the  Queen  Anne  period  and 
style  dating  from  about  1720. 

From  Mrs.  Ada  L.  Chase  of  Norwich  an  octagonal  teapot 
covered  with  sprigs  of  leaves  and  flowers  in  lilac  color. 

A painted  portrait  of  Mrs.  Jane  (Arden)  Hosack  (1743- 
1828),  wife  of  Alexander  Hosack  of  New  York  and  the 
mother  of  David  Hosack,  M.  D.,  was  received  in  May  of  last 
year  from  the  late  Mrs.  Ellen  (Raymond)  Collins  of  Hart- 
ford. Although  not  signed,  it  is  undoubtedly  the  work  of  the 
artist  John  Trumbull.  On  the  back  of  the  frame  is  written 
“Mrs.  Hosack,  Mother  of  the  late  David  Hosack,  M.  D. 
painted  and  owned  by  Colonel  Trumbull  and  sold  after  his 
decease  by  his  executor  with  other  painting  at  Auction  on 
Decr  1844  and  purchased  by  Aaron  Arnold,  22  Canal  St/’ 
“This  is  a fine  specimen  of  Col.  Trumbull’s  style  of  portraits. 
A.  A.”  The  picture  is,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Arnold,  a fine  speci- 
men of  Trumbull’s  painting.  Mrs.  Collins  from  whom  it  came, 
was  the  widow  of  Howard  S.  Collins  who  was  the  son  of 
Samuel  Collins  of  Collinsville.  The  portrait  had  been  pre- 
sented to  Mrs.  Collins  many  years  ago. 

A painting  of  Mrs.  Lucinda  (Canfield)  (Boardman) 
L’Hommedieu  (1786-1850),  a native  of  Salisbury,  Conn,  who 
first  married  Joseph  Simeon  Boardman  of  Wethersfield,  Conn, 
and  later  Ezra  L’Hommedieu  of  Chester,  was  presented  last 
December  by  our  President,  Edgar  F.  Waterman.  Mrs. 
L’Hommedieu  was  the  grandmother  of  our  member  and  bene- 
factor, the  late  William  F.  J.  Boardman  of  Hartford. 

Portraits  of  Jonathan  Gillett,  Jr.  (1762-1855),  a native  of 
West  Hartford,  a soldier  and  prisoner  in  the  war  of  the 
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Revolution,  and  resident  of  Canaan,  Conn.,  where  he  was  a 
farmer  and  cabinet  maker,  and  of  his  wife  Esther  (Baker) 
Gillett  (1763-1838),  a native  of  North  Canaan,  have  been 
placed  with  the  Society  as  a deposit  by  John  G.  Beckley  of 
Hartford.  The  artist  is  unknown. 

These  four  portraits,  together  with  the  four  which  were 
received  as  a part  of  the  Wilcox  collection,  make  eight  paint- 
ings added  to  the  Society’s  collection  during  the  year,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  miniature  of  Seth  Beckley  received  with,  the 
Schanck  collection. 

The  Connecticut  Society  of  Colonial  Dames  has  had  a num- 
ber of  church  records  which  are  on  deposit  with  this  Society, 
handsomely  bound  during  the  year.  They  are  thus  made  more 
convenient  for  use  by  persons  consulting  them,  as  well  as 
better  preserved  than  when  they  were  in  loose  sheets  in  an 
unbound  state. 

The  Publication  Committee  of  the  Connecticut  Tercentenary 
Commission  has  continued  during  the  year  its  issue  of  mono- 
graphs relating  to  different  phases  of  Connecticut  history. 
A total  of  sixty  pamphlets  has  now  been  issued,  completing  the 
series,  and  they  not  only  show  the  history  of  the  state  and  the 
wide  range  of  interest  of  its  people,  but  they  will  be  found  as 
a whole  to  be  interesting  reading.  Space  forbids  the  enumera- 
tion of  the  sixty  titles. 

In  addition  to  the  Tercentenary  pamphlets  already  noted,  the 
following  items  which  we  have  received  are  of  Connecticut 
interest : Salisbury,  Connecticut,  Cannon  by  Louis  F.  Middle- 
brook;  Connecticut  Guide  and  Map  giving  a sketch  of  the 
history  and  points  of  interest  of  each  town  in  the  state;  Begin- 
nings of  the  First  Church  in  Wethersfield ; Four  Half  Centuries 
of  Bristol ; Early  Silverplating  in  America,  and  Silver  Industry 
in  Wallingford,  both  by  W.  G.  Snow;  Sketch  of  Bishop 
Samuel  Seabury;  Battle  of  the  Frogs  at  Windham;  The 
Indians  of  Connecticut  by  Bradshaw ; Catalogue  of  Three 
Centuries  of  Connecticut  Furniture  exhibited  by  the  Wads- 
worth Atheneum ; History  o.f  Westport;  History  of  Windsor; 
History  of  Simsbury;  History  of  New  Britain;  Elegy  on 
Jonathan  Colton  of  Hebron  1752 — an  unique  broadside; 
Sketch  of  Colebrook;  Life  of  Samuel  Colt — a most  interesting 
volume;  Life  of  Peter  Bulkeley;  Sketch  of  Waterbury;  the 
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sixth  volume  of  the  History  of  Woodstock  by  Clarence  Win- 
throp  Bowen,  issued  shortly  before  his  death;  a collection  of 
eighteen  amateur  newspapers  published  in  Connecticut,  from 
the  American  Antiquarian  Society ; Reptiles  of  Connecticut ; 
History  of  Riverton;  Pioneers  and  Patriots  of  Pequanock; 
History  of  Saybrook  by  G.  C.  Gates,  compiled  from  informa- 
tion gathered  by  William  B.  Goodwin;  Mammals  of  Connecti- 
cut ; Connecticut.  Her  Constitutions ; Historical  Address  at 
Colchester;  History  of  Darien;  Early  Iron  Industry  in  Con- 
necticut ; a memorial  volume  upon  Elihu  Burritt  and  two 
books  written  by  him ; Origin  of  the  Fundamental  Orders  by 
E.  Stanley  Welles ; “Records  of  the  Particular  Court  of 
Connecticut  during  the  Administration  of  Sir  Edmond 
Andros;”  Atlas  of  the  Heavens  by  Elijah  H.  Burritt;  Nomina- 
tions for  Governor  1751  printed  at  New  London  the  previous 
year,  probably  an  unique  broadside. 

With  income  from  the  fund  left  by  Miss  Lucy  O.  Mather 
(Horace  E.  Mather  Fund)  we  have  purchased  thirty-four 
volumes  of  Marriages  from  Parish  Records  in  the  Counties 
of  Dorset,  London,  Norfolk,  Somerset,  Suffolk  and  Wilts, 
England;  also  Yorkshire  Parish  Registers  Vols.  68-98.  A 
number  of  Visitations  and  other  publications  relating  to 
Yorkshire  have  been  received  from  William  B.  Goodwin. 
These  volumes  of  English  records  have  been  found  very  useful 
in  the  library.  We  have  also  received  two  volumes  of  the 
Victoria  History  of  England  purchased  in  continuation  of  the 
gift  made  by  our  late  Vice-President,  James  J.  Goodwin.  Con- 
siderable collections  of  books  and  pamphlets  have  been  received 
from  Homer  W.  Brainard,  Mrs.  Grace  Clarkson  Wilcox,  Mrs. 
Herbert  F.  Sherwood  and  Mrs.  George  C.  F.  Williams. 

Seven  titles  have  been  added  to  our  large  collection  of 
eighteenth  century  Connecticut  books  and  pamphlets.  They 
are  of  the  years  1782,  1791,  1794,  1797,  1798  (2),  1800. 
Among  these  is  the  very  rare  second  volume  of  “Annals  of 
the  1 roubles  in  the  Netherlands,”  by  Bernard  Romans. 

Among  other  items  of  interest  may  be  mentioned  volumes  1 
and  2 of  Naval  Documents  relating  to  the  quasi  war  between 
the  b nited  States  and  I- ranee;  Records  of  the  Virginia  Com- 
pany, \ olume  IV — the  final  volume;  Huntington  Library  Bul- 
letins, Nos.  7 and  8;  two  volumes  of  Genealogical  and 
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Biographical  Records  of  Connecticut  issued  by  the  States 
Historical  Society ; two  books  by  the  eccentric  Lorenzo  Dow. 

An  exceedingly  valuable  genealogical  volume  is  “Family 
Records  taken  from  Old  Bibles”.  This  was  published  by  the 
Connecticut  Chapter  Daughters  of  Founders  and  Patriots  and 
the  material  was  gathered  and  edited  by  our  late  member, 
Alice  M.  Gay. 

The  printed  genealogies  added  to  our  collection  during  the 
year  are  of  the  following  families:  Arnold,  Beeman-Deming, 
Bigelow  Ancestry,  Brewster,  Brown,  Burrage,  Chapman,  De 
Haven,  Fain,  Fellows:Craig,  Felton,  Fisher,  Flanders,  Gates, 
Goodrich,  Gray,  Griswold,  Haff-Bearse  Ancestry,  Hamilton, 
Hawley-Nason  Ancestry,  Hutchinson,  Jones  and  others,  Ken- 
yon, Ladd,  Lamson,  Lang,  Lowrey,  Perrin,  Piper,  Ricketson, 
Robertson,  Robinson,  Rose,  Seabury,  Skilton,  Stoddard,  Strong 
Ancestry,  Varnum,  Webber,  Welch. 

The  number  of  genealogies  and  local  histories  added  to  the 
library  is  less  than  during  some  former  years.  There  are  two 
principal  reasons  for  this.  First,  due  to  the  heavy  cost  of 
printing,  a smaller  number  of  books  of  these  classes  is  now 
being  issued ; and  second,  both  the  new  books  and  the  desirable 
ones  of  earlier  date  are  held  at  such  high  prices  as  to  fre- 
quently prevent  their  purchase.  It  is  also  a fact  that  since 
the  depression  began,  we  have  received  fewer  such  gifts  than 
formerly. 

The  accessions  to  the  library  during  the  year,  other  than 
manuscripts,  are:  by  gift  76 9 volumes,  1073  pamphlets,  472 
miscellaneous;  by  purchase  174  volumes,  145  pamphlets,  18 
miscellaneous.  This  makes  a total  of  943  volumes,  1218 
pamphlets  and  490  miscellaneous;  or  a grand  total  of  2651 
items,  which  is  almost  one  thousand  more  than  during  the 
previous  year.  Among  the  purchases  are  67  volumes  credited 
to  the  Mather  Fund;  23  volumes  and  four  pamphlets  to  the 
Hoadley ; six  volumes  to  the  Brainard ; one  each  to  the  Board- 
man  and  Morris  Funds,  and  one  manuscript  to  the  Russell 
Fund.

The  carefully  arranged  manuscript  copy  of  vital  statistics 
from  the  diary  of  Joshua  Hempstead,  which  is  noted  above, 
will  prove  a boon  to  persons  searching  information  of  New 
London  families.  The  Nathaniel  Jocelyn  papers  give  interest- 
ing data  about  that  Connecticut  engraver.  The  carefully  made 
abstracts  from  our  Jeremiah  Wadsworth  correspondence  would 
be  of  great  assistance,  should  any  one  carry  out  our  late  Presi- 
dent Williams’  intention  of  writing  a life  of  Wadsworth. 

The  genealogical  manuscripts  received  from  Homer  W. 
Brainard  was  the  largest  individual  gift  of  such  manuscripts 
that  has  ever  come  to  the  Society.  There  are  above  325 
different  families  represented;  some  of  the  compilations  till 
only  two  or  three  pages,  while  others  extend  to  more  than 
five  hundred  pages.  The  care  which  their  author  always  uses 
in  his  compilations,  makes  these  of  more  than  ordinary  value 
to  genealogical  workers. 

We  have  been  able  to  make  only  limited  additions  during 
the  year  to  our  numismatic  collection.  The  regular  current 
issues  of  LTnited  States  silver  and  minor  coins,  together  with 
the  numerous  issues  of  commemorative  half  dollars  have  ab- 
sorbed practically  all  of  our  income  available  for  the  purchase 
of  coins.  The  issuing  of  the  commemorative  coins  has  de- 
generated into  a “racket.”  After  authority  for  an  issue  is 
voted  by  Congress,  the  coins  will  be  struck  at  all  three  of  the 
mints  (as  is  shown  by  the  mint  marks)  with  only  a small 
number  struck  at  some  of  the  mints,  causing  an  immediate 
scarcity  and  consequent  rise  in  price.  In  some  instances  the 
whole  or  the  greater  part  of  an  issue  is  reported  to  have  been 
at  once  turned  over  to  one  or  a few  favored  persons  with  the 
result  that  the  public  can  only  obtain  specimens  at  a greatly 
advanced  price.  One  coin  was  sold  out  locally  on  the  dav  of 
its  issue  and  checks  from  outsiders  which  had  been  for  months 
in  the  hands  of  the  agents  for  distribution  of  the  coins  were 
returned.  Happily  there  is  no  criticism  to  be  made  of  the 
manner  of  issuance  and  sale  last  year  of  the  Connecticut  half 
dollar.  T he  value  of  this  coin  has  more  than  doubled  since 
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its  sale  by  the  Commission.  All  or  nearly  all  of  the  com- 
memoratives  have  increased  in  value  above  the  price  at  which 
they  were  issued.  A specimen  similar  to  one  bought  for  the 
Society  a few  years  since  for  $2.95  was  sold  at  auction  recent- 
ly for  $37.50;  a pair  similar  to  a pair  bought  for  the  Society 
last  year  for  $3.75  was  recently  offered  for  sale  by  a dealer 
for  $100.  Several  other  issues  of  the  half  dollars  are  now 
valued  at  from  $10  to  $30.  A few  duplicate  coins  from  the 
Robbins  and  Hungerford  Collections  have  been  disposed  of 
during  the  year. 

A little  additional  data  has  been  found  regarding  former 
librarians  of  the  Society  and  it  is  here  set  down  as  a correc- 
tion to  what  is  printed  on  page  43  in  our  Annual  Report  of 
last  year.

It  seems  reasonably  certain,  after  searching  all  available 
sources  of  information,  that  during  the  period  from  October  8, 
1861  to  May  21,  1872  no  appointment  of  a librarian  was  made. 

And  so  ends  your  librarian’s  forty-fourth  report.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  John  Trumbull,  Thomas  C.  Brown- 
ell, Timothy  Pitkin,  John  S.  Peters,  William  W.  Ellsworth,  Thomas 
Day,  Thomas  Robins,  Daniel  Burhans,  Thomas  Hubbard,  Isaac  Toucey, 
Nathaniel  S.  Wheaton,  George  Sumner,  Roger  M.  Sherman,  William 
T.  Williams,  Martin  Wells,  Joseph  Battell,  William  Cooley,  Thomas  H. 
Gallaudet,  Thomas  S.  Williams,  Eli  Todd,  Walter  Mitchell,  George  W. 
Doane,  Samuel  B.  Woodward,  S.  H.  Huntington,  Samuel  W.  Dana, 
James  Gould,  Samuel  A.  Foote,  Nathan  Johnson,  Hawley  Olmsted, 
Benjamin  Trumbull,  John  Hall,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  forever  here- 
after, a body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  So- 
ciety, and  by  that  name,  they,  their  associates  and  successors  shall  and 
may  have  perpetual  succession ; shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  four 
million  dollars ; and  may  have  a common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter 
at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of  future 
members ; may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws  and 
regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or  the  laws 
of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government  of  said 
Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a year  for  the  choice  of  a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House 
in  Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 


fcnrtwoqiotttC  vjloesK 
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ARTICLE  I.*  MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  active,  corresponding,  and 
honorary  members.  Only  active  members  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Corresponding  and  honorary  members  shall  be  persons  residing  out 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  admission 
fee  or  dues. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  persons  who  may  have  rendered  impor- 
tant public  service  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  or  to  the  cause  of  his- 
toric inquiry,  or  literature  generally. 

Section  2.  Every  application  for  active  membership  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  shall  be  supported  by  the  written 
recommendation  of  at  least  one  active  member  residing  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  of  three 
dollars.  Such  applications  must  be  made  upon  blank  forms  furnished 
by  the  Society  and  shall  contain  a brief  personal  sketch  of  the 
applicant. 

Every  nomination  for  the  election  of  corresponding  or  honorary 
members  shall  be  based  upon  the  application,  in  writing,  of  at  least 
two  active  members,  residing  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  stating  the 
reason  for  such  nomination,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  pro- 
posed for  membership. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  voted  for  as  an  active,  corresponding, 
or  honorary  member  until  at  least  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  one 
at  which  his  election  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Membership, 
with  the  exception  that  during  the  period  from  the  regular  meeting  in 
May  of  each  year  to  the  first  day  of  the  following  September,  the 
Standing  Committee  may,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Membership,  elect  any  applicants  to  membership. 

Whenever  a vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  admission  of  a member  and 
there  shall  be  found  two  ballots  against  his  admission,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  declare  the  election  postponed.  At  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, if  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be 
renewed,  he  may  be  admitted  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present.  Whenever  there  shall  be  found  one  ballot  in  the  Standing 
Committee  against  an  applicant  for  admission,  this  application  shall  be 
presented  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  if  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be  renewed,  and  the 
applicant  may  be  admitted  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present. 

Section  4.  Active  members  shall  pay  as  annual  dues  to  the  Society 
three  dollars  if  they  reside  within  the  City  of  Hartford,  and  two  dol- 
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Iars  if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted 
to  the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a life  member  by  paying 
at  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a condition  for  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay 
the  same  for  the  period  of.  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be 
deemed  a withdrawal  from  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  II.  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Recording  Secretary,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  on  Finance,  and  on 
Monthly  Papers,  each  to  consist  of  three  members.  The  Committee  on 
Finance  may  with  the  Treasurer  select  any  Trust  Company  that  it  may 
see  fit,  to  assist  the  Treasurer  in  the  work  of  his  office.  Only  active 
members  resident  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to-office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  com- 
mittees ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a member  ex  officio  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the 
Library,  Publication  and  Finance;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee;  and  shall  deliver  or  provide 
for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership ; and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  a member  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance;  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  re- 
ceive all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money 
made  to  the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Standing  Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee 
may  otherwise  direct  to  be  paid ; shall  keep  a true  and  faithful  account 
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of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts 
of  the  Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited 
statement  thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a full 
report  of  his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the 
condition  of  the  Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applica- 
tions as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission. 
No  applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by 
said  Committee  during  a meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  Library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  pur- 
chases for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from 
time  to  time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report  to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society’s  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a notice  for  a meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a notice  for  a meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 
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Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the-  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  IV.  DONATIONS  AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  delivered 
on  his  written  order.  But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so  re- 
claimed or  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE  v.  LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Publication. 

ARTICLE  VI.  PUBLICATION  FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  application  fees,  and  all  special 
donations  and  subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  consti- 
tute a Publication  Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of 
such  publications  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII.  ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a regular  meet- 
ing held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 
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The  annual  meeting  is  a time  when  we  take  inventory,  as  it 
were,  of  the  results  of  the  year  which  has  just  ended,  and  we 
have  cause  this  year  to  feel  that  the  examination  is  satisfactory. 

A year  ago  a special  appeal  for  an  increased  membership 
was  made  to  the  members  of  the  Society.  It  is  a pleasure  to 
be  able  to  report  that  our  present  enrollment  is  five  hundred 
and  forty-five  (545)  which  has  been  exceeded  only  twice.  In 
the  year  1931  the  total  was  five  hundred  and  fifty-nine  (559), 
the  record  high  mark.  It  is  unnecessary  to  again  point  out  the 
desirability  of  a much  larger  membership.  Can  we  not  add  at 
least  one  hundred  new  members  to  our  list  each  year  and,  in 
time,  double  our  present  numbers? 

We  have  lost  by  death  during  the  past  year  fourteen  (14) 
of  our  members,  and  four  (4)  have  resigned.  Forty-six  (46) 
new  members  have  been  admitted.  The  present  enrollment  of 
five  hundred  and  forty-five  (545)  consists  of  five  hundred  and 
nineteen  (519)  active  members;  twenty-one  (21)  ex-officio; 
three  (3)  honorary;  and  two  (2)  corresponding  members. 

Valuable  gifts  to  the  library  and  to  the  museum  have  been 
received  during  the  past  twelve  months.  Again  we  are  in- 
debted to  George  Dudley  Seymour,  Esquire,  who  is  one  of  the 
Vice  Presidents  of  the  Society,  for  his  continued  generosity  in 
restoring  portraits  which  need  such  care.  The  results  of  his 
efforts  are  pleasingly  noticeable  on  our  walls.  A number  of 
early  Babylonian  terra  cotta  temple  cones  and  tablets,  dating 
from  as  early  as  2350  B.  C.,  were  presented  by  Mr.  Francis 
T.  Maxwell.  They  form  a rare  and  interesting  collection.  An 
oil  painting  from  Mrs.  Charles  F.  Burgess  of  Moosup;  a paint- 
ing and  two  portraits  from  Miss  Lena  Cadwalader  Evans  of 
New  York;  a portrait  from  Mr.  Edwin  Stanley  Welles;  an 
oil  painting,  originally  in  the  possession  of  the  Lafayette 
family,  from  the  Estate  of  Mrs.  Horace  B.  Clark  of  Hartford; 
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and  seven  silhouettes  of  Lemuel  Wilcox  and  family  of  Middle- 
town,  from  Miss  Ruth  Galpin,  are  welcome  additions  to  our 
gallery.  Mr.  Guy  E.  Beardsley  of  Hartford  has  given  some 
interesting  relics  which  were  collected  by  his  father.  A valua- 
ble gift  of  manuscripts,  which  includes  letters  written  by  many 
prominent  personages  in  this  country  in  the  past,  was  received 
from  Miss  Elizabeth  D.  Welling  of  Hartford.  The  valuable 
and  carefully  selected  library  of  Mr.  Timothy  Shaler  Williams, 
a member  who  died  in  1930,  has  been  received  since  the  recent 
death  of  his  wife  who  had  a life  interest  in  it.  This  library  of 
over  2300  volumes  and  100  pamphlets  is  the  largest  single  gift 
of  books  received  since  the  gift  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Robbins’ 
library  in  1856.  All  these  gifts,  and  many  smaller  ones,  are 
gratefully  acknowledged. 

On  May  third,  ninety  members  of  the  Society  gathered 
together  in  the  evening  at  the  University  Club  of  Hartford  in 
honor  of  Mr.  Albert  Carlos  Bates,  M.A.,  and  in  recognition 
of  his  forty-five  years  of  distinguished  service  to  the  Society 
as  Librarian  and  Secretary.  This  is  one  of  the  largest,  if  not 
the  largest  gathering  we  have  ever  had,  and  I feel  that  we 
were  all  agreed  that  it  was  a delightful  occasion  of  well  won 
tribute  to  our  guest. 

The  papers  read  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society 
during  the  past  year  have  maintained  a high  standard  of  ex- 
cellence and  interest. 

October  6th,  the  Rev.  Sherrod  Soule,  D.D.,  read  a paper 
entitled  “A  Sable  Saint — Rev.  Lemuel  Haynes,  M.A.,  a Native 
of  West  Hartford.”  Mr.  Haynes,  who  was  a licensed  Congre- 
gational minister,  was  of  partly  negro  blood  and  had  been 
reared  by  a white  family  as  one  of  their  own.  For  many 
years  he  was  a prominent  preacher  in  churches  composed  of 
white  people. 

November  5th,  the  Rev.  Robbins  W.  Barstow,  D.D.,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Hartford  Seminary  Foundation,  dealt  with  the 
subject  of  ‘‘The  Evolution  of  Theological  Education  in  Colon- 
ial Times.”  He  sketched  the  growth  of  religious  teaching  in 
early  times,  and  how  it  developed  from  instruction  of  the  can- 
didates in  the  families  of  settled  ministers  to  the  formation  of 
theological  schools,  and  the  changes  in  views  and  training  in 
these  schools. 
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December  1st.  a paper  on  “Some  Colonial  Thinkers  Repre- 
sented in  the  Yale  Library  Manuscripts”  was  read  by  Lemuel 
A.  Welles,  Honorary  Curator  of  Yale  Memorabilia.  The  paper 
dealt  with  two  Yale  graduates,  Jonathan  Edwards  and  Jared 
Eliot,  and  with  Benjamin  Franklin,  dwelling  particularly  on 
the  life  and  writings  of  Edwards.  The  speaker  described  the 
large  collection  of  Edwards  manuscripts  and  letters  in  the 
Yale  Library. 

January  5th,  Nelson  R.  Burr,  Ph.D.,  spoke  on  “The  Jack- 
sonian Farmer-Labor  Movement  in  Connecticut,”  and  traced 
it  from  the  first  protective  organization  of  mechanics  to  the 
strong  political  groups  from  which  came  the  present  day 
unions. 

February  2nd,  Albert  C.  Bates,  M.A.,  Librarian  of  the 
Society,  read  a paper  on  “Connecticut’s  engraved  Bills  of 
Credit,  1709-1746.”  The  speaker  gave  a description  of  the 
different  issues  of  these  bills  and  the  plates  upon  which  they 
were  printed,  the  various  emissions  and  reissues,  and  the 
taxes  laid  for  retiring  the  bills  and  the  destruction  of  prac- 
tically all  bills  issued  during  the  period. 

March  2nd,  the  Rev.  Charles  Lewis  Biggs  of  Guilford  spoke 
on  the  subject  “A  New  England  School-Marm  (daughter  of 
Guilford)  of  1864-1865.”  The  paper,  based  on  family  letters, 
gave  extracts  from  letters  which  she  wrote  about  her  experi- 
ences as  a young  woman  while  teaching  a country  school  on 
Cape  Cod. 

April  6th,  Miss  Florence  R.  Fritz  of  Washington,  D.  C. 
read  a paper  entitled  “Joel  Barlow’s  Early  Deistic  Liberalism, 
A Study  of  Radical  Influences  at  Yale,  1774-1781.”  She  dealt 
with  the  beginnings  and  the  growth  of  liberalism,  with  a ten- 
dency to  deistic  beliefs  at  Yale  nearly  half  a century  before 
the  Revolution,  and  showed  how  these  beliefs  were  adopted 
by  Barlow  both  during  his  career  at  Yale  and  later  when  he 
came  under  European  influence. 

May  4th,  a paper  on  “Connecticut’s  relation  to  the  framing 
of  the  Federal  Constitution”  was  read  by  Professor  George  M. 
Dutcher  of  Wesleyan  University.  The  long  debates  which 
continued  through  a summer  session  of  the  Convention,  and 
the  political  influences  which  were  brought  to  bear  were  treated 
in  detail.  The  personal  characteristics  of  the  three  delegates 
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from  Connecticut,  Roger  Sherman,  Oliver  Ellsworth  and 
William  Samuel  Johnson,  were  shown,  and  then  how  these 
qualities  combined  and  supplementing  each  other,  produced 
the  strongest  delegation  of  all  the  States. 

We  have  learned  with  deep  regret  of  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Grace  Clarkson  Wilcox  on  May  15,  1937  at  her  home  in 
Princeton,  New  Jersey.  She  was  the  wife  of  the  late  Dr. 
Reynold  Webb  Wilcox  of  Princeton  whose  family  came  from 
Madison,  Connecticut,  where  Airs.  Wilcox  spent  her  summers 
in  the  old  homestead.  Though  not  a member  of  the  Society, 
Mrs.  Wilcox  was  one  of  its  generous  benefactors.  In  1935 
she  gave  the  Dr.  Reynold  Webb  Wilcox  Collection  which 
includes  family  portraits,  valuable  sets  of  English  porcelain, 
old  glass  and  pewter,  silver,  furniture  and  a large  number  of 
books.  Her  gracious  and  kindly  personality  will  be  missed 
by  those  of  us  who  have  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  her. 

In  closing,  may  I urge  the  importance  of  a very  substantial 
addition  to  the  endowment  of  the  Society  for  its  future  useful- 
ness and  service  in  the  cause  for  which  it  was  founded.  At 
the  recent  testimonial  dinner,  given  by.  the  Society  in  honor  of 
Mr.  Bates,  we  heard  Professor  Charles  M.  Andrews  of  Yale 
University  describe  the  great  value  of  the  material  in  our 
library  to  the  historian,  and  later  we  listened  to  Mr.  Bates  who 
gave  a more  detailed  account  of  some  of  the  rare  and  valuable 
items,  many  of  them  found  nowhere  else.  Much  of  our 
material  is  in  storage  and  inaccessible,  due  to  lack  of  shelving 
space.  The  present  quarters  of  the  Society  are  completely 
filled.  This  is  a sign  of  prosperity  and  growth,  but  an  ade- 
quate library  building,  where  our  books  and  collections  are 
made  easily  accessible  to  all,  is  a most  urgent  need.  Through 
the  generosity  of  Air.  George  E.  Ploadley  we  have  sufficient 
funds  for  erecting  such  a building,  but  we  do  not  have  the 
income  to  maintain  it.  The  key  to  this  situation  would  seem 
to  be  the  obtaining  of  sufficient  endowment,  the  income  from 
which  would  meet  the  additional  expense  of  maintaining  a 
building  of  our  own.  May  I ask  that  the  members  give  this 
careful  consideration?  A word  spoken  to  a friend  in  behalf 
of  the  Society  may  prove  most  fruitful.

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JHemoirs  of  Deceased  members. 


Dr.  Charles  DeLancey  Alton,  dean  of  the  Hartford 
medical  profession  and  for  sixty  years  medical  referee  of  the 
Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  died  in  Hart- 
ford on  January  8,  1937.  Dr.  Alton  joined  this  Society, 
November  13,  1888  and  was,  in  years  of  membership,  the 
second  oldest  member.  He  was  born  May  9,  1845  in  Kenosha, 
Wisconsin,  his  parents  being  Conde  Raguet  and  Carolan 
Esther  (Turner)  Alton.  After  graduating  from  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy  in  1865,  Dr.  Alton  followed  his  father’s  pro- 
fession of  civil  engineer  for  some  years  but  eventually  entered 
the  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College  in  New  York  City  and 
graduated  there  in  1875. 

Frank  DeWette  Andrews,  historian,  collector,  and  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  of  the  Vineland  (N.  J.)  Historical  and 
Antiquarian  Society,  died  January  28,  1937  in  Philadelphia. 
He  was  born  in  Southington  on  August  1,  1847,  a son  of 
Bennet  J.  and  Lavinia  (Frost)  Andrews,  and  was  a descend- 
ant of  John  Andrews  who  was  one  of  the  proprietors  of 
Farmington  where  he  settled  in  1640.  Mr.  Andrews  resided 
in  Hartford  until  1869  at  which  time  he  removed  to  Vineland, 
New  Jersey,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  In  the 
field  of  genealogy  he  was  a recognized  authority,  and  in  1885 
he  was  elected  a corresponding  member  of  the  Numismatic 
Society  of  New  York  in  recognition  of  his  interest  and 
knowledge  of  that  subject.  From  1890,  at  which  time  the 
Vineland  Historical  Society  was  a very  small  institution  with- 
out a home.  Mr.  Andrews  guided  the  destiny  of  the  Society, 
and  left  it  housed  in  its  own  library  building  with  ample 
endowment.  Besides  editing  the  Vineland  Historical  Maga- 
zine, he  was  the  author  of  many  historical  and  genealogical 
pamphlets.  Mr.  Andrews  was  a reserved  and  modest  per- 
sonality of  strong  loyalties,  among  which  his  native  State  and 
the  Connecticut  Historical  Society  held  a great  claim  on  him. 

James  Park hill  Andrews,  a son  of  Samuel  Jame's  and 
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Catharine  Augusta  (Day)  Andrews,  was  born  in  East  Wind- 
sor, October  23,  1854,  and  died  in  West  Hartford,  September 
10,  1936.  He  was  a graduate  of  Yale  College  in  the  class  of 
1877,  and  of  the  Yale  Law  School  two  years  later.  For  many 
years  he  held  a conspicuous  place  in  the  legal  profession  as 
the  author  of  numerous  law  works,  and  as  Reporter  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Errors  of  Connecticut,  a position  which 
was  first  held  by  his  maternal  grandfather,  Thomas  Day  of 
Hartford,  from  1805  to  1852. 

Trescott  C.  Barnes  was  born  in  New  Hartford,  March  21, 
1845.  He  was  a farmer  and  lumberman  and  was  for  a time 
engaged  in' bridge  building  in  the  west.  He  represented  the 
town  of  New  Hartford  in  the  General  Assembly  in  1888.  As 
genealogist  of  the  Barnes  family  he  compiled  and  published 
three  small  Barnes  genealogies  and  later  presented  to  this 
Society  his  extensive  manuscript  genealogies  of  the  Barnes 
families.  After  many  years  of  ill  health  he  died  at  his  home 
in  Riverton,  July  20,  1934. 

John  Henry  Belden,  a member  since  1905,  died  in  Hart- 
ford, February  4,  1937.  He  was  born  in  Falls  Village,  August 

16,  1855,  a son  of  Henry  and  Cornelia  (Munsen)  Belden. 
His  life  was  spent  in  his  native  town,  where  he  was  engaged 
in  mercantile  pursuits,  until  the  year  1902  when  he  removed 
to  Hartford  to  take  a position  in  the  State  Comptroller’s  office. 

Howard  Bradstreet,  director  of  the  Bureau  of  Adult  Edu- 
cation in  Hartford,  a man  widely  known  for  his  success  as  an 
educator  of  our  foreign-born  people,  died  in  Hartford,  April 

17,  1937.  He  was  born  in  Rochester,  New  York,  of  Quaker 
parentage,  May  10,  1869,  was  graduated  from  the  University 
of  Rochester  in  1891,  and  was  the  founder  of  the  Bradstreet 
School  for  Boys  in  Rochester.  From  1907  to  1918  he  was 
director  of  public  recreation  in  New  York  City  and  at  the 
same  time  was  engaged  in  social  service  work  there.  Since 
the  time  he  came  to  Hartford  in  1918  his  broad  and  under- 
standing sympathy  combined  with  courteous  helpfulness  en- 
deared him  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 

Clinton  Llewelyn  Cole,  civil  engineer  by  profession,  an 
authority  on  antiques,  and  one  who  retained  an  active  interest 
in  genealogy,  died  on  July  29,  1936  in  West  Hartford.  He 
was  born  in  Sedgwick,  Maine,  January  19,  1879,  was  gradu- 
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ated  from  the  University  of  Maine  in  1900  where  he  remained 
as  an  instructor  for  three  years,  and  came  to  Hartford  in 
1903  as  consulting  engineer  on  the  Bulkeley  Memorial  Bridge 
Commission. 

Mrs.  Charles  H.  Edwards  (Lucy  M.  Pasco),  of  Portland, 
died  on  March  12.  1936.  She  was  born  in  Cromwell,  October 
27,  1879,  a daughter  of  James  Otis  and  Caroline  M.  (Fowler) 
Pasco,  and  was  descended  from  Hugh  Pasco  of  Salem,  Massa- 
chusetts, 1670,  and  William  Fowler  who  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  Milford  in  1639. 

Dr.  Frank  Kirkwood  Hallock,  a resident  of  Cromwell, 
died  there  April  29,  1937.  He  was  born  at  Oyster  Bay,  Long 
Island,  on  August  18,  1860.  A graduate  of  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity in  1882  and  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Columbia  University  three  years  later.  Dr.  Hallock  early 
attained  prominence  through  his  skill  and  methods  in  the 
treatment  of  nervous  diseases  at  Cromwell  Hall  of  which  he 
was  founder  and  medical  director. 

Louis  F.  Middlebrook,  the  youngest  son  of  James  Robert 
and  Frances  (Brinsmade)  Middlebrook,  was  born  in  Trum- 
bull on  May  28,  1866.  For  nearly  fifty-two  years  he  had  been 
in  active  service  with  the  Hartford  Steam  Boiler  Inspection 
and  Insurance  Company,  for  forty  of  these  years  occupying 
executive  office,  and  since  1921  had  been  Secretary  of  the 
company.  Throughout  his  life  Mr.  Middlebrook  was  deeply 
interested  in  naval  history  and  affairs  on  which  he  was  the 
author  of  numerous  books,  and  was  recognized  as  an  authority 
on  that  subject.  Pie  was  active  in  the  formation  of  the  Naval 
Reserve  Division  in  Hartford,  and  served  with  the  rank  of 
Ensign  through  the  Spanish-American  War.  The  study  of 
genealogy  had  a strong  appeal  for  him,  he  was  editor  of  the 
Middlebrook  Family  Register,  and  was  a frequent  contributor 
of  historical  articles  to  magazines.  Mr.  Middlebrook  died  at 
his  home  in  West  Plartford  on  February  1,  1937. 

Rev.  Lester  Lewis  Potter  died  on  May  30,  1936  at  Xorth- 
ville  where  he  had  resided  since  he  retired  from  active  parish 
life.  A son  of  Charles  William  Potter  and  Ora  Fitz-Apley, 
who  was  an  Englishwoman,  he  was  born  March  30,  1859  in 
Colebrook.  Graduated  from  the  Rochester  Theological  Col- 
lege, he  had  a distinguished  record  as  pastor  of  churches  in 
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West  Newton  and  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  and  in  Hart- 
ford. He  was  the  author  of  several  books  on  bird  lore  and 
nature  studies.  January  11,  1930  he  married  Sylvia  M. 
Charlton  who  survives  him. 

Francis  Henry  Richards,  a life  member  who  was  admitted 
July  11,  1893,  removed  from  Hartford  many  years  ago  and 
has  not  been  heard  from  since  that  time.  In  view  of  his  ad- 
vanced age  if  still  living,  it  is  assumed  that  he  is  deceased. 
Information  concerning  him  would  be  appreciated. 

The  Right  Honorable  Geoffrey  Cecil  Twisleton- 
Wykeham-Fiennes,  of  Broughton  Castle,  Banbury,  Oxon., 
Eng.,  succeeding  to  the  title  in  1907  as  18th  Baron  Saye  and 
Sele,  was  born  Aug.  3,  1858,  and  died  about  the  5th  of  Febru- 
ary, 1937.  He  was  made  an  honorary  member  of  the  Society, 
October  6,  1931.  He  married  in  1884  Marion  Reuperta  Murray 
Lawes,  entered  the  army  and  served  in  the  Zulu  War,  1879, 
and  made  a Captain  in  1887 ; served  in  the  European  War  as 
Area  Commandant  and  was  Controller  of  His  Majestys 
Household  1912-1915.  He  visited  Connecticut  in  1931  and 
was  present  at  the  dedication  of  the  statue  of  Lyon  Gardiner 
at  Saybrook. 

Isaac  Newton  Wadsworth,  a resident  of  West  Haven, 
died  November  13,  1936.  He  was  born  October  15,  1862  in 
Wethersfield,  a son  of  James  Edward  Wadsworth  who  was 
born  in  Wethersfield  and  Martha  Jane  Webster  born  in 
Morrisville,  Vermont.  Mr.  Wadsworth  was  greatly  interested 
in  books  and  was,  although  he  lived  in  West  Haven,  a very 
regular  attendant  at  the  meetings  of  the  Society. 
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librarian’s  Report. 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Forty-five  years  is  a considerable  period  in  one’s  span  of 
life;  yet  that  period  has  passed  since  your  librarian  became 
an  employee  of  the  Society,  and  this  is  the  forty-fifth  time 
that  he  has  rendered  some  report  at  an  annual  meeting  as  to 
the  growth  of  and  changes  in  the  library.  The  changes  during 
that  period  have  been  many.  The  whole  library  has  twice  been 
moved,  and  recently  a considerable  part  of  it  has  been  placed 
in  storage  because  of  lack  of  space.  Our  friends  have  added 
materially  to  our  funds,  both  those  for  general  purposes  and 
those  for  the  purchase  of  books,  although  much  more  is  needed 
for  both  purposes.  Through  gift,  exchange  with  other  Socie- 
ties and  purchase,  some  thousands  each  of  books  and  pamph- 
lets and  many  thousands  of  manuscripts  have  been  added  to 
the  library.  Numerous  objects  of  historical  interest  have  been 
received.  Our  collection  of  paintings  and  miniatures  has  more 
than  doubled.  Collections  of  coins,  bookplates  and  pictures 
have  recently  been  established.  Some  twenty-five  volumes  of 
several  hundred  pages  each  and  fifty  reports  and  other  pamph- 
lets have  been  issued  and  a small  quarterly  Bulletin  is  now 
being  published.  Our  membership  has  more  than  doubled. 
The  sorry  side  of  the  picture  is  that  we  are  handicapped  by 
lack  of  space  to  an  extent  not  appreciated  by  our  members  or 
others  and  which  if  not  relieved,  will,  I fear,  in  the  not  too 
distant  future  cause  the  library  to  cease  to  function  because  of 
an  embarrassment  of  riches.  There  is  now  little  shelf  space 
for  additional  books,  a proper  arrangement  and  classification 
of  the  books  cannot  be  made.  There  is  not  space  to  even  shelve 
numerous  boxes  of  manuscripts,  or  to  hang  some  of  our  paint- 
ings, or  to  case  and  display  numerous  historical  objects,  or  to 
arrange  interesting  exhibits  that  could  otherwise  be  made. 
Altogether,  as  your  librarian  views  it,  the  outlook  for  our 
future  is  a very  sad  and  discouraging  one. 

The  most  important  occurrence  during  the  year  in  the  annals 
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of  the  Society  was  the  receipt  in  February  of  the  library  of 
our  former  member,  Timothy  Shaler  Williams  of  Huntington, 
Long  Island,  N.  Y.  At  his  death  in  1930,  Mr.  Williams  be- 
queathed his  library  to  the  Society,  subject  to  the  life  use  of 
his  wife.  She  having  died,  we  were  notified  and  the  books 
were  packed  for  shipment  by  his  sister,  Miss  Bess  M. 
Williams.  The  more  than  2300  volumes  and  100  pamphlets 
which  comprise  the  library,  to  which  Miss  Williams  added 
about  200  miscellaneous  items,  form  the  largest  and  most 
important  single  gift  of  books  to  the  Society  since  the  library 
of  Rev.  Thomas  Robbins  became  its  property  at  his  death  in 
1856.  The  library  is  that  of  a gentleman  of  scholarly  tastes 
and  wide  and  varied  interests.  General  history,  both  of 
England,  America  in  general  and  the  United  States  in  particu- 
lar, together  with  travels  and  voyages  and  the  biographies, 
memoirs,  diaries,  and  writings  of  many  prominent  persons, 
form  a considerable  part  of  the  library.  There  are  also  col- 
lections of  books  upon  various  subjects,  such  as  witchcraft, 
pirates,  shipping  and  marine  matters,  Quakers,  economics, 
finance  and  politics;  series,  some  of  them  complete,  of  publi- 
cations of  the  Narragansett  Club,  Prince  Society,  Club  of  Odd 
Volumes  and  Limited  Editions  Club  which  are  a welcome  addi- 
tion. There  are  a number  of  works  by  the  early  American 
divines,  John  Cotton,  Thomas  Shepard,  Increase  Mather  and 
Cotton  Mather;  many  of  John  Fiske’s  writings,  and  the 
recently  completed  “Dictionary  of  American  Biography”  in 
twenty  volumes. 

Among  publications  of  Connecticut  interest  which  we  have 
received  may  be  noted  From  New  Haven  to  Madison  in  the 
sixties;  One  Hundred  years  of  Methodism  in  Hazardville; 
Genealogical  and  Biographical  records,  published  by  the  States 
Ilistorical  Society ; American  Genealogist,  vol.  12 ; The  Hart- 
ford Wits  by  Francis  Parsons;  Memoirs  of  the  Connecticut 
Society  of  Arts  and  Sciences;  175th  Anniversary  of  St.  Peter's 
Church  in  Cheshire;  Beginnings  of  Fruit  Culture  in  Connecti- 
cut by  E.  Stanley  Welles;  The  Columbiad  by  Joel  Barlow, 
1809;  Life  of  Samson  Occorn  by  Harold  Blodgett;  photostat 
copies  of  two  very  rare  publications  of  1770  relating  to  the 
famous  Mohegan  Case,  being  “Brief  of  the  Appellants  Case” 
and  “Appendix  to  the  Case  of  the  Respondents  Landholders ;” 
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the  reprint  of  Dodd’s  East  Haven  Register;  History  of 
Stafford;  The  old  patent  of  Connecticut  by  R.  V.  Coleman; 
Killingworth  and  Clinton  cemetery  inscriptions ; Old  houses  of 
Chester;  The  Hermethenean,  Hartford,  1833-4,  published  by 
students  of  Washington  now  Trinity  College,  one  of  two 
known  sets,  the  gift  of  our  president. 

My  last  annual  report  noted  the  purchase  of  thirty-four 
volumes  of  Phillimore’s  Marriages  copied  from  Parish  records 
in  England.  Since  that  time,  one  hundred  and  fifty- four  addi- 
tional volumes  have  been  purchased,  all  from  income  of  the 
Horace  E.  Mather  Fund.  The  unexpected  frequency  with 
which  the  volumes  of  this  series  have  been  used,  would  appear 
to  justify  the  purchase.

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In  common  with  many  other  libraries,  our  attendance  show’s 
a small  decrease  for  the  year,  being  3494,  about  95  per  cent 
of  that  for  the  previous  year. 

The  accessions  to  the  library  during  the  year,  exclusive  of 
manuscripts,  are  by  gift  2918  volumes,  662  pamphlets  and  165 
miscellaneous ; by  purchase  305  volumes,  308  pamphlets  and 
29  miscellaneous;  by  exchange  16  pamphlets  and  above  300 
issues  of  newspapers  (not  counted  in  the  total).  This  makes 
a total  of  4403  items  and  includes  purchases  of  156  volumes 
from  the  Mather,  14  volumes  and  one  pamphlet  from  the 
Brainard,  five  volumes  from  the  Hoadly  and  two  volumes 
from  the  Barbour  Fund.  Considerable  numbers  of  books  were 
received  from  Mrs.  Grace  Clarkson  Wilcox  and  Mrs.  James 
P.  Andrews. 

The  following  additions  were  made  during  the  year  to  our 
splendid  collection  of  eighteenth  century  Connecticut  imprints : 
1747  (imperfect),  1753,  1759,  (1782?),  1778,  1792,  1795(2), 
1798,  1799.  The  imprint  of  1753,  Ebenezer  Devotion’s  Sermon 
at  the  ordination  of  David  Ripley,  appears  to  be  a rarity  and 
no  record  has  been  found  of  Ebenezer.  Lamson’s  Sermon 
printed  at  Hartford  by  Bavil  Webster,  (1782?).  A “List  of 
Books  printed  in  Connecticut,  1709-1800,”  compiled  by  a 
former  president  of  this  Society,  the  late  James  Hammond 
Trumbull,  was  printed  in  1904.  This  List  comprised  slightly 
more  than  1700  entries.  During  the  third  of  a century  that 
has  passed  since  that  List  was  issued,  your  librarian  has  made 
record  of  additional  imprints  of  that  period  (exclusive  of 
broadsides)  that  came  to  his  attention.  More  than  1000  such 
have  now  been  noted  and  it  is  expected  that  a list  of  them  will 
be  published  soon  as  an  additional  volume  supplementing  the 
Trumbull  List.  A rare  publication  of  Connecticut  interest, 
although  printed  at  Providence  in  1767,  which  was  recently 
secured,  is  “A  looking  glass  for  the  Presbyterians  at  New 
London”  by  John  Rogers,  grandson  of  the  John  who  founded 
the  sect  of  Rogerines.

Space  will  not  permit  of  extended  annotations  upon  the 
manuscripts ; but  a few  notes  may  be  made.  The  extensive 
Bill  correspondence  received  from  Mr.  Pratt  is  valued  because 
Mr.  Bill  was  for  a number  of  years  an  active  member  of  the 
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State  Fish  and  Game  Commission.  Letters  given  by  Miss 
Welling  are  nearly  all  from  nationally  prominent  persons. 
Letters  to  the  Board  of  National  Popular  Education  given  by 
Francis  Parsons,  illustrate  life  in  the  then  West  ninety  years 
ago.  The  5000  letters  in  the  Carroll  correspondence  show 
business  transactions  and  procedure  seventy-five  years  ago. 
Other  small  series  of  correspondence  and  a number  of  diaries 
all  contain  data  that  is  of  interest.  The  volume  relating  to 
John  Ledyard  gives  entertaining  facts  about  an  early  traveler 
from  Connecticut. 

Vice-President  Francis  T.  Maxwell  has  presented  us  with  a 
number  of  Babylonian  stone  and  terra  cotta  seals  and  tablets 
bearing  cuneiform  inscriptions,  some  of  them  dating  as  early 
as  2350  B.  C. ; also  with  a number  of  Colonial  and  early 
United  States  bills  and  a St.  Louis  Exposition  commemorative 
gold  dollar,  several  gold  quarters  and  a Roman  gold  coin  of 
Valenlinian  I of  364  A.  D.  From  Ruth  Galpin  of  Berlin  came 
seven  silhouettes  of  members  of  the  Wilcox  family  of  Berlin. 
Mrs.  John  Sparhawk,  Jr.,  of  Hartford,  gave  a Confederate 
flag  that  had  belonged  to  her  father,  .Henry  Clay  Trumbull. 
“This  was  the  last  flag  captured  in  the  Gulf  during  the  re- 
bellion. ” The  iron  head  of  a “John  Brown  pike”  was  the  gift 
of  Guy  E.  Beardsley  of  Hartford. 

A painting  made  in  1850  of  “Hokanum”  the  home  of  Morris 
Ketchum  at  Westport  was  received  from  his  great  grand- 
daughter, Lena  Cadwalader  Evans  of  New  York,  also  a por- 
trait of  Morris  Burr  Ketchum  (d.  1855),  said  to  be  a painted 
photograph,  and  a small  water  color  portrait  of  President 
Andrew  Jackson  by  A.  Robertson,  1830,  after  Thomas  Sully. 
A view  of  Plainfield  painted  in  1891  by  Sarah  Francis,  later 
Mrs.  Henry  Dorrance,  was  received  from  Mrs.  Charles  F. 
Burgess  of  Moosup.  Edwin  Stanley  Welles  gave  a portrait 
of  Susie  Plowed  Pitkin  of  Hartford,  later  Mrs.  John  H.  Fish, 
painted  in  1879  when  she  was  a young  girl,  by  Sylvester  S. 
Lyman  of  Plartford,  the  only  specimen  of  his  work  that  we 
have.  From  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Plorace  B.  Clark  we  received 
a small  scene  painted  on  a wooden  panel  which  once  belonged 
to  the  Lafayette  family  and  was  catalogued  at  a sale  of  their 
effects  as  the  work  of  Joseph  Vernet. 

Vice-President  Seymour  has  continued  to  manifest  his  inter- 
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est  in  our  early  American  paintings  by  having  two  more  of  our 
portraits  reconditioned — those  of  Margaret  Chenevard  and 
John  Ellery. 

So  many  commemorative  half  dollars  were  issued  during 
the  past  year  that  the  purchase  of  these  together  with  the 
regular  current  issues  of  United  States  coins  has  absorbed 
most  of  the  income  from  the  Hunger  ford  Fund.  Only  two 
coins  other  than  these  have  been  purchased.  Several,  both 
commemorative  and  regular,  have  been  secured  through  the 
use  of  duplicates  which  were  received  as  a part  of  the  Hunger- 
ford  Collection.  Thus  far  we  have  succeeded  in  securing 
specimens  of  all  the  commemorative  coins,  both  gold  and 
silver,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  $50.  gold  pieces,  which 
are  too  rare  for  us  to  hope  to  obtain  them.  In  1936  the  govern- 
ment, for  the  first  time  since  1915,  again  issued  proof  coins. 
The  proofing  is  done  in  a different  manner  than  formerly  and 
the  result  is  very  disappointing  and  unsatisfactory  and  the 
price  at  which  they  are  sold  is  unreasonable.  The  Hartford 
Numismatic  Society  has  voted  to  deposit  its  collections  with 
us  and  pursuant  to  this  vote,  we  have  already  received  above 
320  medals,  many  of  them  of  historic  interest  and  beautiful 
workmanship. 

The  work  of  the  librarian  is  occasionally  given  added  zest 
when  articles  long  ago  stored  away,  are  rediscovered  and  re- 
examined and  found  to  be  a treasure.  Such  a treasure  the 
225  bookplates  left  to  the  Society  nearly  two  decades  ago, 
proved  to  be.  In  this  collection  other  than  the  fine  old  armorial 
plates,  were  found  two  items  which  collectors  would  give 
much  to  possess.  These  are,  the  earliest  bookplate  known 
with  the  inscription  written  in  medieval  Latin  to  the  effect 
that  the  volume  was  presented  by  Hildebrand  Brandenburg 
to  the  Carthusian  Monaster}7  of  Buchsheim,  and  the  earliest 
known  dated  plate,  a folio  plate  of  Hector  Pomer  drawn  by 
Albert  Durer  and  dated  1525. 

With  such  a distinguished  nucleus  for  a collection  of  ex 
libris,  we  felt  action  should  be  taken  to  enlarge  it  and  make 
it  readily  accessible  to  the  public.  An  appeal  was  made  to 
members  of  the  Society  and  friends  and  within  the  period  of 
ten  months  our  collection  has  grown  to  about  1550  plates. 

Your  librarian  has  made  a considerable  contribution  toward 
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its  growth  by  placing  with  it  approximately  700  plates  rang- 
ing from  17th  century  European  armorials  and  name  plates 
of  .distinguished  18th  century  Americans,  to  modern  plates 
representing  the  work  of  Spencely,  Smith,  Hopson,  French', 
Stone  and  others.  Thinking  it  would  be  especially  appropriate 
to  make  as  complete  a collection  as  possible  of  ex  libris  by 
Connecticut  engravers,  Mrs.  Ada  M.  Hopson,  upon  sugges- 
tion, graciously  sent  us  a very  generous  selection  of  plates 
and  proofs,  the  work  of  her  husband,  the  late  William  Fowler 
Hopson  of  New  Haven.  Miss  Eveline  Brainard  of  Haddam, 
also  learning  of  our  collection,  sent  us  a goodly  number  of 
plates  and  proofs  engraved  by  her  cousin,  Edwin  Davis 
French.  President  Waterman,  ever  mindful  of  the  interests 
of  the  Society,  returned  from  a European  trip  with  an  excel- 
lent assortment  of  100  plates  for  us.  Many  others  have  con- 
tributed generously.  It  is  hoped  that  interest  in  the  collection 
will  be  continued  through  the  years. 

Our  publications  during  the  year  are  the  Annual  Report  for 
1935-36,  a pamphlet  of  66  pages,  and  four  Bulletins,  one  of 
four  and  three  of  eight  pages,  and  an  Index  of  seven  pages 
to  the  first  two  volumes  (numbers  1-8)  of  the  Bulletin. 

Although  we  have  issued  no  volumes  of  Collections  during 
the  last  five  years,  the  numerous  societies  which  are  on  our 
regular  exchange  list  have,  without  exception,  continued  to 
send  us  their  publications  as  usual  and  their  courtesy  in  so 
doing  is  appreciated. 

On  the  third  of  the  present  month,  upon  the  initiative  of 
President  Waterman,  your  Librarian  was  tendered  a testi- 
monial dinner  and  received  an  engrossed  resolution  upon  the 
occasion  of  completing  his  forty-fifth  year  in  the  service  of 
this  Society.  For  the  many  kind  words,  both  spoken  and 
written,  that  were  received  in  connection  with  that  pleasant 
event,  he  wishes  at  this  time  to  return  an  appreciative  and 
grateful  acknowledgment.

Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  That  John  Trumbull,  Thomas  C.  Brown- 
ell, Timothy  Pitkin,  John  S.  Peters,  William  W.  Ellsworth,  Thomas 
Day,  Thomas  Robins,  Daniel  Burhans,  Thomas  Hubbard,  Isaac  Toucey, 
Nathaniel  S.  Wheaton,  George  Sumner,  Roger  M.  Sherman,  William 
T.  Williams,  Martin  Wells,  Joseph  Battell,  William  Cooley,  Thomas  H. 
Gallaudet,  Thomas  S.  Williams,  Eli  Todd,  Walter  Mitchell,  George  W. 
Doane,  Samuel  B.  Woodward,  S.  H.  Huntington,  Samuel  W.  Dana, 
James  Gould,  Samuel  A.  Foote,  Nathan  Johnson,  Hawley  Olmsted, 
Benjamin  Trumbull,  John  Hall,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  hereby  are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  forever  here- 
after, a body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  The  Connecticut  Historical  So- 
ciety, and  by  that  name,  they,  their  associates  and  successors  shall  and 
may  have  perpetual  succession ; shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  also  to  purchase,  receive,  hold  and 
convey  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  four 
million  dollars ; and  may  have  a common  seal,  and  the  same  may  alter 
at  pleasure,  may  establish  rules  relative  to  the  admission  of  future 
members ; may  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws  and 
regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or  the  laws 
of  this  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  government  of  said 
Corporation. 

The  Governor  of  this  State,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Superior  Court,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Society. 

Said  Corporation  shall  meet  once  a year  for  the  choice  of  a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Society. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  holden  at  the  State  House 
in  Hartford  at  such  time  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Honorable  John 
Trumbull,  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers printed  in  Hartford. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  act  of  incorporation  shall  be  subject 
to  be  revoked  or  altered,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly. 
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ARTICLE  I.  MEMBERS. 
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lars  if  they  reside  without  said  city.  Any  active  member,  not  indebted 
to  the  Society  for  dues,  may  constitute  himself  a life  member  by  paying 
at  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  annual  dues  of  members  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year.  The  payment  of  the  annual  dues  shall  con- 
stitute a condition  for  membership,  and  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  pay 
the  same  for  the  period  of  six  months  after  they  become  due  shall  be 
deemed  a withdrawal  from  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  II.  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  ballot,  and  to -hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen,  shall  be,  a President,  not  exceeding  eight  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Recording  Secretary,  a Corresponding  Secretary,  a Treasurer, 
an  Auditor,  a Committee  on  Membership  to  consist  of  seven  members, 
Committees  on  the  Library,  on  Publication,  on  Finance,  and  on 
Monthly  Papers,  each  to  consist  of  three  members.  The  Committee  on 
Finance  may  with  the  Treasurer  select  any  Trust  Company  that  it  may 
see  fit,  to  assist  the  Treasurer  in  the  work  of  his  office.  Only  active 
members  resident  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  shall  be  eligible  to-"office. 

The  preceding  officers  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  committees 
shall  constitute  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Society. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  name  the  members  of  all  special  com- 
mittees ordered  raised  at  any  meeting. 

A Librarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  whenever  such  appointment  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  a member  ex  officio  of  the  Committees  on  Membership,  the 
Library,  Publication  and  Finance;  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee ; and  shall  deliver  or  provide 
for  an  address  at  the  annual  meeting. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Society;  shall 
have  custody  of  the  files,  records,  and  seal  of  the  Society;  shall  give 
notice  to  new  members  of  their  election,  and  furnish  them  certificates 
of  membership ; and  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  the  transactions 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  in 
behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  a member  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance;  shall  receive  the  admission  fees,  and  report  the  names 
of  the  persons  paying  the  same  to  the  Recording  Secretary;  shall  re- 
ceive all  other  moneys  due,  and  all  donations  or  bequests  of  money 
made  to  the  Society;  shall  pay  to  the  order  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Standing  Committee  such  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  Society  and  such  as  the  Society  or  Standing  Committee 
may  otherwise  direct  to  be  paid;  shall  keep  a true  and  faithful. account 
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of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  him,  and  of  the  property  and  debts 
of  the  Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting,  render  an  audited 
statement  thereof. 

The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
shall  arrange  and  have  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts, 
and  other  articles  belonging  to  or  deposited  in  the  rooms  of  the 
Society;  and  shall,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  make  a full 
report  of  his  doings  as  Librarian  during  the  past  year,  and  of  the 
condition  of  the  Library. 

The  Auditor  shall,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  examine  the  books, 
accounts  and  financial  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  and  compare  the 
same  with  the  vouchers  and  securities  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands  and 
certify  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Society. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  consider  all  appli- 
cations for  membership,  and  shall  report  to  the  Society  such  applica- 
tions as  said  Committee  may  approve  and  recommend  for  admission. 
No  applications  for  membership  shall  be  considered  or  acted  upon  by 
said  Committee  during  a meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and 
management  of  the  Library,  manuscripts  and  other  collections  belong- 
ing to  or  deposited  with  the  Society.  Said  Committee  shall  make  pur- 
chases for  the  library  to  such  an  amount  as  may  be  appropriated  from 
time  to  time  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  shall  have  the  superintendence  of  all 
publications  ordered  by  the  Society.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
report. to  the  Society  respecting  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  such 
papers,  from  the  library  of  the  Society  or  other  sources,  as  are  most 
suitable  for  publication  in  volumes  of  the  Society’s  Collections. 

The  Committee  on  Monthly  Papers  shall  provide  for  a paper  to  be 
read  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  act  generally  in  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  in  any  offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society.  Any  five  members  of  this  Committee  may  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  a notice  for  a meeting  of 
the  Society  shall  be  deemed  a notice  for  a meeting  of  this  Committee. 
Special  meetings  of  this  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  by  direction  of  the  President. 

ARTICLE  III.  MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  An  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May, 
at  such  time  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint. 

A regular  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  evening  of  each 
month  from  October  to  May  inclusive,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  direction  of  the 
President,  or,  in  his  absence,  on  the  application  of  three  active  members 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 
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Notice  of  each  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  each 
active  member  at  least  two  days  prior  thereto.  And  at  any  meeting, 
duly  called  and  notified,  ten  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  IV.  , DONATIONS  AND  DEPOSITS. 

All  donations  to  and  deposits  with  the  Society  shall  be  entered  in 
books  kept  for  that  purpose. 

No  donations  shall  be  exchanged  or  disposed  of  unless  the  Society 
have  a duplicate  of  the  same. 

All  deposits  left  with  the  Society  shall  be  carefully  preserved,  and 
may  at  any  time  be  taken  away  by  the  depositor  in  person,  or  delivered 
on  his  written  order.  But  every  deposit  which  has  not  been  so  re- 
claimed or-  withdrawn  shall,  after  the  decease  of  the  depositor,  be 
entered  as  a donation,  and  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  Society; 
unless,  at  the  time  of  making  the  deposit,  other  conditions  shall  have 
been  prescribed  by  the  depositor. 

ARTICLE  V.  LIBRARY. 

The  rooms,  with  all  books,  manuscripts,  pictures,  and  articles  belongs 
ing  to  or  deposited  with  the  Society,  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Librarian,  acting  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Library. 

The  library  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  public,  and  the 
examination  of  books  and  manuscripts,  and  transcription  therefrom,  at 
such  time,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library;  and  no  book  or  manuscript  shall  be  taken  from 
the  rooms  without  a special  vote  of  the  Society,  except  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Publication. 

ARTICLE  VI.  PUBLICATION  FUND. 

The  legacy  left  to  the  Society  by  its  late  President,  the  Hon.  Thomas 
Day,  the  avails  of  all  life  memberships,  application  fees,  and  all  special 
donations  and  subscriptions  which  may  be  made  thereto,  shall  consti- 
tute a Publication  Fund,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  applied,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Publication,  toward  the  expense  of 
such  publications  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VII.  alterations. 

Any  alteration  of  these  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  to  a regular  meet- 
ing held  prior  to  that  on  which  the  vote  on  the  same  is  taken. 
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Time  brings  change.  The  pathway  of  this  Society  has,  for 
a considerable  period  of  time,  been  one  of  stability  and  settled 
order  in  its  affairs,  but  the  beginning  of  our  year,  which  has 
just  ended,  brought  with  it  change  in  a most  important  depart- 
ment. 

Mr.  George  S.  Stevenson  was  elected  Treasurer  of  our 
Society  at  its  annual  meeting,  May  28,  1929,  and  for  seven 
years  we  were  fortunate  in  having  the  benefit  of  his  wise 
financial  advice  and  direction.  After  these  years  of  service, 
Mr.  Stevenson  felt  that  his  many  business  interests  demanded 
that  he  pass  the  office  of  Treasurer  into  other  hands.  It  is 
fitting  that  I now  record,  as  I do  with  great  pleasure,  the  debt 
of  gratitude  we  owe  to  Mr.  Stevenson  for  the  fine,  able  and 
conscientious  service  he  has  rendered  us. 

The  end  of  the  year  brings  further  change  in  the  resignation 
of  Miss  Mary  Helen  Kidder,  our  Assistant  Librarian  and 
Assistant  Recording  Secretary,  who  has  been  officially  con- 
nected with  the  Library  since  May,  1930.  Miss  Kidder  has 
always  had  the  interests  of  the  Society  at  heart,  and  by  her 
able  and  painstaking  work  has  given  most  valuable  service  in 
promoting  the  work  of  the  Library.  Her  contributions  to  our 
monthly  meetings  have  been  papers  of  great  charm  and  inter- 
est. Her  efficient  and  gracious  presence  .will  be  missed,  not 
alone  by  her  official  associates,  but  also  by  our  members  and 
others  who  have  occasion  to  make  use  of  our  Library.  Our 
wishes  for  all  happiness  in  her  married  life  go  with  her. 

Mr.  Thompson  R.  Harlow  who  is  a native  of  Connecticut, 
a graduate  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  the  class 
of  1937,  and  who  has  had  a varied  training  in  library  work, 
has  come  to  us  to  take  Miss  Kidder’s  position.  We  welcome 
him  in  confident  assurance  of  the  future. 

We  are  fortunate  indeed  in  finding  in  Mr.  Heywood  H. 
Whaples  a man  willing  and  eminently  fitted  to  assume  the 
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duties  of  Treasurer.  Mr.  Whaples  has  been  a member  of  the 
Society  since  May,  1926,  and  his  father,  Meigs  Heywood 
Whaples,  was  a member  for  thirty-nine  years. 

I regret  that  I am  obliged  to  report  a slight  decrease  in  our 
membership.  We  closed  our  last  year  with  an  enrollment  of 
five  hundred  and  forty-five  (545),  to  which  twenty-nine  (29) 
new  members  have  been  added.  The  unusually  large  number 
of  twenty  (20)  deaths,  and  fifteen  (15)  resignations,  have 
reduced  our  numbers  to  five  hundred  and  thirty-nine  (539) 
at  the  end  of  this  year. 

It  is  far  from  my  desire  to  tire  you  with  repeated  appeals 
for  an  enlarged  membership.  My  reasons  for  this  have  been 
given  in  former  reports,  and  are  too  obvious  to  call  for  repeti- 
tion : Can  we  not  make  a real  effort  to  attain  an  enrollment 

of  six  hundred  as  our  first  objective? 

Among  those  whom  we  have  lost  by  death  during  the  past 
year  are  Francis  P.  Garvan,  Esquire,  of  Roslyn,  N.  Y.,  and 
Francis  Parsons,  Esquire,  and  Arthur  Leffingwell  Shipman, 
Esquire,  both  of  Hartford.  Mr.  Garvan,  a native  of  Hart- 
ford, was  a man  of  broad  sympathies  and  marked  public  spirit. 
His  life  was  one  of  good  deeds.  Mr.  Parsons  and  Mr.  Ship- 
man  were  members  of  the  Society  of  long  standing,  they 
occupied  positions  of  high  trust  and  influence  in  the  com- 
munity, and  represented  the  best  of  the  traditions  and  life  of 
this  city.  Their  thoughtful,  scholarly  and  interesting  papers 
delivered  before  the  Society  are  something  to  be  always 
treasured  in  our  memories. 

Many  notable  gifts  have  been  made  to  the  Society  during 
the  past  year,  all  of  which  are  acknowledged  in  the  report  of 
the  Librarian,  so  I merely  add  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the 
same.  For  a number  of  years  George  Dudley  Seymour, 
Esquire,  who  is  a Vice  President  of  the  Society,  has  taken 
especial  interest  in  the  restoration  of  our  valuable  collection 
of  portraits,  and  we  again  are  indebted  to  him  for  his  gen- 
erosity in  this  respect. 

Miss  Fannie  Maria  Olmsted  of  Hartford,  a life  member  of 
the  Society  since  1891,  died  March  14,  1938.  In  her  will  she 
left  the  following  legacy  to  the  Society: 

Fifth:  I give  and  bequeath  the  Olmsted  Family  Christen- 
ing Blanket,  its  case  and  the  family  history  concerning 
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the  blanket  as  prepared  by  me  to  Connecticut  Historical 
Society  at  Hartford. 

The  attendance  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society 
shows  a falling  off  from  that  of  the  immediate  preceding  years. 
The  standard  of  excellence  of  the  papers  read  at  these  meet- 
ings has  been  fully  maintained. 

October  5th,  an  address,  illustrated  with  lantern  slides,  upon 
Early  Telegraphs  in  America  was  given' by  Mr.  William  U. 
Swan  of  Boston.  The  paper  dealt  chiefly  with  the  earlier 
methods  of  rapid  communication  through  the  use  of  signal 
flags  and  semaphores,  with  some  remarks  upon  the  early  use 
of  the  magnetic  telegraph. 

November  2nd,  the  Reverend  John  M.  Phillips,  D.D.,  of 
Hartford,  read  a paper  on  Connecticut  and  Illinois  College. 
Founded  by  a group  of  young  Yale  graduates  and  carried  on 
to  success  by  Edward  Beecher,  a son  of  Connecticut,  the 
college  became  as  true  an  example  of  a New  England  college 
as  New  England  itself  could  offer. 

December  7th,  a paper  entitled  Go  West  Young  Woman, 
was  read  by  Miss  Mary  Helen  Kidder.  The  paper  treated 
with  the  organization  and  activities  of  the  Board  of  National 
Popular  Education  through  the  efforts  of  Catharine  Beecher 
and  Governor  William  Slade  of  Vermont. 

January  4th,  Mr.  Elmer  D.  Keith,  of  New  Haven,  spoke  on 
Some  Notes  on  Early  Connecticut  Architecture.  The  speaker 
reviewed  a project  under  which  more  than  nine  thousand 
Connecticut  houses  built  previous  to  1820  had  been  studied 
and  photographed,  and  discussed  the  interesting  architectural 
details  of  individual  houses  of  different  periods. 

February  1st,  the  speaker,  Dr.  Walter  R.  Steiner,  who  has 
made  frequent  contributions  to  these  meetings,  took  as  his 
subject  The  United  States  Sanitary  Commission.  Dr.  Steiner 
described  the  origin  of  the  Commission,  and  its  work  during 
the  Civil  War,  illustrating  his  address  with  lantern  slides. 
Fie  also  exhibited  one  of  the  two  known  existing  flags  of  the 
Commission. 

March  1st,  the  Reverend  Roscoe  Nelson,  of  Hartford,  spoke 
on  Church  and  State — A Few  Leaves  From  Connecticut 
History.  His  paper  dealt  particularly  with  the  Election  Ser- 
mons which,  in  the  early  days,  were  preached  before  the 
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members  of  the  General  Assembly  at  the  time  of  election. 

April  5th,  Mr.  Charles  Rufus  Harte,  of  New  Haven,  read 
a paper,  illustrated  with  lantern  slides,  on  Old  Tombstones. 
He  showed  the  changes  in  the  form  of  these  stones  from  the 
earliest,  which  were  unlettered  field  stones,  to  the  elaborately 
carved  stones  of  the  late  eighteenth  century. 

May  3rd,  Mrs.  Samuel  H.  Fisher,  of  Litchfield,  read  a 
paper  on  Playing  Cards.  Mrs.  Fisher  exhibited  about  seventy 
mounts  upon  each  of  which  the  various  cards  in  a pack  were 
displayed.  The  cards  covered  a period  from  about  the  time 
of  the  invention  of  printing  to  the  present  day,  and  included 
examples  from  all  over  the  world.  Through  the  kindness  of 
Mrs.  Fisher  these  cards  remained  on  exhibition  for  several 
days. 

This  year  the  preparation  of  the  biographical  sketches  of 
recently  deceased  members  has  been  in  charge  of  Professor 
Arthur  Adams,  Ph.D.  Doctor  Adams,  who  is  a well  known 
genealogist  and  biographer,  very  kindly  consented  to  assume 
this  duty,  and  with  it  in  his  hands  we  are  assured  of  a high 
degree  of  excellence  in  this  important  .recognition  of  those 
who  have  left  us. 

The.  land  on  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Buckingham 
Streets,  which  is  owned  by  the  Society  and  on  which  we 
purpose  to  erect  our  library  building,  has  hitherto  been  un- 
taxed by  the  Board  of  Assessors.  This  Spring  the  Board 
ruled  that  this  land  is  taxable  until  such  time  when  we  begin 
to  place  on  it  a building  for  our  own  use.  This  seems  to  be 
in  conformity  with  the  law  as  recently  enacted  by  the  State 
Legislature,  but  the  annual  tax  of  approximately  four  thous- 
and dollars  places  a very  heavy  burden  on  the  Society. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee,  which  was  called 
to  consider  this  matter  of  the  taxation  of  our  real  estate,  it 
was  deemed  wise  that  the  Society  should  have  a committee 
which  would  have  the  question  of  increased  endowment  under 
advisement,  and  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 

Resolved  : That  a Committee  on  Endowment,  consisting 
of  nine  members  of  the  Society,  of  which  the  President 
shall  be  a member  and  Chairman,  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President  to  consider  and  determine  proper  means  of 
increasing  the  endowment  funds  of  the  Society,  and  that

the  Committee  be  charged  with  the  carrying  out  of  the 
same.  The  Committee  is  further  empowered  to  add  not 
to  exceed  four  more  members  to  its  numbers. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  resolution,  I have  ap- 
pointed the  following  committee,  in  which  two  vacancies  re- 
main to  be  filled : Edgar  F.  Waterman,  Chairman,  Albert  C. 
Bates,  Newton  C.  Bramard,  Miss  Annie  Burr  Jennings  Wil- 
iam H.  Putnam,  Heywood  H.  Whaples  and  Charles  G 
Woodward. 

The  present  situation  makes  more  urgent  the  need  for  addi- 
tional endowment  from  which  we  will  derive  sufficient  income 
for  the  maintenance  of  a library  building.  We  should,  indi- 
vidually and  collectively,  make  every  effort  to  build  up  such 
an  endowment  through  gifts  or  provisions  placed  in  wills. 
The  erection  of  a library  building  would  be  a turning  point 
in  the  hte  ot  the  Society  to  a greater  field  of  usefulness.

Benjamin  Adams 

Benjamin  Adams,  of  W ethersfield,  who  became  a member 
of  the  Society  Jan.  8,  1907,  died  at  the  Hartford  Hospital, 
April  6,  1938.  He  was  born  in  Wethersfield  Sept.  20,  1873, 
a son  of  "Thomas  Griswold  Adams,  whose  wife  was  Lucy 
Dickinson.  Both  the  Adams  and  Dickinson  families  have  been 
prominent  in  Connecticut  from  Colonial  times.  Mr.  Adams 
was  educated  at  the  Hartford  High  School  and  Yale  Uni- 
versity, graduating  from  Yale  in  the  Class  of  1896. 

Mr.  Adams  spent  his  active  life  in  public  library  work,, 
having  been  employed  in  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  and 
having  been  for  many  years  Chief  of  Circulation  of  the  New 
York  Public  Library. 

Some  twenty  years  ago,  he  retired  to  live  in  his  native  town, 
where  he  took  an  active  part  in  civic  affairs.  He  was  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Education,  Chairman  of  the  Park  Com- 
mission, and  a member  of  the  Library  Board. 

Mu  Adams  was  unmarried.  A brother,  Henry  S.  Adams, 
of  New  \ ork  City,  and  two  nephews,  Sherman  C.  Adams  and 
J.  Dickinson  Adams,  both  of  Wethersfield,  survive  him

Wiluam  Brosmith 

William  Brosmith,  who  became  a member  of  the  Society 
October  2/,  1908,  died  in  Hartford  August  22,  1937.  He  was 
born  in  New  York  City,  November  8,  1854. 

IHe  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  in  1876,  and  in  1895 
came  to  Hartford  as  a member  of  the  legal  department  of  the 
Travelers  Insurance  Company,  becoming  General  Counsel  in 
1901.  He  came  to  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  foremost  authori- 
ties on  insurance  law  in  the  country.  He  was  a Vice-President 
of  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company,  the  Travelers  Indemnity 
Company,  the  Travelers  hire  Insurance  Company  and  the 
Charter  Oak  Fire  Insurance  Company. 
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Mr.  Brosmith  was  active  in  Hartford  civic  affairs.  He  was 
a member  of  the  Board  of  Charity  Commissioners  for  nine 
years  and  the  President  for  six  years.  He  was  a member  of 
the  Municipal  Building  Commission,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  Public  Welfare  from  1917  to  1919,  and  during 
the  World  War,  was  a member  of  the  State  Council  of 
Defense.  He  was  a member  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission from  1916  to  1921.  He  was  a Trustee  of  St.  Joseph’s 
Cathedral  and  of  St.  Francis  Hospital.  In  1928,  he  received 
the  LL.D.  degree  from  Holy  Cross  College,  and  in  1932  Pope 
Pius  XI  made  him  a Knight  of  the  Order  of  St.  Gregory  the 
Great. 

He  was  much  interested  in  the  Hartford  College  of  Law, 
serving  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  time  of 
his  death. 

July  1,  1879,  he  married  Hannah  Agnes  McBride  in  New 
York  City.  She  died  in  Hartford,  March  13,  1913.  He  leaves 
two  sons,  Allan  E.  Brosmith  of  Hartford  and  Arthur  W. 
Brosmith  of  W est  Hartford,  and  three  daughters,  Miss  Amy 
Brosmith  of  Higganum,  Mrs.  M.  J.  McEvoy,  of  New  Rochelle, 
N.  Y.,  and  Mother  Mary  Elizabeth,  Superior  of  the  Ursuline 
Convent,  St.  Ignatius,  Montana,  and  eleven  grandchildren. 

Miss  Faith  Wadsworth  Collins 
Miss  Faith  Wadsworth  Collins,  a life  member  of  the  Society 
admitted  November  3,  1925,  died  in  West  Hartford,  January 
11,1938.  ’ 

She  was  born  in  Hartford  in  1864,  a daughter  of  Howard 
S.  Collins  and  his  wife  Alice  Terry,  who  was  a sister  of  Rose 
Terry  Cooke.  She  was  a descendant  of  General  Nathaniel 
Terry,  of  the  Revolution,  and  a great-grand  niece  of  Col. 
Jeremiah  Wadsworth. 

Miss  Collins  was  a writer  of  ability  in  both  prose  and  verse. 
In  1926  she  published  a volume  of  Poems  and  was  a member 
of  the  Hartford  Poetry  Club.  She  wrote  children’s  stories, 
and  used  them  with  much  skill  in  her  work  with  the  Good  Will 
Club. 

She  was  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Union  for  Home 

Work.  She  was  interested  also  in  the  work  of  Christ  Church 
Parish. 
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She  leaves  a sister,  Miss  Alice  Collins  of  Hartford  and 
several  cousins. 

Calvin  Duvall  Cowles 

Col.  Calvin  Duvall  Cowles,  U.S.A.,  retired,  who  became  a 
member  of  the  Society  March  2,  1926,  died  in  Hartford,  June 
22,  1937. 

He  was  born  June  26,  1849,  in  Elkville,  Wilkes  County, 
North  Carolina,  a son  of  Calvin  Josiali  Cowles,  whose  wife 
was  Martha  Temperance  Duvall.  He  was  graduated  from 
West  Point  in  1873,  and  spent  his  active  life  in  the  United 
States  Army,  being  promoted  through  necessary  grades  to  be 
Colonel  of  the  5th  Regiment  of  Infantry.  He  was  retired  in 
1913.  He  saw  service  in  Indian  campaigns,  in  the  Spanish 
War,  in  the  Philippines  and  in  Cuba.  During  the  World 
War,  he  was  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  S.A.T.C.  unit  at 
Trinity  College,  from  which  institution  he  received  a degree 
of  Master  of  Arts  in  1919.  * 

He  was  a member  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Club  of  New 
York,  of  the  Society  of  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  of  Veter- 
ans of  the  Spanish  War,  and  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars. 

He  compiled  the  very  useful  Atlas  printed  by  the  Federal 
Government  to  accompany  the  Official  Records  of  the  Union 
and  Confederate  Armies.  He  devoted  his  leisure  after  his 
retirement  to  the  compilation  of  a monumental  genealogy  of 
the  Cowles  family,  published  in  1929. 

He  was  thrice  married:  first,  May  13,  1874,  near  Prescott, 
Arizona,  to  Mary  Ella  Hitchcock,  a daughter  of  Charles 
Edwin  Hitchcock,  who  died  in  1906;  secondly,  Jan.  14,  1908, 
in  New  York,  to  Kate  Hamilton  Hitchcock  Holmes,  a sister 
of  his  first  wife,  widow  of  Lieut.  Samuel  N.  Holmes,  who  died 
in  1925;  and  thirdly,  in  Farmington,  June  3,  1926,  to  Mar- 
guerite Rivington  Cowles,  a very  distant  relative,  daughter  of 
John  Stanley  and  Mary  Rivington  (Gay)  Cowles,  of  Farming- 
ton. 

There  were  seven  children,  five  sons  and  two  daughters. 

Henry  Mortimer  Sage  Dkrmott 

Henry  Mortimer  Sage  Dermott,  admitted  to  the  Society 
Nov.  1,  1921,  died  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  October  6,  1937.  .He 
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was  a son  of  Stephen  Cannon  Dermott  and  his  wife,  Mary 
Ann  Palmer,  and  was  born  in  West  Troy,  N.  Y.,  June  13, 
1850.  April  7,  1874,  he  married  in  Albany,  Caroline  Henry 
Boyd.  His  active  business  life  was  spent  as  a partner  with 
his  father  in  the  wholesale  grain  business  in  Albany. 

He  was  devoted  to  genealogical  studies  and  his  collections 
of  manuscript  genealogical  material  were  extensive.  He  was 
a member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Albany,  and 
compiled  its  history,  and  was  registrar  of  the  Philip  Livingston 
Chapter  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  in  Albany. 

Pie  leaves  a son,  Stephen  C.  Dermott,  and  a daughter,  Mrs. 
Carolyn  S.  Conning,  both  of  West  Hartford.  There  are 
several  grandchildren. 

Henry  Frederick  Fletcher 

Henry  Frederick  Fletcher,  a son  of  William  Frederick 
Fletcher  and  Augusta  Charlotte  Gowdy,  was  born  in  Hazard- 
ville,  Connecticut,  August  19,  1871.  He  was  admitted  to 
membership  in  the  Society  May  4,  1937,  and  died  in  Spring- 
field,  Massachusetts,  October  10,  1937. 

Mr.  Fletcher  was  a lawyer,  and  for  eighteen  years  had  been 
Division  Chief  of  the  Income  Tax  Department  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Office  in  Hartford. 

October  30,  1920,  in  Hartford,  he  married  Inez  Julia  Clapp, 
who  with  an  adopted  son,  John  F.  Ludey,  survives  him. 

Francis  Patrick  Garvan 

Francis  Patrick  Garvan,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
May  28,  1929,  died  in  New  York  City,  November  7,  1937,  of 
pneumonia. 

He  was  born  in  East  Hartford,  June  13,  1875,  a son  of 
Patrick  Garvan  and  Mary  Carroll.  He  was  graduated  from 
the  Hartford  Public  High  School  and  from  Yale  University 
in  1897.  He  was  graduated  from  the  New  York  Law  School 
in  1899. 

From  1900  to  1910,  he  was  an  Assistant  District  Attorney 
in  New  York  City.  During  the  World  War,  he  was  Director 
of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Investigation  and  Manager  of 
the  New  York  office  of  the  Alien  Property  Custodian,  becom- 
ing Alien  Property  Custodian  himself  March  4,  1919. 

In  1921,  he  was  made  President  of  the  Chemical  Founda- 
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tion  to  the  work  of  which  he  contributed  most  generously. 

Mr.  Garvan  gave  to  Yale  University  an  extensive  collection 
of  old  silver  and  many  other  valuable  objects  of  art  and  of 
American  antiques.  He  made  other  valuable  gifts  to  Yale 
University,  Trinity  College,  and  to  Woodstock  College,  a 
Jesuit  Seminary  in  Woodstock,  Maryland. 

In  1919,  he  received  the  LL.D.  degree  from  Fordham  Uni- 
versity. He  also  received  honorary  degrees  from  Yale  Uni- 
versity and  Trinity  College. 

June  9,  1910,  he  married  Mabel  Brady  of  Albany,  who  with 
three  sons  and  three  daughters  survive  him.  The  daughters 
are:  Miss  Flora  Garvan,  Miss  Mabel  Garvan  and  Miss  Marcia 
Garvan;  the  sons  Francis  Patrick,  Jr.,  Peter,  and  Anthony. 
Mother  Angelina,  President  of  St.  Joseph’s  College  in  West 
Hartford,  is  a sister. 

George  Russell  Goodwin 

George  Russell  Goodwin,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
February  1,  1921,  died  in  Hartford,  June  2,  1937.  He  was 
born  in  Hartford,  December  18,  1863,  a son  of  Charles  S. 
Goodwin,  whose  wife  was  Mary  Elizabeth  Lincoln,  and  a 
descendant  of  Ozias  Goodwin,  an  original  Proprietor  of  Hart- 
ford. The  father  was  engaged  in  the  boot  and  shoe  trade  in 
Hartford,  and  he  and  his  brother  Charles  E.  Goodwin,  con- 
tinued the  business  till  some  twenty-five  years  ago- when  both 
retired.  He  did  not  marry. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution, 
the  Arts  and  Crafts  Club,  and  of  the  Hartford  Oratorio 
Society.  He  was  a member  of  the  South  Congregational 
Church. 

By  his  will,  Mr.  Goodwin  provided  that  ultimately  his  estate 
should  be  divided  among  a number  of  charitable  organizations, 
including  the  Connecticut  Children’s  Aid  Society,  the  Hartford 
Orphan  Asylum,  the  Connecticut  Institution  for  the  Blind,  the 
Newington  Home  for  Crippled  Children  and  the  Hartford 
Public  Libra rv. 
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William  Thomas  Hooper 

Ihe  Rev.  William  Thomas  Hooper,  who  was  admitted  to 
the  Society  May  7,  1929,  died  in  West  Hartford,  March  28 
1938. 
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Mr.  Hooper  was  born  in  Bristol,  England,  March  6,  1886, 
a son  of  William  and  Maria  (Norris)  Hooper.  He  was 
graduated  from  Bishop’s  University,  Lennoxville,  Quebec,  and 
in  1913,  was  graduated  from  the  General  Theological  Seminary 
in  New  York. 

After  teaching  at  St.  Paul’s  School,  Concord,  New  Hamp- 
shire, he  came  to  Hartford  in  1917,  as  Assistant  to  the  Rev. 
James  W.  Bradin,  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church,  and  in  1918, 
became  Rector. 

In  August,  1929,  he  was  made  Canon  of  the  Cathedral  in 
Aberdeen,  Scotland,  in  recognition  of  his  work  in  raising  the 
Seabury  Memorial  Fund  used  to  repair  the  Cathedral  there 
and  to  build  a Parish  House. 

For  a time,  beginning  in  1929,  he  served  also  as  Rector  of 
St.  James  Church,  West  Hartford.  In  May  1931,  he  was 
elected  President  of  the  Hartford  Federation  of  Churches. 

June  17,  1914,  he  married  Florence  Davenport  Wight,  who 
survives  him,  as  do  a son,  William  Thomas,  Jr.,  a student  at 
Yale,  and  two  daughters,  Miss  Ellen  Wells  Hooper  and  Miss 
Elizabeth  Davenport  Hooper. 

William  Edward  Johnson 

William  Edward  Johnson,  of  West  Hartford,  who  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Society  November  1,  1904,  died  at  the  Hartford 
Hospital,  June  30,  1937.  He  was  a son  of  Giles  Meigs  Johnson 
and  of  his  wife,  Emily  Allen,  and  was  born  in  Glastonbury, 
May  10,  1867. 

He  was  educated  at  Cornell  University,  and  in  1890,  entered 
the  service  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  Hartford, 
and  on  the  organization  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Bureau 
in  1927,  continued  in  their  service  till  his  retirement  May  16, 
1936.  He  was  an  Associate  Member  of  the  Society  of  Civil 
Engineers,  a member  of  Wyllis  Lodge,  A.F.  and  A.M.  of  West 
Hartford,  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  and  of  the 
First  Congregational  Church  of  West  Hartford. 

April  7,  1892,  he  married  Florence  May  Alvord,  who  sur- 
vives him,  as  do  three  sons  and  one  daughter:  Major  Hubert 
Johnson,  of  West  Hartford,  of  the  43rd  Aviation  Division, 
Alfred  W.  and  Giles  M.  Johnson,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Miss 
Ruth  Johnson  of  West  Hartford.  There  are  seven  grand- 
children. 
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He  compiled  an  extensive  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of 
John  Johnson  of  Roxbury,  Mass.,  a copy  of  which  has  been 
presented  to  the  Society  by  Mrs.  Johnson. 

Clarendon  Nickerson 

Clarendon  Nickerson,  admitted  to  the  Society  May  23,  1933, 
died  in  Waterbury,  November  25,  1937.  He  was  born  in 
Bridgeport  Nov.  22,  1875,  a son  of  Fred  Augustus  Nickerson 
and  Ellen  Austin  Hotchkiss. 

He  received  his  preparation  for  college  in  the  Public  Schools 
of  Bridgeport  and  in  St.  Paul’s  School,  Concord,  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  was  graduated  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology'  in  1898. 

For  some  twenty  years,  he  was  employed  in  the  Waterbury 
Farrell  Foundry.  Later  he  was  with  the  La  Salle  Steel  Com- 
pany of  Chicago  for  about  three  years.  During  the  later  years 
of  his  life  he  devoted  much  attention  to  genealogy.  He  was 
descended  from  three  of  the  Proprietors  of  Waterbury : John- 
Warner,  Sr.,  Daniel  Porter,  and  Edmund  Scott.  • 

April  27,  1904,  in  Kent,  Orleans  County,  N.  Y.,  he  married 
Nellie  Maud  Reed,  who  survives  him. 

His  extensive  genealogical  compilations  upon  the  Nickerson 
and  other  families  have  been  presented  to  this  Society  by  Mrs. 

Nickerson. 

Miss  Fannie  Maria  Olmsted 

Miss  Fannie  Maria  Olmsted,  who  was  elected  to  membership 
in  the  Society  January7  6,  1891,  died  in  Hartford  March  14, 

1938.  She  was  a daughter  of  Dr.  Joseph  Olmsted  and  his 
wife,  Sarah  Barnes,  and  was  born  in  Warehouse  Point,  July 
2,  1855.  She  was  the  third  lady  to  be  admitted  to  membership 
in  the  Society. 

She  was  a graduate  of  the  old  Maplewood  Seminary,  in 
Pittsfield,  Massachusetts,  of  which  she  wrote  a history.  She 
was  a communicant  of  Trinity  Church,  a member  of  Ruth 
Wyllys  Chapter  of  the  D.A.R.,  the  Hartford  Musical  Club 
and  the  Connecticut  Academy  of  Fine  Arts. 

She  bequeathed  her  collection  of  curios  to  the  Children’s 
Museum,  and  the  Olmsted  Family  Christening  Blanket,  with 
its  case,  and  its  history7  prepared  by  her,  to  the  Connecticut 
| Historical  Society. 
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Francis  Parsons 

Colonel  Francis  Parsons,  who  was  admitted  to  membership 
in  the  Society  April  4,  1899,  died  in  Hartford,  December  30, 
1937. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford,  January  13,  1871,  a son  of  John 
Caldwell  Parsons  and  Mary  McClellan.  He  was  of  dis- 
tinguished ancestry  and  his  family  were  long  residents  of 
Hartford. 

He  was  graduated  from  the  Hartford  Public  High  School 
in  1889,  and  from  Yale  University  in  1893.  After  two  years 
as  a reporter  for  the  Hartford  C our  ant,  he  entered  the  Yale 
Law  School,  graduating  in  1897.  In  1925,  he  received  the 
M.A.  degree  honoris  causa  from  his  Alma  Mater.  In  1934, 
he  received  the  same  degree  from  Trinity  College. 

From  1897  to  1904,  he  practiced  Law  in  Hartford.  From 
1904  to  1923,  he  was  a Vice-President  and  Trust  Officer  of 
the  Security  Company  of  Hartford,  and  was  Vice-President 
of  the  Hartford  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company.  He  was 
a director  of  the  Connecticut  General  Life  Insurance  Company, 
and  was  a trustee  of  the  Society  for  Savings.  He  was  a 
trustee  of  the  American  School  for  the  Deaf,  the  Wadsworth 
Athenaeum,  the  Watkinson  Library,  the  Hartford  Grammar 
School  and  the  Hartford  Public  Library,  and  was  a member 
of  the  Corporation  of  Yale  University.  For  ten  years  he  was 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  this  Society. 

Mr.  Parsons  was  much  interested  in  military  affairs.  From 
1899  to  1901,  he  was  Assistant  Ouarter-Master-General  of 
Connecticut  with  the  rank  of  Colonel.  He  was  one  of  the 
organizers  of  Troop  B,  Fifth  Cavalry,  in  1911.  During  the 
World  War,  he  was  Captain  of  Company  B,  First  Regiment 
Connecticut  State  Guard,  and  served  overseas  as  a Captain 
in  the  American  Red  Cross. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Hartford  Park  Board  from  1908 
to  1918,  and  of  the  Board  of  Education  from  1907  to  1908 
and  from  1921  to  1929. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Hartford  Club,  the  University 
Clubs  of  Hartford  and  New  York,  of  the  Acorn  Club  and  the 
Graduates  and  Elizabethan  Clubs  of  New  Haven. 

He  won  more  than  local  fame  as  a writer  on  historical  and 
literary  subjects,  reading  a number  of  papers  before  this 
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Society.  In  1922,  he  published  a volume  of  essays  entitled 
“The  Friendly  Club  and  Other  Portraits/’  and  in  1925  a travel 
book  entitled  “A  Time  of  Preservation”. 

In  his  death,  Hartford  loses  one  of  its  most  distinguished 
citizens  and  the  Society  a useful  and  valued  member. 

John  Trumbull  Robinson 

John  Trumbull  Robinson,  of  Hartford,  who  was  admitted 
to  the  Society  May  27,  1903,  died  in  Hartford,  November  27, 
1937. 

He  was  born  in  Hartford  April  25,  1871,  a son  of  Henry 
C.  Robinson  and  Eliza  Niles  Trumbull.  Both  the  Robinson 
and  Trumbull  families  are  among  the  oldest  and  most  dis- 
tinguished in  the  State. 

Mr.  Robinson  was  graduated  from  the  Hartford  Public 
High  School  in  1889  and  from  Yale  University  in  the  Class 
of  1893.  He  studied  Law  in  his  father’s  office,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Connecticut  Bar  in  1896.  He  spent  his  whole 
active  professional  life  in  this  city,  attaining  to  the  highest 
rank  in  it. 

In  1903,  he  became  Town  Chairman’  of  the  Republican 
Party,  serving  till  1906.  From  1901  to  1903,  he  had  served 
as  Secretary  to  Governor  George  P.  McLean.  In  1904,  he 
was  a delegate  at  large  to  the  Republican  National  Convention. 

He  was  elected  President  of  the  Hartford  County  Bar 
Association  in  1930,  and  was  a member  of  the  Connecticut 
and  the  American  Bar  Associations.  He  was  a director  of 
the  Connecticut  General  Life  Insurance  Company  and  the 
Hartford  Gas  Company. 

April  25,  1905,  he  married  Gertrude  Doolittle  Coxe,  of 
Utica,  N.  Y.,  who  survives  him.  He  left  two  children : Mrs. 
John  Pierson,  of  New  Haven,  and  John  T.  Robinson,  Jr., 
Yale,  1937,  and  two  grandchildren  Elizabeth  and  John  Pier- 
son. Lucius  F.  Robinson,  of  Hartford,  is  a brother. 

John  Henry  Roraback 

John  Henry  Roraback,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
November  5,  1929,  died  May  19,  1937.  He  had  been  in  ill 
health  since  January,  1936,  when  he  was  seriously  ill  as  a 
result  of  a streptococcus  infection. 

He  was  born  in  Sheffield,  Massachusetts,  August  5,  1870,

a son  of  John  C.  and  Maria  (Hoysradt)  Roraback.  He  was 
educated  in  the  Great  Barrington  High  School. 

After  teaching  a country  school  for  a time  and  after  news- 
paper work  on  the  Canaan  News,  he  studied  Law  in  the  office 
of  his  brother,  Albert  T.  Roraback,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Connecticut  Bar  in  1892.  However,  he  was  not  to  devote 
himself  to  that  profession. 

He  entered  the  public  utilities  field,  and  in  the  course  of  a 
few  years  was  the  most  important  figure  in  it  in  Connecticut, 
as  he  was  for  many  years.  Through  his  work  the  Connecticut 
Light  and  Power  Company  was  founded  and  developed.  Lack 
i space  makes  it  impossible  even  to  mention  the  man}’  enter- 

prises that  he  developed  successfully.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that 
he  was  a man  of  courage  and  vision  and  that  success  seemed 
to  be  the  inevitable  outcome  of  anything  to  which  he  turned 
his  hand. 

He  was  also  for  a long  period  the  leader  of  the  Republican 
Party  in  Connecticut,  serving  as  a member  of  the  State  Com- 
mittee from  1898,  and  as  Chairman  from  1912.  From  1920, 
he  was  a member  of  the  Republican  National  and  of  its 
Executive  Committee. 

April  29,  1896,  he  married  Mary  L.  Parsons,  of  North 
Canaan,  who  with  one  son,  Lewis  P.  Roraback,  survives  him. 

Arthur  Leffingwell  Shipman 

Arthur  Leffingwell  Shipman,  who  was  elected  a member  of 
the  Society  November  1,  1898,  died  at  his  home  in  Hartford, 
October  16,  1937.  He  was  born  in  Hartford  November  19, 
1864,  a son  of  Judge  Nathaniel  Shipman,  an  eminent  lawyer 
^ Hartford,  whose  wife  was  Mary  C.  Robinson,  a sister  of 
Lucius  F.  Robinson,  and  a grandson  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Leffingwell  Shipman.  The  Shipman  and  Lefifingwell  families 
have  been  prominent  in  Connecticut  from  early  Colonial  times, 
and  Arthur  Leffingwell  Shipman  inherited  their  fine  qualities 
and  carried  on  their  traditions  of  culture  and  public  service. 

He  was  prepared  for  college  at  the  Hartford  High  School 
and  was  graduated  from  Yale  University  in  1886.  He  gradu- 
ated from  the  \ale  Law’  School  in  1898.  After  practicing  for 
two  years  in  New’  York  City,  he  returned  to  Hartford  and 
formed  a partnership  with  the  Late  William  F.  Henney,  which 
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lasted  for  four  years.  In  1894,  he  entered  the  firm  of  Hyde, 
Gross  and  Hyde;  soon  the  firm  name  was  changed  to  Gross, 
Hyde  and  Shipman.  In  1919,  he  became  senior  member  of 
the  firm  of  Shipman  and  Goodwin. 

In  1891,  he  was  elected  a member  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Council  of  Hartford  and  served  also  as  a member  of  the  High 
School  Committee.  In  1904,  he  was  made  Corporation  Coun- 
cil by  Mayor  Henney,  his  former  partner,  and  was  reappointed 
in  1906.  In  1912,  he  was  reappointed  to  the  office  by  Major 
Louis  R.  Cheney.  In  1935,  he  was  made  a member  of  the 
City  Plan  Commission. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Connecticut  and  the  American  Bar 
Associations.  He  was  a Director  of  the  Aetna  Insurance 
Company,  of  the  Travelers  Insurance  Company,  of  the  Collins 
Company  and  of  the  Capewell  Horse  Nail  Company,  and  was 
a Trustee  of  the  Hartford  Hospital,  of  the  School  for  the 
Deaf  and  of  the  Wadsworth  Athenaeum.  He  was  a member 
of  the  University  Club  of  Hartford,  the  University  Club  of 
New  York,  the  Hartford  Club,  the  Hartford  Golf  Club,  the 
Graduates  Club  of  New  Haven  and  the.  Society  of  Colonial 
Wars,  serving  as  its  Governor. 

On  June  27,  1901,  he  married  Melvina  Van  Kleeck,  of 
Poughkeepsie,  who  with  three  children,  Arthur  Leffingwell, 
Jr.,  Mrs.  Minot  A.  Howard,  of  Armonk,  N.  Y.,  and  Mrs. 
Gurdon  Saltonstall,  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  survives  him. 

Mr.  Shipman  was  much  interested  in  Colonial  history, 
especially  of  Connecticut  and  Hartford,  and  read  a number 
of  valuable  papers  before  the  Society,  which  he  also  served  as 
Corresponding  Secretary7. 

Hubert  Dudley  Tracy 

Hubert  Dudley  Tracy,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society 
November  6,  1923,  died  in  West  Hartford  May  31,  1937,  at 
the  age  of  seventy.  He  was  for  almost  a half-century7  con- 
nected with  the  Aetna  Life  Insurance  Company.  He  married 
Jessie  I.  Nevers,  but  there  were  no  children. 

Mrs.  Tracy  died  July  14,  1937.  She  was  born  in  Hartford 
and  for  many  years  taught  at  the  Warburton  Chapel.  She 
was  a member  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution, 
the  Society  of  New  England  Women,  the  Hartford  Woman’s 
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Club  and  the  Hartford  Chapter  of  Daughters  of  American 
Colonists,  of  which  she  was  Secretary. 

Albert  Lyman  Wiard 

Albert  Lyman  Wiard,  who  became  a member  of  the  Society 
December  3,  1907,  died  at  his  home  in  New  Britain,  October 
25,  1937,  five  days  before  his  eighty-eighth  birthday.  He  was 
born  October  30,  1849,  in  Plymouth,  Connecticut,  a son  of 
John  Wiard  and  Jeannette  R.  Buell.  For  sixty-one  years,  he 
had  been  in  the  service  of  the  Stanley  Rule  & Level  Company. 
He  left  his  library  to  the  South  Congregational  Church  of 
New  Britain,  of  which  he  was  a member.  November  24,  1870, 
in  New  Britain,  he  married  Ella  Bulkeley.  He  is  survived 
by  his  wife,  a son  John  B.  and  two  grandsons,  John  B.  Jr., 
and  Robert  C. 

Mrs.  Nellie  Louise  Austin  Zug 

Mrs.  Robert  Morse  Zug,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Society, 
March  4,  1924,  died  at  her  home  in  Los  Angeles,  California, 
December  18,  1937.  She  was  born  in  Suffield,  Connecticut, 
May  4,  1853,  a daughter  of  Thomas  Jefferson  Austin  and 
Charlotte  Louise  Hayden. 

October  4,  1893,  in  Suffield,  she  married  Robert  Morse  Zug, 
of  Detroit,  who  died  April  18,  1914. 

She  was  a member  of  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descend- 
ants, of  the  Huguenot  Society  of  South  Carolina,  of  the 
Daughters  of  Founders  and  Patriots  of  America,  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  of  the  Kenesaw  Moun- 
tain Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Union,  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  Barons  of  Runnemede  and  of  the  Order  of  the  First 
Crusade.

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librarian’s  Report.* 


It  is  well  that  each  year  the  librarian  pause  in  his  daily 
duties  to  consider  his  handiwork  as  a whole  and  from  it  gain 
courage  for  its  continuation  and  constructive  criticism  for  its 
improvement.  With  this  in  mind  your  librarian  presents  to 
the  Society  his  forty-sixth  annual  report. 

At  the  beginning  it  is  necessary  to  record  that  the  number 
of  our  readers,  3323  in  all,  is  a small  decrease  from  last  year; 
but  that  libraries  the  country  over  have  had  a similar  exper- 
ience for  which  there  seems  to  be  no  logical  explanation. 

The  purchases  for  the  year,  aside  from  manuscripts,  are 
166  volumes,  136  pamphlets,  nine  miscellaneous  and  125  stereo- 
scope views.  Included  in  these  are  thirteen  volumes  credited 
to  the  Mather  Fund,  two  to  the  Brainard  Fund,  59  volumes 
and  27  pamphlets  to  the  Boardman  Fund  and  five  volumes 
and  four  pamphlets  to  the  Hoadley  Fund.  The  gifts  are  609 
volumes,  581  pamphlets  and  126  miscellaneous  and  also  several 
lots  which  cannot  well  be  classified.  This  makes  the  total 
number  of  acquisitions  1752  items  of  which  775  are  books, 
717  pamphlets  and  260  miscellaneous. 

Of  particular  interest  to  the  genealogist  and  historian  are 
several  local  histories.  Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  two  are 
Eaton’s  History  of  Kings  County,  Nova  Scotia,  a sizeable 
volume  devoting  a large  section  to  genealogical  data,  much  of 
it  relating  to  people  whose  roots  are  in  Connecticut ; and  a 
History  of  Bedford,  N.  H.  It  is  a sorry  fact  that  local  his- 
tories of  this  type  are  seldom  compiled  now.  Rather  the  town 
histories  are  often  a rewriting  of  what  has  been  published, 
with  the  addition  of  up-to-date  material.  Genealogical  sec- 
tions, so  vital  to  the  local  historian,  are  often  completely  lack- 
ing. However,  there  is  much  of  interest  to  be  found  in  the 
histories  of  Bourne,  Buckland,  Duxbury,  Harwich,  Lancaster,

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Northfield,  Saugus  and  Winchester,  Mass.,  and  of  North  Yar- 
mouth and  Yarmouth,  -Maine.  No  local  histories  have  been 
forthcoming  from  Connecticut  towns  this  year,  but  we  have 
acquired  a History  of  the  Congregational  Church  of  Union, 
and  the  History  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  North  Stoning- 
ton.  From  our  member  E.  Stanley  Welles,  we  received  a 
volume  entitled  Early  Days  in  Newington,  Conn.,  the  remi- 
niscences of  Henry  G.  Little,  a resident  there  two  generations 
ago. 

Our  section  of  New  Jersey  history  has  been  enlarged  by  the 
addition  of  marriage  records  for  the  counties  of  Atlantic, 

Burlington,  Cumberland,  Gloucester  and  Salem,  and  of  South 
Jersey.  Of  New  Jersey  interest  also  are  the  Elizabethtown 
cemetery  inscriptions. 

The  fourth  part  of  the  Genealogical  Dictionary  of  Maine 
and  New  Hampshire  has  been  received,  carrying  the  alpha- 
betically arranged  genealogies  of  the  early  settlers  of  those 
states  through  the  Runlett  family. 

Each  year  some  small  addition  is  made  through  our  Mather 
Fund  to  our  English  genealogical  material.  This  year  we  have 
purchased  several  missing  volumes  in  our  set  of  Phillimore’s 
Marriage  Registers  for  the  shires  of  Somerset,  Gloucester, 

Middlesex  and  Nottingham.  We  have  also  added  to  the 
Victoria  History,  Northampton  volume  four  and  Sussex 
volume  nine. 

A large  number  of  genealogies  have  been  added  to  the 
library  this  year.

Of  particular  interest  among  the  biographies  received  is 
1 he  life  of  William  Samuel  Johnson  by  our  member  George 
C.  Groce,  Jr.  Mr.  Groce  spent  a summer  at  the  library  going 
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carefully  through  our  Johnson  papers  which  he  found  to  be 
a rich  source  of  material  for  his  book.  Volume  five  of  Sibley’s 
Harvard  Graduates  has  also  been  received.  During  the  year 
your  librarian  has  been  asked  to  check  lists  of  publications  by 
the  Harvard  men  recorded  there  and  upon  every  occasion 
found  that  our  library  contained  many  of  the  items  listed  and 
several  times  was  able  to  add  a new  title.  The  Hon.  Hiram 
Bingham  contributed  to  our  biographies  a sketch  he  had 
written  of  Elihu  Yale,  the  man  for  whom  Yale  College  was 
named. 

Account  should  be  taken  of  a large  number  of  Holland 
Society  yearbooks  and  Collections  received,  which  make  a 
considerable  addition  to  the  Society’s  file. 

Of  bibliographical  interest  is  Thomas  Franklin  Currier’s 
Bibliography  of  John  Greenleaf  Whittier.  Mr.  Currier  worked 
in  our  library  for  some  time  using  the  New  England  Weekly 
Review  published  in  Hartford  by  Whittier.  The  Society’s  file 
of  this  newspaper  and  one  other  are  the  only  ones  known  to 
exist. 

From  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Horace  B.  Clark  of  Hartford  the 
Society  has  received,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Clark,  a 
large  number  of  books,  the  greater  part  of  them  of  a miscel- 
laneous character;  but  including  some  historical  books  and  a 
collection  of  books  for  boys  and  girls  which  are  a fine  addition 
"to  our  already  extensive  one. 

Mrs.  Grace  Clarkson  Wilcox  of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  upon  her 
death  early  in  1937  left  a number  of  volumes  to  the  Society, 
thus  continuing  her  previous  gifts  which  have  been  described 
in  earlier  reports. 

Although  a detailed  list  of  manuscripts  is  given  in  this 
report,  there  are  a few  items  which  should  be  especially  men- 
tioned. From  the  heirs  of  Mrs.  Isabella  G.  Thomas  of  Nor- 
wich we  received  several  hundred  letters  and  documents  by 
and  to  Silas  Deane,  making  a splendid  addition  to  our  ex- 
tensive collection  of  Deane  papers.  Our  genealogically  minded 
members  will  be  interested  to  know  that  we  received  from 
Mrs.  Clarenden  Nickerson  of  Waterbury  a large  number  of 
genealogical  manuscripts  compiled  by  her  late  husband,  who 
was  one  of  our  members  and  often  worked  in  our  rooms.  A 
voluminous  Johnson  genealogy  was  received  from  our  member 
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the  late  William  E.  Johnson.  This  carries  out  the  John  John- 
son line  of  Roxbury,  Mass.  From  Charles  L.  Taylor  of  Hart- 
ford came  a genealogy  of  the  Milford  family  of  Pond  and 
from  Edward  P.  Jones  of  Winsted  a valuable  genealogy  of 
the  Coult  (Colt)  family.

To  the  Society’s  fine  collection  of  paintings  two  portraits 
in  oil  and  three  miniatures  have  been  added  this  year.  Through 
a bequest  of  Miss  Julia  White  was  received  a portrait  of 
David  White,  1800-1875,  grandfather  of  the  donor,  who  for 
many  years  was  a famous  hotel  keeper  in  Hartford.  The  pic- 
ture came  to  the  Society  in  poor  condition  but  it  has  been 
carefully  reconditioned  and  now  hangs  upon  the  wall  in  the 
Society’s  hall  as  fresh  as  though  it  were  painted  only  yesterday. 

The  other  portrait,  that  of  Mabel  Harlakenden,  1614-1655, 
was  received  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Horace  B.  Clark.  It  is 
a copy  made  from  the  original  painting  which  hung  for  many 
years  in  the  Harlakenden  ancestral  home  in  England.  Mrs. 
Clark  was  a descendant  of  the  subject.  _ 

It  is  unusual  for  the  Society  to  purchase  works  of  art  of 
any  sort,  but  when  a miniature  of  Silas  Deane,  political  agent 
to  Prance  during  the  Revolution,  and  a miniature  of  his  son 
Jesse,  both  natives  of  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  were  offered  for 
sale,  it  seemed  imperative  that  they  become  the  Society’s 
property.  Several  interested  members  contributed  generously 
toward  their  purchase  and  they  were  acquired  from  the  estate 
of  Frank  Edward  Johnson.  They  had  come  into  the  possession 
of  Mr.  Johnson  through  his  grandmother,  Mrs.  Isabella  G. 
Thomas,  a great  granddaughter  of  Silas  Deane. 

Within  the  last  month  we  received  as  a gift  from  Mrs. 
Ruth  P.  Hemingway  of  New  Haven  a miniature  painted  in 
Holland  of  Capt.  Samuel  Smedley  of  Fairfield,  commander  of 
the  Ship  “Defence”  during  the  Revolution. 

The  portrait  of  Red  Jacket  or  Captain  Cole,  presented  in 
1922  by  Mrs.  Benjamin  Knower,  was  loaned  to  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  for  an  exhibition  of  portraits  of  American 
Indians. 

Vice  President  George  Dudley  Seymour  of  New  Haven  has 
continued  to  manifest  his  interest  in  our  collection  of  early 
portraits  by  having  three  more  cleaned  or  reconditioned  during 
the  year.  They  are  Col.  Eliphalet  Dyer,  Hon.  Jabez  Hamlin 
and  Mrs.  Elnathan  Whitman.  In  all,  thirteen  of  our  early 
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paintings  have  been  put  in  condition  during  the  last  six  years 
by  Ralph  W.  Thomas  at  the  expense  of  Mr.  Seymour.  They 
are : 

Adam  Beauchamp  ( -1740?)  of  Hartford  and  later  of  South 

Carolina;  brother  of  Margaret  Chenevard. 

Jane  Bonner  (1691-1739)  of  Boston,  married  John  Ellery. 

Margaret  (Beauchamp)  Chenevard  (1707-1783)  of  Hartford,  wife 
of  John  Michael  Chenevard. 

Eliphalet  Dyer  (1721-1807)  of  Windham,  Colonel  and  Brigadier 
General  of  militia  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution. 

Jane  Ellery  (1745-1787)  of  Hartford,  sister  of  William  Ellery. 

W i lei  am  Ellery  (1740-1812)  of  Hartford,  merchant  and  postmaster. 

Mrs.  William  Ellery,  it  is  not  known  which  of  William  Ellery’s 
three  wives  is  here  portrayed. 

Jabez  Hamlin  (1709-1791)  of  Middletown,  of  which  city  he  was 
the  first  Mayor. 

Mary  Ledyard  (1735-1807)  of  Groton,  married  Thomas  Seymour, 
first  Mayor  of  Hartford. 

Nathan  Whiting  (1724-1771)  of  New  Haven,  a Colonel  in  the 
French  and  Indian  War. 

Mary  (S  Alton  stall)  Whiting  (1728-1801),  wife  of  Col.  Nathan 
Whiting. 

Abigail  (Stanley)  Whitman  (1719-1795),  wife  of  Rev.  Elnathan 
Whitman  of  Hartford. 

George  Wyllys  (1710-1796)  of  Hartford,  Secretary  of  the  Colony 
and  State  for  sixty-six  years. 

The  improved  appearance  of  all  of  these  since  recondition- 
ing is  strikingly  noticeable.  There  are  still  other  portraits  that 
need  attention,  and  possibly  some  other  member  may  come 
forward  and  see  that  the  good  work  begun  by  Mr.  Seymour 
is  continued. 

A volume  listing  above  1300  miniatures  painted  by  Anson 
Dickinson  of  Litchfield,  including  more  than  200  painted  in 
that  town,  has  recently  been  issued  by  our  Assistant  Librarian, 
Miss  Kidder. 

It  is  amazing  how  often  people  come  into  the  library  with 
an  old  book,  a blue  plate,  a piece  of  silver  or  some  relic  of  the 
past  to  inquire  about  its  history  or  to  ask  its  worth.  For  that 
reason  we  have  attempted  to  build  up  a small  group  of  refer- 
ence books  for  the  collector.  Principal  among  the  purchases 
for  this  year  has  been  the  index  to  the  magazine  “Antiques/’ 
making  the  rich  mass  of  material  in  that  excellent  periodical 
easily  accessable.  Another  purchase  of  particular  interest  was 
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a large  lot  of  Anderson  Gallery  sale  catalogues  of  early  furni- 
ture and  other  antiques.  These  catalogues  have  been  priced 
and  are  valuable  in  that  they  sometimes  give  the  only  clue  to 
the  rarity  and  an  approximate  sale  value  of  certain  pieces  of 
old  furniture,  rugs,  glass  or  porcelain.  Today  there  is  an 
especial  interest  in  old  houses  and  some  fine  books  on  this 
subject  have  been  added;  among  them  Old  New  England 
Houses  and  American  Homes  and  Furnishings.  We  have  sub- 
scribed to  a new  collector’s  periodical,  Avocations,  and  con- 
tinued our  subscription  to  Antiques,  Old  Time  New  England 
and  Early  American  Industries.  For  the  miniature  collector 
there  may  be  found  much  of  interest  in  Whele’s  American 
Miniatures  and  to  the  omniverous  collector  of  books  A Yankee 
Bookseller,  the  reminiscences  of  Charles  E.  Goodspeed,  will 
appeal.  For  the  person  who  can  grow  nostalgic  over  thinking 
of  the  good  old  days,  even  though  he  may  not  have  the  col- 
lector’s instinct,  I suggest  he  spend  a few  hours  in  our  library 
reading  Edwin  V.  Mitchell’s  delightful  book,  The  Horse  and 
Buggy  Age  in  New  England. 

A relic  of  old  England  and  17th  century  New  England  has 
been  given  to  us  by  bequest  of  our  late  life  member  Miss 
Fannie  M.  Olmsted.  This  is  a christening  blanket  brought  to 
America  by  the  Olmsted  family  in  1632  and  used  since  then 
at  the  christening  of  various  children  in  the  line  of  the  family 
which  has  now  become  extinct  with  the  death  of  Miss  Olm- 
sted. The  blanket  is  of  yellow  silk  brocade,  measures  forty- 
five  by  thirty-two  inches  and  is  in  a fine  state  of  preservation. 
A statement  concerning  its  authenticity  written  and  signed  by 
Miss  Olmsted  accompanies  it. 

Among  collector’s  items  received  by  the  Society  this  year 
was  Amelia  Simmons’  American  Cookery.  This  volume,  pub- 
lished by  the  Prospect  Press  and  printed  by  Hawthorn  House 
in  Windham,  is  a reprint  of  an  original  cookbook  in  the 
Society’s  library  printed  in  1796.  Our  copy  and  one  in  the 
American  Antiquarian  Society  are  the  only  ones  known. 

Our  bookplate  collection  has  received  a second  generous 
addition  from  Eveline  W.  Brainerd  of  Haddam.  Miss  Brain- 
erd  sent  at  the  same  time  a check  list  of  the  bookplates  en- 
graved by  Edwin  Davis  French.  John  H.  Buck  has  also 
contributed  a number  of  bookplates,  most  of  them  the  work 
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of  the  aforementioned  Mr.  French. 

Among  the  'activities  of  the  staff  has  been  the  editing  and 
publishing  of  historical  and  genealogical  material  selected 
from  our  many  manuscripts.  This  has  been  curtailed  to  a 
large  degree  in  the  last  few  years.  However,  we  are  trying 
in  the  form  of  a Quarterly  Bulletin  to  make  some  small  con- 
tribution towards  preserving  in  print  various  records  of  inter- 
est. Other  than  this,  the  Annual  Report  has  been  our  only 
publication. 

Some  years  ago  we  started  a small  picture  collection  special- 
izing in  portraits  of  local  people  and  pictures  of  places  around 
New  England.  Recently  we  have  had  an  opportunity  to 
acquire  over  one  hundred  stereoscope  pictures,  the  majority 
of  them  taken  by  our  former  member  James  Shepard,  of 
places  around  Connecticut.  To  this  has  been  added  by  Horace 
B.  Clark  about  fifty  more  stereoscope  pictures  of  views  in 
Connecticut  and  the  White  Mountains. 

While  our  facilities  for  having  exhibitions  are  poor,  we 
occasionally  come  upon  items  which  we  feel  should  be  shared 
with  the  public.  Such  was  the  situation  when  your  librarian, 
in  looking  for  something  else,  came  upon  a roll  of  broadsides 
which  when  examined,  proved  to  be  eighty  playbills  of  the 
New  York  theaters  between  1815  and  1822.  These  were 
exhibited  through  the  kindness  of  the  Watkinson  Library  in 
the  upper  hall  of  the  Athen?eum  Building  during  the  winter 
months  and  articles  on  them  appeared  in  both  local  papers. 
A small  exhibit  in  the  Society's  hall  was  held  in  honor  of  the 
sesquicentennial  of  the  United  States  Constitution. 

New  equipment  for  the  library  has  seldom  been  acquired, 
but  considering  the  addressing  which  had  to  be  done  in  send- 
ing out  notices  of  meetings,  the  annual  reports  and  Bulletins, 
it  seemed  advisable  to  purchase  an  addressograph.  This  has 
now  been  installed  and  will  release  our  stenographer  for  more 
important  work. 

This  library  and  the  Society  have  suffered  a great  loss  by 
the  engagement  and  consequent  resignation  of  our  valuable 
assistant,  Miss  Mary  Helen  Kidder.  Her  cheerful  presence, 
her  unfailing  courtesy,  her  knowledge,  ability  and  love  of  re- 
search will  cause  her  to  be  missed  by  all  with  whom  she  has 
come  in  contact.  By  no  one  will  she  be  missed  so  much  as  by 
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your  librarian,  who  will  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  carry 
on  without  her  able  cooperation. 

I cannot  bring  my  report  to  a close  without  reminding  the 
Society  again  that  each  year  brings  added  congestion  and  con- 
fusion to  the  library,  already  overcrowded  twenty  years  ago. 
A new  building  is  the  only  solution  to  the  problem,  a problem 
which  unless  solved  within  a very  few  years  means  continuing 
deterioration  to  one  of  New  England’s  oldest  and  finest 
Historical  Societies.
